ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: — 

To-day we begin the task of conducting the 
affairs of the city for the ensuing year. In accord- 
ance with a custom of long standing, the mayor is 
called on, at his entrance into office, to address to 
the members of the city government a communica- 
tion covering the condition of municipal affairs and 
recommending such things as to him seem advisable. 
The wisdom of this custom may well be questioned, 
but, in deference to it, I follow the example of my 
predecessors. 

At this time, entering the honorable position to 
which I have been chosen, it is not unbecoming in 
me to express to my fellow citizens my deep ap- 
preciation of that confidence which has led them to 
give into my hands the chief magistracy of the city. 
I am deeply sensible of the great honor done me, 
and I recognize in the act of the people that they 
expect and have a right to expect from me such 
an administration as will secure economy, efficiency, 
and, above all, honesty in all municipal affairs. To 
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the performance of my duties, I shall give my con- 
stant care and the closest attention. 

The power of the mayor is very limited. The 
amount to be raised by taxation is determined, as 
it should be, by the city council. The mayor can, 
indeed, interpose his veto to the bill as a whole, 
but power should be given him to object to partic- 
ular items in the budget. This is done elsewhere 
and with good results, and such legislation as would 
give power to reject certain parts, and approve the 
rest of all orders providing for loans and the an- 
nual tax levy, would be a much- needed improvement. 
The mayor, under the present charter and the ordi- 
nances, has not sufficient authority over the admin- 
istration of the affairs of the city departments. The 
whole tendency of recent legislation has been to 
make the mayor of a city the' executive officer, 
with power to direct the various officials, so that 
their work will be well done and the 1 public money 
economically spent. Under our system of heads of 
departments -elected by the city council, with re- 
sponsibility difficult to fix, the mayor has not enough 
power. 

Other illustrations of the need of greater author- 
ity to be vested in the mayor will readily suggest 
themselves. This is a matter which would require 
legislation, yet I recommend it to your wise delib- 
eration as a change which would operate for the 
better and more responsible government of the city. 
There is everywhere noticeable a tendency towards 
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loose and irresponsible methods of municipal admin- 
istration, and we should be quick to discover the 
imperfections and dangers, and apply, as speedily as 
may be, the proper safeguards. 

In some of the larger cities, the experiment has 
been tried of vesting the mayor with greater powers 
and making him, what he should be, the really 

responsible head of the municipality, the two most 
notable instances being the cities of Brooklyn and 

Boston. In both places, the change has been fruit- 
ful of such good results that a return to the earlier 

form of charter is never seriously considered. In 
our city, we have adhered to the old idea of divided 
power and responsibility. Such being the case, I 
trust the members of both branches of the city 
council will lay aside all partisan feeling and work 
with a unity of purpose for the common good of 
the entire community. 

In communicating to you the condition of the 
different municipal departments, it should be borne 
in mind that the information given is furnished by 
the various city officials. I assume that it is correct 
and have . no reason to believe otherwise, but I do 
not give it as the result of my own examination. 
In treating the subject, I have endeavored to depart 
to some extent, from quoting statistics that are con- 
tained in the reports issued by the departments, and 
purposely omit some departments that are usually 
mentioned in the inaugural address. However, dur- 
ing the year, I may find it necessary to address you 
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specially on matters pertaining to city affairs. Let 
us examine the state of our finances at the close of 
the fiscal year.

This statement does not include the Moody street bridge loan, amounting to 
$75,000; and a sum of $12,000 to be expended in sewerage construction. 


The loans created by our predecessors, portions 
of which are payable each year and which are in- 
corporated in our tax levy, together with the neces- 
sary expenses for the current year, behooves us to 
follow closely conservative methods. During the 
last seven years, the loans made on a ten-year 
basis aggregate $2,494,400, independent of the 
$70,210.29 paid for Fort Hill park’ these, together 
with loans made previously and those made on a 
twenty-year basis, for which sinking funds have 
been created, reduce the borrowing limit of our 
city to an altogether too narrow compass, and 
which is $146,972.05. Upon this limit, there should 
be no further encroachment, more particularly 
when we consider that already, by legislative enact- 
ment, our city has borrowed the sum of $600,000 
for the erection of public buildings, which is in- 
dependent of the limitation of our city debt. The 
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large sums which become due, as interest upon 
our present indebtedness, have become extremely 
burdensome, and in payment of which, the past 

year our city treasurer has been called upon to 

disburse $169,140.60 — of this amount, $58,670.00 
was on account of water loans. The single item 
of interest increases our tax levy $2.45 on each 

thousand dollars in property owned by our citi- 

zens. I strongly recommend that, whenever possi- 
ble, the system of making ten-year loans be 
abandoned, and that in the future they be made 
on a twenty-year basis, for which sinking funds 
will be provided. 

The habit which, within the past few years, has 
been followed, of making loans for the current ex- 
penses, should cease. Upwards of $700,000 in this 

direction has within the past seven years been 

expended, and has become a fixed debt upon our 
citizens. You will, I trust, co-operate with me in 

this direction, and in the erection of our school- 

houses. Whenever such becomes necessary, they 
should only be erected by the creation of long 
loans, so that those who may come after us, and 
who will share the benefit, shall also bear their 
proportionate burden. 

SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL HOUSES. 

The intelligence of our citizens, guided and di- 
rected by morality, is the safeguard of American 
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institutions. Popular education is the well-spring 
of our national being. In our public schools, we 
want the best methods in education, and for the 
accomplishment of this work, in the coming as in 
the past years, the same generous liberality should 
mark appropriations for their support and main- 
tenance. The gathered experience of years demon- 
strates that the management of our public schools 
must be freed from the control of partisanship of 
every character, whether it be race, creed, or pol- 
itics. One thing that I strongly urge, in connec- 
tion with this department, is permanency of tenure 
for the teachers after they have once been elected. 
The senseless custom of annual elections should be 
abolished. Under it, a teacher is never secure in his 
position. It must necessarily create a*feeling of unrest, 
and impair his efficiency. If a teacher proves incom- 
petent, the board should have power to remove, 
but no removal ought to be made without good 
cause. The present excellent condition of our 
schools is a matter for congratulation, and it is 
due largely to the tact and ability of the super- 
intendent, Mr. Whitcomb. 

The public day schools of Lowell occupy 47 
different buildings, containing 230 separate rooms; 
give employment to 225 elected teachers and 
over 40 temporary and substitute teachers, and 
have given the advantages of an education, during 
the past year, to 11,818 children. The total ex- 
penditure for schools in 1894 was $229,820.36, 
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and for school houses, $80,785.70. Two additions 
to our school system have been made in recent 
years, kindergartens and manual training, and both 
have proved very popular. The city has five kin- 
dergartens, employing ten teachers, and largely 
signed petitions are now before the school board 
asking for more. Lowell also has a training school 
for kindergartners, the only one in the state out- 
side of Boston, which has proved a great success. 
These schools have demonstrated their value be- 
yond question, and they deserve a liberal support. 

The subject of manual training must receive 
especial attention this year, from the fact that a 
recent state law makes manual training, as a part 
of the High school course, obligatory upon all 
cities of more than 20,000 inhabitants. September 
next is the latest time allowed to cities by this 
law in which to get ready for this addition to 
the High school course. 

The school houses of Lowell are generally in 
good condition, a fact largely due to the efficiency 
of the superintendent of public buildings, Mr. 
Bray. Some old buildings, however, still remain, 
which are hardly worth extensive repairs, and 
which must be replaced by new ones at no very 
distant date. The city has done very well in 
building new school houses in the last five years, 
expending for this purpose a sum considerably 
larger than has been expended by any other city 
of the state except Boston. One new house was 
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finished last year, the Abraham Lincoln grammar 
school house on Chelmsford street, and two more 

were begun, one on Billings street in Centralville, 

and the other at Middlesex village. 

Lowell’s evening schools have become a very 
important part of her school system. The number 
of pupils attending in the winter of 1893-4 was 
4,125, and the number of teachers employed was 
125. The total expenses for the year 1894 were 
$17,979.37. There is no question as to the great 
value of these schools, and so many are dependent 
upon them, for even the rudiments of an educa- 
tion, that no pains should be spared to make 
them as good as possible. 


THE CITY LIBRARY.' 

As a means of popular education, the free libra- 
ries of our cities rank next in importance to the 
public school system. In a large measure, the work 
performed by the library is supplementary in its 
nature, for after the pupil leaves the school and 
begins the struggle of life, whether it . be as an ar- 
tisan, business or professional man, if he be studi- 
ously inclined, he can devote his spare hours to 
the study of subjects which will make him a more 
intelligent and useful member of the community. It 
is impossible to over-estimate the importance of a 

s 

well equipped free library in a city like ours. Our 
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mills and workshops are filled with thousands of 
people whose limited means would not permit them 
to receive a training in the higher branches of educa- 
tion, yet with the facilities presented by the library, 
the opportunity is afforded them to pursue the study 
of subjects which are taught only in the larger in- 
stitutions of learning. 

In this connection, it is well to note that a 
special effort is being made by the librarian and 
directors to interest the workmen, engaged in the 
textile and many other manufactures which have 
made our beloved city famous, in the study of books 
in the various departments of useful arts, and no 
pains have been spared to obtain the best works 
for this department. The study of special subjects 
in all lines of knowledge is encouraged, and in 
time the library bids fair to make our city a centre 
of culture for this section of the state, and that 
part of New Hampshire adjoining us, where all 
questions that books will answer may be brought. 

The library as an auxiliary to the public schools 
has been doing efficient work, and each succeeding 
year there is an increase in the number of. teachers 
who avail themselves of the advantages offered by 
the library in this 'respect. In no branch of learn- 
ing can this unity of action between the schools 
and the library be brought to a higher degree of 
perfection and better results secured than in the 
study of history, for it enables the student to make 
comparisons for himself and not follow in the narrow 
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rut of a single text-writer, which is a poor method 
of study, no matter how excellent the author may be. 

It is a source of gratification to know that the 
library is fast taking rank among the first libraries 
of the state, both in the number of its volumes 
and in the volumes circulated. The growth and use 
of the library is shown in the following statistics ;

This shows an increased use of the library in 
the circulation of books. There has been, too, a 
marked increase in the use of the Reference De- 
partment in connection with the investigation of 
special subjects by the various literary and other 
clubs of the city. Of this use no record is kept, 
but it should be born in mind in estimating the 
appreciation of the library by our citizens. Since 
the opening of the new building, it has been a 
centre of attraction for sight-seers, and its architec- 
tural beauty and art treasures command the admira- 
tion of all who visit it. While many other cities 
have been richly endowed with funds for library 
work, the gifts of private persons, Lowell has been 
singularly unfortunate in this respect, and some 
wealthy citizen should set a noble example for others 
to follow by making a liberal donation to be the 
nucleus of a fund, the income of which could be 
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used by the trustees for the purchase of books, 

works of art, etc., to improve the library. It is 

but simple justice to state that the prosperous con- 
dition of this institution is due, in a large measure, 

to the intelligent and painstaking efforts of Mr. 
Chase, the librarian. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The two most urgent needs in this department 
are a new hospital for the treatment of contagious 
diseases and a new stable in which to quarter the 
horses. The imperative need of the first was duly 
demonstrated during the outbreak of small-pox. 
The patients were treated in what is known as 
the “Pest House.” A more appropriate name 
could not be given the den. Instead of being a 
fit place to bring a person suffering from illness, 
and compelling him to live there, the condition 
of it is such, that if a physically sound person 
were obliged to dwell in it, his health would be 
in danger. When the emergency arose, there was 
no alternative to the board of health but to use 
it. It was originally constructed as an hospital 
for the treatment of that dread disease when it 
visited us in the early seventies, and was probably 
intended as a temporary structure. The means of 
heating and draining it are wretched, and the ar- 
rangement of the rooms is such as to render it 
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totally unfit for the purpose for which it was in- 
tended. They having given the matter much in- 
telligent study, and consulted a prominent architect 
as to plans and the cost of a new building, the 
report of the board of health will undoubtedly con- 
tain a great deal of interesting information on this 
subject. 

If a fresh epidemic were to break out before 
a new hospital shall be erected, I would consider 
it a duty, on the part of the city council, to ex- 
ercise the right of eminent domain and seize a 
private dwelling, rather than return to the old 
building. In justice to the board of health, it 
should be stated that, considering the difficulties 
under which - they labored, they are deserving of 
high praise for the early suppression of the dis- 
ease. 

The present means of stabling the horses be- 
longing to this department is a serious hindrance 
in performing the work. They are stabled in 
two buildings, neither of which is suitable for the 
purpose, and one of them is little better than a 
shed. The condition of the latter may be imagined 
from a remark made to me by a member .of the 
board while discussing the need of a new stable. 
He said: “If any private person were to keep 
horses in a similar structure, we would not hesi- 
tate an instant in declaring it a nuisance.” The 
cost for a new building would not exceed six or 
seven thousand dollars, and I recommend that 
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provision be made for it in' the appropriation for 
this department. 

The disposal of garbage engaged the attention 
of the city council and the board of health last 
year without any definite result being reached. 
The present cremator is doing its work in a 
satisfactory manner, but it is lacking in two re- 
spects. First, it. consumes only about one-half the 
amount collected; secondly, the cost per ton for 
consuming is greater than in some other cities 
where the cremation process is employed. 

We are to be congratulated upon the fact that 
the death rate is lower this year than for some 
time past. 


MILK INSPECTOR. 

During the past year, the incumbent of this of- 
fice has performed the duties pertaining to it in the 
same honest and efficient manner that has charac- 
terized his work from the beginning of his official 
career. In other departments of the government, if 
an official is incompetent, negligent, or corrupt, the 
loss occasioned by his failure to fulfill the trust re- 
posed in him can be estimated from a financial 
standpoint. Here, there is a responsibility that can- 
not be gauged by a monetary standard, for upon his 
integrity in a large measure depends the health of 
the community. The question of a pure food sup- 
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ply is one that receives a large share of attention 

annually from the legislative bodies in each state, 
and additional safeguards in the shape of new 
statutes are enacted every year to protect the pub- 
lic in this respect. Surely no single article of nu- 

triment equals in importance that of unadulterated 
milk, for it not only forms a large part of the daily 
diet of grown up people, but thousands of infants 
depend solely upon it for their sustenance. The un- 
ceasing vigilance of the inspector, in ferreting out 
and bringing to justice the dishonest dealers who 
have been in the habit of selling an adulterated 
article has had a most salutary effect, and it is safe 

to assert that the purity of the milk sold to our 
citizens is of • a higher standard than that furnished 

in most cities. Through his efforts the sale of 
sterilized milk has been introduced, the use of which 
must necessarily result in a lower death rate among 
infants. 

Since his report last year, he has analyzed more 
than 1300 samples of milk, 54 samples of water, 
and a large number of determinations in bacteria. 
Owing to the fact that many citizens have availed 
themselves of his offer to analyze any food product 
free of charge, the work of the office has been 
greatly increased. As a result of the milk analyses, 
there have' been eighteen - convictions of persons, 
and fines amounting to a thousand dollars have been 
turned into the city treasury. In addition to this the 
sum of one hundred and nineteen dollars and fifty 
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cents was received from licenses, which makes the 
department almost self-supporting. 


WATER WORKS DEPARTMENT. 

The water works department during the past 
year has added a new division to its work and ex- 
penditures, namely, that of driven wells. By this, I 
mean that what are known as the “Cook” wells, 
and from which all well water thus far supplied the 

city has been pumped, on July ist, 1894, ceased to 
be maintained at the expense of “ Driven Wells 
Loan,” and all expense resulting therefrom is from 
that date charged to “Water Works.” From this 

fact you will gather that water works expenditures 
have increased over those of the year previous, and 
the sum required for actual maintenance of the 

works bids fair to materially increase the coming 

year, as the driven well scheme shall successfully 
develop. 

Water works expenditures, exclusive of driven 

well account, were in 1893, $211,901.86, while for 

the year just closed the total expenditures, including 
maintenance of driven wells from July 1, reaches 

$192,216.02. Of this sum, $58,670.00 is chargeable 
to interest and $25,206.11 to payments on loans. 

The charges and receipts of 1894 will show a 

decreased volume of business compared with the 

year previous, which is accounted for by reason of 
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the reduction made by the water board in the price 
charged for metered water. On the same basis of 
charges as in 1893, the volume of business for 
1894 would show an increase. 

So much in a general way for water works 
finances, but briefly touched upon, inasmuch as the 
annual report of the water board will reach your 
hands in regular course the coming week, and will 
show figures covering every detail and in a manner 
more comprehensible than would be possible in my 
necessarily condensed communication. The balance 
to credit of water works January 1, 1895, is 

$28,911.74. 

That you may become familiar with the driven 
well situation, I will recall to your memory that 
following experiments made by the water department 
in 1892, the city council authorized a ten year loan 
of $100,000, to be paid in ten annual payments 

from water works income, to be expended under 
direction of the water board in the effort to pro- 
vide a partial supply of ground water for the city. 
To this end, a contract was entered into between 

the city of Lowell and the Cook Well Company 
of St. Louis, Missouri, the latter agreeing to supply 
an amount of water equal to a pumpage of 5,000,- 

000 gallons in twenty-four hours, fo'r which the con- 
tractor was to receive the sum of $24,250.00. You 
are doubtless familiar with the outcome of the Cook 
work. From the contractors standpoint, it was a 
failure. From the city’s standpoint, it has proved thus 
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far quite the contrary. The Cook Well Company 
forfeited its contract and the city purchased its out- 
fit, which, in connection with the temporary pumping 
outfit, is, as you know, now pumping ground water 
to certain fortunate sections of the city. From the 
commencement of pumping, September 1 6, 1893, to 
July 1, 1894, there was pumped, according to the 
city engineer’s office, 650,963,667 gallons, or more 
than two million and a quarter daily, and practically 
one-third the city’s supply. With this result obtained, 
we find the balance to credit driven wells loan, 
July 1, 1894, $26,560.04. So much for facts and 
results obtained. 

The water board, it would appear, was in no 
measure discouraged by the failure of the Cook 
Company in obtaining 5,000,000 gallons. In fact, 
the Cook experience seems to have renewed their 
courage and faith in the ground water project, for 
during the summer of this last year, we find them 
again before the city council asking for more money. 
The city council listened to the project of pushing 
the work still farther, and, with only one dissenting 
vote, authorized a second loan of $50,000, the same, 
like the first, to be paid in ten annual payments 
from water works income. 

With these means provided, the city entered into 
a second contract, this time with the Hydraulic 
Construction Company of New York city. This con- 
tract is now in force, the scene of operations being 
in the valley of River Meadow Brook, in the town 
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of Chelmsford. What the results are in this experi- 
mental work to date, or of the probable results, 
would not seem within my province to mention at 
this time. The coming water board report will be 
read with interest in reference to this particular part 
of the subject. Your attention is called to this sec- 
ond contract, it being unlike the Cook agreement. 
The contractor agrees to provide all necessary ma- 
chinery, tools, apparatus and other meaps of con- 

struction, and do all the work, and furnish all the 
materials called for by said contract and specifications, 
in the manner prescribed by the contract and spe- 
cifications, and the requirements under them of the 
water board, including all incidental work, for the 
sum of $19,749 P er million gallons of water, further 
agreeing to provide at least 2,000,000 gallons in 

twenty-four hours. This to include cost of pump- 

ing machinery, boilers and appurtenances for the 
same. In other words., if the Hydraulic Construc- 
tion Company shall furnish 2,000,000 gallons ’ in 
twenty-four hours, time test, and deliver same at 
the surface, all to satisfaction of city engineer, as 
provided by terms of contract, that company will 
receive $39,498, and for more than that a pro rata 

amount. I am informed that the time is close at 
hand when we shall know the result of this second 
experiment. The balance of unexpended money to 
credit of “driven wells loan,” January 1, 1895, was 
$74,574.48, detail of expenditures to be found in 
coming water board report. 
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You will be called upon the present year to 
elect three members to the water board, one from 
the board of aldermen, one from the citizens for a 
term of four years, and one to fill the vacancy 
caused by the recent death of Richard B. Allen. 
The loss occasioned by the demise of Mr. Allen is a 
serious one. Although a young man, he had had 
considerable experience in the affairs of government, 
both in the state and city. He was active and in- 
telligent in his efforts to serve the citizens well in 
any trust he was called upon to fulfil ; above all 
things, his integrity and honesty were above sus- 
picion ; and in these days a record of this kind is 
the richest heritage a man can leave to his pos- 
terity. Let us hope his successor will possess the 
same nobility of character and discharge the duties 
of the position with the same ability. 


STREETS. 

There is nothing that adds so much to the 
health and comfort of the residents of a city as 
streets that are well paved and kept in a clean 
condition. It is one of the most vexatious prob- 
lems with which those entrusted with the governing 
of municipalities have to deal, and its solution is not 
yet reached. The different authors who have made 
a special study of the science of municipal government 
all agree that in this department we are far behind 
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the cities in European countries. And while we may 
be more fortunate in this respect than many Amer- 
ican cities, still it should be our constant endeavor 
to devise and adopt new means and methods in 
this department of public works that would make 
our system of performing this important function a 
model for. others to follow. For some years past, 
certain sections seem to be more favored than others 
in securing street improvements, and this is due no 
doubt, to the activity of members of the city council 
in seeking to benefit the particular locality they rep- 
resent. This policy' is a pernicious one and should 
not be countenanced. In making improvements, the 
places in which they are most needed should be 
first considered. In accepting new streets, the com- 
mittee should see that abutting owners, who are 
greatly benefited thereby, have" had the same 
properly graded before being accepted, and all moneys 
expended should be for the purpose of keeping old 
streets in repair. 

In the year past, a great amount of work has 
been performed in this department, and much re- 
mains to be done. At present, the section which 
stands most in need of improvements is that portion 
of our city known as “Little Canada,” and in this 
place I earnestly recommend the paving of part of 
Cheever street, and Aiken as far as Hall, and in 
the near future the work should be 'carried to the 
entrance of Aiken street bridge. Some of the other 
streets in that vicinity should be macadamized 
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and sidewalks constructed. Owing to the density of 
the population and nature of the soil in this district, 
and the further fact that it has received little or no 
attention from past city governments, it is imperative 
that this work of improvement should be begun at 
the earliest possible moment. 

On Gorham street, owing to the immense traffic 
and constantly increasing population I also recom- 
mend the paving of this thoroughfare as far as 
Cosgrove street. Other streets, such as Appleton, 
and School from Broadway to Branch, stand in 
need of paving and should be attended to at an 
early date. 


FIRST STREET EXTENSION. 

The appropriation for the extension of First 
street proved insufficient to complete the work, 
owing to the extreme difficulty met with in excava- 
tion. The bank on the northerly side of the street 
is composed of hard pan of such a compact nature 
that it was found necessary to resort to the use of 
blasting powder in its removal. A substantial re- 
taining wall has been constructed on the northerly 
side of the street to a point opposite the premises 
of B. F. Heald. This wall should be extended to the 
city’s land, a distance of about one hundred and sixty 
(160) feet. The bank on the southerly side of the 
street will require constant watching and care until 
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settlement ceases and the roots of grasses and trees 
have had time to obtain a foothold and counteract the 
dangerous tendency to slide, which is characteristic 
of the material of which this bank is composed. 


SEWERS AND DRAINS. 


A good system of sewerage in a large city is 

an imperative safeguard for the health of the in- 
habitants. Nothing spreads disease so quickly as 
imperfect drainage. It should, therefore, be the chief 
aim of a city government to provide for the con- 
struction of a system adequate for the disposal of 

all sewage matter. In the preceding year, a large 
number of sewers were built, the" more important 
being the Chelmsford street, East Merrimack street, 
Shaw street and the Centralville main sewer. The 
latter is still in an unfinished condition, although 

it is at present of great benefit to the citizens of 
Centralville. The residents of Eighteenth and Lud- 
lam streets have been enabled to have a sewer, 
which, for years has been denied them, as there was 
no suitable outlet, which is now provided by the 
Centralville main. I would recommend its being fin- 
ished as soon as practicable, as upon its completion 
depends the Nineteenth street sewer, and to the 

residents of Nineteenth street a sewer is now a 
sanitary necessity. 
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Late in the season, a Carson trench machine was 
purchased by the sewer department for use in the 

construction of sewers. As yet, sufficient time has 
not elapsed to determine accurately its merits, 
although it gives promise of great utility; since its 
purchase, it has been at work upon the Gorham 
street sewer. 

The city council, near the close of the year, pro- 
vided money to build a sewer in Chambers, Gor- 
ham and Thorndike streets, to carry the sewage of 
that section into the intercepting sewer, and not 

deposit it into River Meadow brook at Congress 
street, as at present. 

The sewer in Tanner street should be extended 
to the cremator and brewery, and all the sewage 
should be taken out of the brook and the brook 
made a clean and healthful stream instead of a 
menace to the health of the people along its banks. 
The sewer completed last year in Chelmsford street, 
connecting with and taking in the city farm sewage, 
immediately showed its benefits by a greatly im- 
proved state of the brook. 

In connection with this department, it seems to 

me some system, other than the present, of assessing 

the abutting owners, should be devised, that would 
secure a more equitable distribution of the cost in 
proportion to the benefits derived. As it is now 
assessed, it frequently happens that the owner of 
land on one street has to bear a burden that should 
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be borne in part by the owners of land on adjoin- 
ing streets. 


BRIDGES. 

The outgoing city government having authorized 
the erection of a new bridge across the Merrimack 
river, from Moody street to Riverside stfeet in Paw- 
tucketville, it will be necessary for the present city 
council to push the work to completion. At present, 
the Boston and Maine railroad company is building 
a new bridge on Howard street, without expense to 
the city. This was necessitated by the raising of the 
company’s tracks on Hale street. The East Merri- 
mack street bridge has been finished and opened for 
travel. For a detailed account of the work and im- 
provements in this department of street work, as in 
all others, the superintendent’s report should be ex- 
amined. 


WATERING STREETS. 

The number of teams employed and miles of 
streets covered was practically the same as the 
year previous. Some people contend that the ex- 
penditures of this department should be paid out 
of the general appropriation. If this should be done, 
it would swell the expenses to immense proportions, 
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for then it would be necessary to water all the 
streets. As it is now, only those specially benefited 
are taxed for its support, and it is but just and 
reasonable that they should bear the burden. 


OLD CITY HALL BUILDING. 

Since the completion and occupancy of the new 
city hall building, the old quarters have been almost 
entirely abandoned for municipal purposes. This 
estate, standing, as it does, in the best business sec- 
tion of the city, is too valuable a piece of property 
to be retained by the city, when the profit derived 
from its use is taken into consideration. The total 
amount of revenue received from letting the stores 
on the ground floor is $3,600 per annum. Out of 
this must be deducted the expenses of a janitor and 
heating, so that the total net income does not ex- 
ceed $2,500. 

At my request, the principal assessors have kindly 
furnished me with an estimate of the value of this 
estate, which in round numbers is $80,000. It 
needs but a glance to show that it is a poor 
investment for the city, as it stands at present. 

I would advise, then, that when, in the opinion 
of the council, the time arrives when it would bring 
its full market value, it be disposed of by sale. 
The proceeds, however, should be applied to the 
payment of the debt created by the erection of the 
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new city hall, or placed at the disposal of the school 
board, to be used as a special fund for the build- 
ing of new school houses. 

Perhaps out of the money realized from this 
source, it would be well to devote a portion 
to the new hospital, so urgently demanded by 
the Board of Health, leaving the balance to be 
expended as suggested. Under no circumstances 
should any part of it be used for the payment of 

' V, 

current expenses. I would also make the same 
recommendation in relation to the lot of land in 
rear of the old city hall. 

If, in the wisdom of the council, it should be 
deemed advisable to sell, it would be well to con- 
sider the method to be pursued in selling, in 
order to secure the best results for the city. In 
the city of Boston, until within - a few years, all 
property offered for sale was sold at public auc- 
tion to the highest bidder. It became noticeable 
that, in nearly every instance, the amount realized 
was much below its assessed valuation. At Mayor 
Matthews’ suggestion, a new plan was adopted, 
and the property was disposed of by substantially 
the same method employed by the city treasurer 
in placing bonds upon the market. The property 
was advertised with an upset price, and all of the 
estates sold in this manner brought more than 
their assessed value; in one instance, „ the sum 
realized was almost double. The experiment proved 
so successful, the mayor recommended that an 
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ordinance be passed, providing that all sales of 
city property should be conducted in this manner. 

POLICE. 

The police force is a well-appearing, well- 
trained body of men, and its members appear to 
be faithful and efficient in the discharge of their 

duties, so far as they pertain to the detection of 
crime generally and to the protection of the lives 

and property of our citizens. 

Notwithstanding this, much complaint has been 
made that it has been used for political purposes, 
and that proprietors of “speak-eas)-” drug stores 
and others, engaged in the illegal sale of liquors, 
have been “protected” in their business because ot 
political services rendered by them. By “protec- 
tion” is meant the failure of sharp, shrewd and 

experienced officers to detect open violations of 
the law by these professional politicians. What- 
ever truth there ma}' have been in these com- 
plaints in the past, it should be the duty of the 
committee on police, the chief and others in au- 
thority, to see that during the coming year there 

shall be no foundation whatever for such com- 
plaint. 

LICENSE COMMISSION. 

During the past year, a law was passed which 
established a license commission, and transferred 
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from the board of aldermen to that body the 
power to grant licenses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors. This, in my opinion, was a step in the 

right direction, and one that was necessary. It 
will now be possible for an alderman to act in 

his honorable position without being regarded as 
an object of suspicion. The recent license scan- 
dals in neighboring cities, and the charges of cor- 
ruption and unfairness in connection therewith in 

V 

this city has had a tendency to make the posi- 
tion of an alderman a very undesirable one, and 
has undoubtedly been the cause of the refusal of 

man) 7 men of high standing to accept the place. 

The men selected for the commission by my 

predecessor, and who will act during the coming 
year, are possessed of integrity and honesty of 
purpose, and have the confidence of the best 
citizens of the community. It is expected of them 
that they will perform their duties honestly and 
faithfully, and that the city will be benefited by 
a wise and prudent administration of the affairs of 
their department. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT AND STREET LIGHTING. 

It is unnecessary to dwell at any length on the 
necessity of maintaining a well-equipped fire de- 
partment for the protection of our lives and 
property. Lowell has always been one of the

most liberal cities in providing funds with which 
to purchase the most advanced appliances for the 
extinguishing of fires, and we have been singularly 
fortunate in escaping the large conflagrations that 
have visited other municipalities. 

While it is well to continue this liberal policy, 
care should be taken that it does not run into ex- 
travagance. In this, as in all other departments, 
economy in expenditures must be practiced. The 
present contract with the Electric Light Company 
has some years to run, and it is the most advan- 
tageous one ever entered into by the city. This 
fact, however, should not influence the committee 
in granting petitions for new lights, unless there is 
a positive need for them. It must be borne in 
mind that each additional light adds one hundred 
and thirty-one dollars to the tax levy. 

PAUPER DEPARTMENT. 

The period of business depression that prevailed 
last year, and which has not entirely disappeared, 
added greatly to the number of calls made on the 
city for relief. The highest dictates of humanity 
require that we should always aid the distressed, 
and any appropriation that is honestly spent in re- 
lieving the worthy poor is well expended. 

In his report, the superintendent of the city 
farm points out many improvements that are 
needed in that institution, and, in making the ap- 
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propriations, his recommendations should be borne 
in mind. Whenever it is possible to do so, it 
seems to me the better policy is to relieve people 
at their homes, instead of having them become 
inmates of the city farm. Whenever a person 
once enters a charitable institution, as an inmate, 
all pride is apt to be lost, and the desire to earn 
their own living is gone. Whereas, in many in- 
stances, if the relief is given them at their own 
homes, it is not so humiliating, and, after the 

temporary misfortune is tided over, there is a 

stronger probability of their seeking to support 
themselves. 

In connection with this department there ought 
to be a different method employed in issuing 
orders to the ward physicians requiring them to 
attend poor patients. At present/ application must 
be made to the secretary during office hours, 
which are from nine o’clock a. m. until three 
o’clock p. m. Provision ought to be made that 
would enable a sick person, without financial 

means, to secure the attendance of a physician at 
any period of the day. This can be done without 
imposing any additional work on officials, and 

without an increased expenditure of a single dol- 
lar. For instance, there is always an official on 
duty at the police station, and after the office of 
the overseers of the poor closes he should have 
the same discretion and power to issue ofders as 
is now vested in the secretary of the board. It 
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would be quite a travesty on our administration of 
charity if a poor person were taken seriously ill 
shortly after three o’clock p. m., and was com- 
pelled to wait until nine o’clock, the following 
morning to secure the services of a medical at- 
tendant. The figures relating to this branch of re- 
lief are to be found in the secretary’s report. 

PARKS AND COMMONS. 

With our debt limit so nearly reached as 
at present, I cannot recommend a further exten- 
sion of this system. As soon as we shall be in 
a financial condition to warrant us in so doing, 
however, new parks and play-grounds should be 
added to those we now have. 

The plan adopted in many foreign cities, of 
tearing down houses that are unfit to live in, in 
the thickly-settled portions of the community, and 
turning the land into breathing spots for the peo- 
ple living in the immediate vicinity, is an excel- 
lent one. So, too, is their custom of having a 
public play-ground in connection with each school, 
that can be used by all the children after the 
sessions are closed. In building new school-houses, 
we should endeavor to adopt this idea. 

PURCHASE OF SUPPLIES. 

One of the most serious charges of maladmin- 
istration made against former city governments, has 
been that of favoritism in the purchase of supplies 
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for the various departments. Not only have some 
dealers enjoyed the exclusive privilege of selling 
goods, but, in many instances, the prices have been 
higher than the regular market rates. This prac- 
tice is a rank injustice to other dealers in the 
same line of goods, who must stand their share of 
the burden of taxation. It practically exacts an un- 
just tribute from them to support a rival in trade. 
None of our prosperous manufacturing corporations 
could earn a dividend for the stockholders, if their 
business was conducted on such a basis. It seems 
to me that the following would be the fairest 
and most business-like method that could be pur- 
sued in the purchase of supplies: 

At the beginning of the year, all heads of de- 
partments should meet in general conference and 
hand in estimates of the quantity of supplies re- 
quired for the twelve months, and, where a 
large amount is used, advertisements should be in- 
serted in the papers, calling for bids from local 
dealers only, when they handle the goods in large 
quantities, and the contract should be given to the 
lowest responsible bidder. Some articles of the 
same kind are used in big amounts by various 
departments, and, instead of asking for as many 
bids, the total should be purchased in one lot. 

Let me illustrate with the articles of hay and 
grain. Suppose, the street department would need 
150 tons of hay and 5,000 bushels of oats; the fire 
department, 75 tons of hay and 2,500 bushels of 
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oats; the water and health departments, 50 tons of 
hay each and 1,800 bushels of oats. Bids should 
be called for 325 tons of hay and 11,100 bushels 
of oats. After the goods were purchased, delivery 
could be made to the different departments, accord- 
ing to their needs, and the price deducted pro 
rata from their appropriations. The advantage of 
this is easily perceived, as it is a universal rule of 
trade to quote low prices for large lots. If this 
whole matter were entrusted to a purchasing agent, 
it would probably result in a large saving annually. 

In connection with this subject, I wish to re- 
mind the members of the government that it is 
illegal for them to sell goods to the city, and 
that I am determined the law shall be obe}^ed. 
The old subterfuge of making out bills in the 
name of a confederate must not be attempted. If 
it is, and I should discover it, or my attention 
called to it, I will not approve them for payment. 
My reason for speaking so plainly on this matter 
is to serve a warning on those who might con- 
template such a thing, and give them to under- 
stand, at the very outset, that, with me, prece- 
dent will not serve as an excuse for breaking this 
salutary law. 


BOARD OF TRADE. 

No body of citizens is more interested in securing 
an honest and efficient administration of municipal 
affairs, than this organization. It is composed of 
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representative business men, having large interests 
at stake, and at their meetings, the problem of 

good government has been intelligently discussed. 
One of the chief aims of this society is to secure 
the location of new enterprises, in the various lines 
of manufactures, within our borders. If this object 
can be accomplished, it would result in great bene- 
fits to the city, as it would diversify the manu- 
tures, and our prosperity would not depend on the 

v 

condition of a solitary line of industry. We can 
do much to help them in bringing about this pro- 

ject. 

Lowell has many natural advantages in her 
favor, besides excellent railroad facilities. One of 
the first things, however, considered by a person, 
firm or corporation, about to start a manufacturing 
plant of any magnitude is: What is the reputa- 
tion of the town or city in which it is proposed 
to locate, for honest government and low taxation? 
If it be good, it is an important factor in deter- 

mining the site. 

Let us, then, strive all the harder, to place this 
organization in a position to hold out this strong 

inducement to ' those who are seeking to invest 
capital in new business enterprises. 

CONCLUSION. 

Good municipal government, and how to obtain 
it, is a question that to-day attracts the deep atten- 
tion of all good citizens. Recent developments, with 
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which every one is Familiar, can leave no doubt 
that constant watchfulness must be used to main- 
tain purity and honesty in public administration. 
More than this, it should be our constant effort to 
improve the government by adopting such methods 
as will give the greatest and best returns to the 
people. You should consider whether the defects 
which exist now are not due to the system of 
divided responsibility. This is indeed not a new 
question. Other cities have had this problem to 
deal with, and have settled it in an apparently 
satisfactory manner. 

Yet, whatever may be the excellencies or the 
shortcomings of our present system, we are sum- 
moned by the voice of the people to administer 
the laws as they are. We take up the task where 
others have left it. A year of grave responsibility 
and duty lies before us. Yet our way is clear. 
While there should be a progressive policy pur- 
sued, there ought to be exercised, at the same time, 
the closest economy consistent with the public 
needs; and, for every dollar spent, care should be 
taken that full value be received. You will 
have my heartiest co-operation in every measure 
looking to the welfare or prosperity of our be- 
loved city. To the work you are chosen to do, I 
bespeak your earnest, united endeavors, so that, 
animated by a common purpose to serve the peo- 
ple faithfully, your wise, harmonious deliberations 
may meet the approbation of all men.

i. In the month of January joint standing committees shall be 
appointed as follows:

Each committee shall consist of two Aldermen and three 
members of the Common Council, except the Committee on 
Streets, which shall consist of two Aldermen and five members 
of the Common Council. 

2. Each board shall, in such manner as it may determine, 
select its own members for any joint committee. 

3. In all joint standing committees, except that on Finance, 
the member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be 
chairman ; on the Committee on Finance, the member first 
named in the Common Council shall be chairman ; and in all joint 
special committees, the member first named in the board where 
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the business originates shall be chairman, and shall call the com- 
mittee together. 

4. Reports of committees shall be made to the boa rd first 
meeting after such reports are prepared and signed. 

5. No committee shall act by separate consultation, and no 
report shall be received unless agreed to in committee actually 
assembled. 

6. It shall be the duty of every joint committee (the Com- 
mittee on Streets excepted), to whom any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within five weeks, or ask 
for further time. 

7. The by-laws of the city shall be termed ordinances; the 
enacting clause of which shall be — “Be it ordained by the City 
Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : ” 

8 An ordinance may originate in either board, and shall 
be considered in three several stages. It shall first be read 
for information, and the question shall then be on ordering it 

to a second reading; but if it has not previously been in the 
hands of some joint committee, it shall first be so referred. 
When reported back, the recommendations of the committee 
shall first be acted on. If it shall then be ordered to a sec- 
ond reading, it shall next be examined by a standing committee 
of that board, who shall see that it is drawn in proper form. 
When returned by such committee, the question shall be on 
ordering it to be enrolled. If so ordered, it shall then be 
sent to the other board, where the same order of proceeding 
shall be observed. When it has been ordered by both branches 
to be enrolled, it shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Com- 

mon Council, and shall be by him submitted to the proper 
committee of that board, to ascertain if it has been correctly 
enrolled. If so reported, the question shall be on passing it 

to be ordained. It it shall so pass, it shall be signed by the 

President of the Common Council, and be sent to the Board 
of Aldermen, where it shall take a like course. If passed to 
be ordained in that board, it shall be signed by the Chajrman 
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of the Board of Aldermen, and be sent to the Mayor for his 
approval. 

9. Every joint resolution shall be read in the board in which 
it is introduced, and the question shall be upon ordering it 
to a second reading. If so ordered, the question shall then 
be upon its passage. If passed, it shall be sent to the other 
board, where the order of proceeding shall be the same. When 
passed by both boards, the resolution shall be presented to 
the Mayor for his approval, and when the same shall be in 
force, shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, 
and when found correctly enrolled as provided in the case of 
an ordinance it shall be signed by the President of the Com- 
mon Council and the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, and 
be presented to the Mayor for his signature if he approved 
the original. 

10. Joint orders shall require but one reading, and when 

adopted, shall be sent to the Mayor for his approval, except 

when they relate to a question of a convention of the two 
branches, or the election of any officer. 

11. An ordinance may be rejected in any stage, but may 

not pass through all its stages in the same day. 

12. Every appropriation of money exceeding fifty dollars 
shall be by resolution. 

13. Each board shall transmit to the other all papers on 

which any ordinance, joint resolution, or order shall be 
founded ; and all papers, on their passage between the two 

boards, shall be under the signature of their respective clerks, 
except ordinances and joint resolutions in their last stage, 

which shall be signed by the presiding officers. If papers come 
before either board which have been duly acted upon in the 
other board the presiding officer shall so state without reading 
the endorsements of the clerk, unless the latter are called for. 

14. All enrolled ordinances shall be written in a fair and 
legible hand, without interlineations or erasures, and no enrolled 
ordinance or resolution shall be amended. 
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15. When either board does not concur with the other in 
any ordinance or resolution sent from the other, notice of such 
non-concurrence shall be given by a written message. 

16. In any case of non-currence, each board may appoint 
a Committee of Conferrence. Such committee shall consist, in 
each case, of three members who support the vote of their 
own board. These two committees may meet jointly or sepa- 
rately, and a majority of each shall decide its action. 

17. No committee shall enter into any contract with any of 
its members, or purchase, or authorize the purchase of, any 
article therefrom. 

j8. No chairman of any committee shall audit or approve 
any bill or account against the city, for any supplies or ser- 
vices which shall not have been ordered or authorized by the 
committee. 

19. All reports and other papers submitted to the City 
Council shall be written in a fair hand, without endorsement, 
except in case of the introduction of an order or resolution. 
In such a case, the member introducing an order or resolution 
shall subscribe his name at the bottom of the back of the 
same. All other endorsements upon the back of papers shall 
be made by the clerk ; and the clerks of the boards, respec- 
tively, shall, on seasonable notice, make copies of any papers 
to be reported by committees, at the request of the respective 
chairman thereof. 

20. No business shall be transacted by the City Council in 
convention, except such as shall have been previously agreed 
on, unless by unanimous consent, 

21. After the annual appropriations shall have been passed, no 
subsequent expenditure shall be authorized for any object, unless 
provision for the same shall be made by a specific transfer 
from some of the appropriations contained in the annual reso- 
lution, or by expressly creating therefore a city debt; but no 
such debt shall be created unless the resolution authorizing the 
same pass bj' the affirmative votes of two-thirds of the whole

number of each branch of the City Council, said votes to be 
taken by yeas and nays, excepting in cases of appropriations 
for the providing of armories for the use of military companies, 
for the celebration of holidays, and for other purposes of a 
public nature, when a vote of two-thirds of the members of 
each branch of the City Council present and voting shall be 
sufficient ; but the amount of such appropriations named in this 
clause shall not exceed one fiftieth part of one per cent, of the 
valuation of the city for the same year. 

22. In ballotings in joint convention, blanks shall not be 
counted. 

23. When both boards are in session at the same time, 
neither shall adjourn without giving notice to the other of its 
intention. 

24. Reports of city officers, after being presented, shall re- 
main in the office of the City Clerk two weeks before being 
printed. 

25. All papers, of whatever description, relating to business 
requiring concurrent action of both boards of the City Council 
n ust be presented to the City Clerk, or the Clerk of the 
Common Council, not later than noon on the day the meeting 
is to be held. Petitions, reports, or other papers presented 
after that hour will not be taken up for action thereon until 
the next meeting. 

26. These rules may be suspended for a specific purpose, 
or amended, whenever twenty-two members of a joint conven- 
tion of the two branches shall so direct, or whenever a joint 
order to that effect shall be passed by the votes of six mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen and sixteen members of the 
Common Council. 



RULES AND ORDERS OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


1. At the appointed time the presiding officer shall take 
the chair, and, on the appearance of a quorum, proceed to 
business. 

2. The order of business shall be as follows : 

First . — At all regular meetings the journal of the last regular 
meeting and all intervening meetings of the board shall 
be approved without reading, unless the reading be called 
for by some member of the board. 

Second . — Petitions and similar papers. 

Third. — Appointments, elections, etc. 

Fourth . — New business which, unless otherwise ordered, will 
take its place at the foot of Orders of the Day. 

Fifth . — Orders of the Day, consisting of unfinished business 

of the last previous meeting, papers from the Common 
Council, and such matters as have been introduced as new 
business. By a vote of six members, any matters in the 

Orders of the Day, may at any time be taken up for 
immediate consideration. 

3. The presiding officer shall decide all points of order, 

subject to appeal. He may read while sitting, but must rise 

to put a question. He shall allow debate on a question until 
the vote has been declared, but not on the verification of a 
vote ; and on a demand of two members, shall take every vote 
by yeas and nays. 

4. When a question is under debate, the presiding officer 
shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to take up a special 
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assignment, to lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, 
to commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinately. These sev- 
eral motions shall have precedence in the foregoing order, and 
debate upon any of them shall be confined to the actual 
motion, and shall not go into the merits of the main question, 
except on amendment. 

5. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to 
lay on the table, any member voting with the majority may 
move a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the same meet- 
ing. Any member voting with the minority may move a re- 
consideration, to be acted upon at the next meeting, which 
latter motion shall have priority, if made before the motion 
first mentioned shall have been decided. No motion shall be 
twice reconsidered. 

6. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, but by 
a call to order, or for the correction of a mistake ; nor shall 
there be any conversation among the members while a paper 
is being read, or a question stated from the chair. 

7. When any member is about to speak in debate, he shall 

rise in his place and respectfully address the presiding officer, 

* 

shall confine himself to the question under debate, and avoid 
personality.

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The Committees on Licenses, on Police, on Sewers, and on 
Electric Wires shall consist of three members each ; the other 
committees shall be composed of two each. 

9. Every member present shall be held obliged to vote on 
all questions, and not to leave without permission, if his 
presence is necessary to make a quorum. 

10. The clerk shall prepare for the use of the board a 
copy of the Orders of the Day, to which shall be added a 
list of matters laid on the table or postponed to a day certain. 

11. When a refereuee is proposed to more than one com- 
mittee the question shall first be upon a standing committee 
of the board, then a special committee, then a joint standing 
committee, and last a joint special committee. 

12. These rules may be amended or suspended whenever 
two-thirds of the members present may so vote ; but a motion 
to amend shall not be made and finally acted upon at the 
same meeting. 

13. All petitions for the appointment or removal of police 
officers and watchmen shall, before action thereon is taken by 
the board, be referred to the Committee on Police. 

14. All nominations of persons to serve as police officers 
and watchmen shall, before action thereon by the board, be 
referred to the Committee on Police, who shall report upon 
such regulations at or before the next regular meeting after 
such reference. 

15. All papers, of whatever description, which may require 
action by this board, shall be presented to the City Clerk 
not later than the hour of noon on the day of each regular 
meeting. Petitions, reports, and other papers, presented after 
that hour on such day, will not be considered until the next 
meeting. 





RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


1. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour 

appointed for the meeting, call the members to order, and 

within ten minutes (or sooner, if a quorum be present), he 
shall cause the roll to be called, and the names of absentees 
recorded. The first business after the roll-call shall be the 
approval of the records of the previous meeting, which shall 
be approved without reading, unless their reading be called 
for by some member. In the absence of the President the 
oldest member present shall call the Council to order, and 
preside until a President pro tempore be chosen. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to 

points of order in preference to other members, rising from 

his seat for that purpose, and shall decide questions of order 
subject to an appeal to the Council by any member. 

3. He shall rise to address the Council, to state facts, but 
may put questions, or read, sitting. 

4. He shall declare all votes ; but if a vote be doubted, 

the President shall, without further debate, require the mem- 
bers voting in the affirmative and negative to rise and stand 
until they are counted, and he shall declare the result. 

5. He may call any member to the chair, but such substi- 

tution shall not extend beyond an adjournment, and when out 
of the chair, the President may express his opinion on any 
subject under debate, and he shall not resume the chair while 
the same question is pending. 
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6. All questions shall be propounded in the order in which 

they are moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in 
its nature. 

7. After a motion is stated by the Persident, it shall be 
disposed of by a vote of the Council, unless the mover with- 
draw it before a decision or amendment. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order; that and 

the motion to lay on the table shall be decided without de- 
bate. 

9. The previous question shall be in this form: “Shall the 

main question be now put ? ” It shall only be admitted when 

demanded by a majority of members present, and, until it is 
decided, shall preclude all amendment and further debate of 
the main question. 

10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question upon 
the request of one-third of the members present. 

11. When two or more members happen to rise at the 
same time, the President shall name the member who shall 
speak first. 

12. When any member is about to speak in debate, or de- 
liver any matter to the Council, he shall rise in his place 
and respectfully address the presiding officer, confining himself 
to the question under debate, and avoid personality. 

13. No member shall be mentioned in debate by his name, 
but may be described by the place he sits in, or such other 
designation as may be intelligible and respectful. 

14. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, 
but by a call to order or to correct a mistake. If any mem- 
ber, in speaking or otherwise, transgresses the Rules of the 
Council, the President shall, or any member may, call him to 
order; in which case the member so called to order shall 
immediately be seated, until the question of order is decided. 
If the decision be in favor of the member called to order he 
shall be at liberty to proceed ; if otherwise he shall not pro- 
ceed without the leave of the Council. 
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15. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question without obtaining leave of the Council. 

16. Whilst the President or any member is speaking, none 
shall stand up or pass unnecessarily before the person speak- 
ing. 

17. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Presi- 
dent or any member require it. 

18. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 

received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous 

question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit, to amend, 

or to postpone indefinitely ; which several motions shall have 
precedence in the order in which they are arranged; and no 

motion to postpone or commit shall be allowed twice in the 
same day, in the same stage of the ordinance or proposition. 

19. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to 
lay on the table, any member voting with the majority may 
move a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the same meet- 
ing. Any member voting with the minority may move a 
reconsideration, to be acted upon at the next meeting ; which 
latter motion shall have priority, if made before the motion 
first mentioned shall have been decided. No motion shall be 
twice reconsidered. 

20. Every member who shall be in the Council when a 
question is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for 
special reasons, excuse him. 

21. No motion or proposition, on a subject different from 
that under consideration, shall be admitted under color of an 
amendment. 

22. All reports may be committed or recommited at the 
pleasure of the Council. 

23. The division of a question may be called for when 
the sense will admit of it. 

24. When the reading of a paper is called for and objected 
to, it shall be determined by a vote of the Council. 

25. No standing order of the Council shall be suspended, 
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unless three-fourths of the members present consent thereto ; 
nor shall any rule or order be repealed or amended without 
one day’s notice being given of the motion therefor, nor unless 
a majority of the whole Council concur therein. 

26. All committees, except such as the Council determine to 

select by ballot, shall be nominated by the President. 

27. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than 

two committees at the same time, or be chairman of more 

than one. 

28. All memorials and other papers addressed to the Council 

shall be presented by the President, or by a member in his 
place, who shall explain the subject thereof; and they shall 

be taken up in the order in which they were presented, unless 
the Council shall otherwise direct. 

29. Standing committees shall be appointed on the following 
subjects : — 


On Second Reading of Bills and Ordinances. 

On Enrollment. 

On Elections and Returns. 

30. No committee shall sit during the sittings of the Coun- 
cil without special leave, except the Committee on the Second 
Reading of Bills and Ordinances and the Committee on Enroll- 
ment. 

31. The rules of proceeding in the Council shall be observed 
in the Committee of the Whole, so far as they are applicable, 
except the rule limiting the time of speaking. 

32. When a committee is nominated by the chair, the per- 
son first named shall be chairman. In election of committees 
by ballot, when a chairman is not specially chosen, the person 
having the highest number of votes shall act as chairman; 
and in case of an equality in votes between two or more 
members of a committee, the members thereof shall choose a 
chairman.

33. All ordinances and resolutions shall have two several 
readings before they shall be finally passed by this Council. 

34. All ordinances before being read a second time shall be 
referred to the Committee on the Second Reading of Bills and 
Ordinances, and after being reported upon by said committee, 
shall be again read, after which second reading the question 
shall be on passing the same to be enrolled. 

35. No ordinance or resolution imposing penalties, or authoriz- 
ing the expenditure of money, shall have more than one read- 
ing the same day. 

36. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered 
and determined by lot, and no member shall change his seat 
but by permission of the President. 

37. All committees of the Council shall consist of three 
members, unless a different number be specially ordered ; and 
no report shall be received from any committee unless agreed 
to in committee actually assembled ; and all reports shall be- in 
writing. 

38. It shall be the duty of every committee of the Council, 
to whom any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon 
within five weeks, or ask for further time. 

39. The clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and 
proceedings of the Council, entering thereon all accepted reso- 
lutions ; shall notice reports and memorials, and other papers 
submitted to the board, only by their titles or a brief descrip- 
tion of their purport. 

40. All salary officers shall be chosen by written or printed 
ballots ; and in the election of any officers by ballot, blanks 
shall not be counted. 

41. Members of the Council may attend meetings of any of 
its committees, but shall not vote thereat. 

42. The Clerk of the Common Council shall keep the record 
of committees who may require that service ; and on the 
appointment of every standing committee, a book for records 
shall be provided by its chairman, or by said clerk. The clerk 
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shall have the custody of all minutes by him kept ; and the 
records of the several committees shall be open to the inspec- 
tion of the members of the City Council. 

43. Any member offering a resolution shall write his name 
on the bottom of the back of such resolution. 

44. With the exception of an order for a joint convention, 
any joint order originating in the Common Council shall be 
copied, and shall, previous to the hour for calling the meeting 
to order, be posted in some prominent place in the Council 
Chamber, where it may be open to the inspection of the 
members.

Report of the School Committee. 


To His Honor the Mayor and other Members of 
the Lowell School Board: 

Gentlemen, — In accordance with the requirement 
of the statutes, the Committee on Reports begs 
herewith to submit its report with those of the 
Superintendent and several sub-committees. 

The School Board bears a heavy responsibility 
in being entrusted with the management of the 
schools. To keep the schools on a high plane, 
to keep abreast of the times in educational pro- 
gress, to provide the best facilities for instruction 
in all the essential branches, to prepare the rising 
generation for the battle of life, to place the 
opportunities of acquiring education as free as 
air within the reach of all, to see that every child 
receives at least the education prescribed by the 
statutes as the minimum, to cause the schools 
to impart a knowledge of the laws of health ; in 
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short, not only to develop the intellectual faculties 
of the young, but to instruct them in the duty of 
discriminating between right and wrong and to 
inculcate at all times the broad principles of 
virtue and patriotism, with a love of the true, the 
beautiful, the good — these are the high duties 
entrusted to the School Committee. It must be 
admitted that such duties can be performed only by 
men of education, and as a rule, the higher the educa- 
tion of the school committeeman the more valuable 
will be his services to the community. 

Thus it appears that in order to promote the 
efficiency of the schools the people should exercise 
great care in selecting their representatives for the 
School Board ; and as they want the best schools, 
they should do their part in sending to the School 
Board the very best and most highly educated 
men obtainable. Care should be taken not to 
elect men who aspire to political office, who 
would use the School Board merely as a stepping- 
stone to political preferment. 

But the very best school boards are sometimes 
prevented from giving effect to their judgment by 
limitation of power, by charter restrictions and 
other causes mostly of a political or sectarian 
character. Care must be taken to keep these 
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influences aloof. The schools are for the people 
in common ; their mission is to impart secular 
instruction to all classes, regardless of color, creed 
or nationality. Sectional issues, controversial topics 
and class distinctions must be as far as possible 
eschewed in order that all the heterogeneous 
elements of our community may be perfectly har- 
monized and assimilated through the medium of 
the schools. 

ELIMINATE POLITICS FROM THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

The best interests of the schools require that 

i 

politics should be as far as possible eliminated 
from the School Board, that superior merit . and 
priority should rule in the selection of teachers, 
that there should not be any discrimination against 
a worthy candidate on account of either religion 
or politics. But in spite of the members of the 
School Board individually or collectively, complica- 
tions will arise from outside pressure, the Board 
will be split upon party lines, and in case of a 
deadlock, the business thereof' will be brought to 
a standstill. 

The Lowell School Board had some disagreeable 
experience of this kind during the past year, and 
as a result, it was criticized for inactivity, for 
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leaving urgent business undone and for allowing 

political considerations to sway its action. Notwith- 
standing all this, every member of the Board was 
disposed to be fair and liberal, to make no discrim- 
ination of any kind and to eschew party issues 
as far as practicable. But the sectional elements 
without would stigmatize liberality in the School 
Board as a serious political offense. No member 

of either side could vote against his party without 
bein^ denounced as a traitor to his , constituents 

O ' v 

and branded as false to his principles and the 
interests entrusted to his charge. Under such 

circumstances the members could not vote accord- 
ing .to their convictions without the risk of being 
disgraced and even injured in their business stand- 
ing. Is it any wonder then that the deadlock in 

the School Board caused delay in the transaction 
of business ? 

As the same state of affairs is likely to occur 

again, provision should be made to prevent its 

interference with the business of the schools. 
Various plans have been proposed, some of which 
would completely alter the constitution of the 
Board and reduce the number of members, while 
others would relieve the Mayor and the President 
of the Council of membership in the School Board. 
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Some of the changes proposed might effect an 

improvement, but the probability is, that the 
Board would not be a whit better while it might 
be much worse than in its present form. 

MORE POWER AND A THREE YEAR TERM FOR THE 

SUPERINTENDENT. 

It seems that as a protection against the effect 
of a deadlock in the Board in the future, the 
Superintendent should be empowered to fill all 
vacancies which the Board fails to fill after a 
reasonable time. He should further have authority 
to transact any other business which is neglected 
as a result of a deadlock. A rule providing 
that any motion defeated by a tie vote shall be 

referred to the Superintendent with full power to 
do what he deems best for the interests of 

the schools in regard to the matter, would 
obviate a deadlock ; but to undertake such a duty 
the Superintendent should have greater fixity of 

tenure in office. For this and other purposes to 
be subsequently mentioned, he should be elected 
for a term of at least three years. With such a 
term he would be more independent in the discharge 
of his duties, he would be more secure against 
the petty opposition of those with whom his duty 
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caused him to differ, and, furthermore, his office 
would not then be considered so much a part of 
the spoils to be apportioned to political parties 
with a change of administration. 

There is another reason why the Superintendent 
should have more discretionary power. - It must 
be well known to those who are closely connected 
with the School Board that in his inspection of 

the schools, the Superintendent not unfrequently 
sees defective methods of teaching and other errors 
which he should correct at once ; but which he 
overlooks or but mildly condemns because he feels 
that he is not authorized to make any radical 
changes. Neither is it safe for him to discommode 
any teacher lest her friends on the Board or 
outside set out to retaliate. That is unfortunately 
too often the result of an honest effort on the 

part of a conscientious Superintendent to do his 

duty. In this he should be protected by special 

rules of the Board and by having a three year 
term. 

PERMANENT ELECTION OF TEACHERS. 

While discussing tenure of office it may be 
opportune to endorse the recommendation of Mayor 
Courtney in his inaugural address to abolish the 
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custom of electing the teachers from year to year. 
No teacher rests secure, and some little petty spite 
may cause any teacher to be dropped or to be 
snubbed by receiving a vote barely necessary to 
elect. The arguments that can be adduced for the 
permanent election of teachers are similar to those 
advanced for a longer term for the Superintendent. 
The teachers will not rule their schools so firmly 
if they dread the enmity of the parents shaping 
itself into an opposition to their unanimous re-elec- 
tion. Remove this dread which follows even our 
best teachers like an avenging Nemesis from year 
to year, and you will add to their efficiency and 
to the discipline of their schools. 

Another instance in which this system of annual 
elections militates against the general efficiency of 
the schools may be mentioned in this connection. 
Suppose the janitor of a school fails to perform 
his duties, as frequently happens, will any teacher 
report him ? Very few will dare to do so because 
they all know that the janitor got his place by a 
political pull, and it is not safe for a teacher 
whose re-election is pending at the end of the term 
to enter into a conflict with the janitor who 
considers himself something of a ward boss. In 
this way the effect of uncertainty of election works 
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against the government of the schools, against the 
health, cleanliness and general advancement of the 
pupils. To counteract this the Superintendent 
should see that the janitors perform their 
duties properly and without interfering in any way 
with the work of 'the schools. The best interests 
of the schools would be subserved by placing jani- 
tors under the control of the School Board. 

NEW IMPETUS TO ELEMENTARY EDUCATION. 

\ 

The schools of Lowell are advancing in excel- 
lence from year to year, and the present prospect 
of still greater strides onward in the near future 
is full of promise for the rising generation. 

Not the least encouraging step towards the 
highest educational status was the victory achieved 
in securing the location of a state normal school 
in Lowell. The opening of such a school in this 
city will give an impetus to the cause of elemen- 
tary education such as it never received before. 
Every vestige of old and antiquated methods will 
be wiped out, every teacher will have an oppor- 
tunity of seeing the best methods put in practice, 
and the benefit to the schools will undoubtedly be 
very great. In addition to the normal school, 
manual training will be made compulsory at least 
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in the High School, but must be taught to pupils 
in the higher grammar grades also ; and already 
plans are being perfected for the establishment of 
a school of textile art and design to be ulti- 
mately if not primarily aided or wholly supported by 
the state. With such additions to our school 
system the young men of Lowell will have very 
exceptional opportunities for advancement, not only 
in elementary education, but also in manual and 
technical training, that will enable them to go out 
into the world prepared to compete to advantage 
with those of any other city in the country. That 
is what the people want, what they have a right 
to expect and what, if directed aright, will shape 
a noble destiny for our city, and place her indus- 
tries on such a high plane of excellence that they 
need not fear competition from any quarter of the 
globe. 

It is true, now as formerly, that “ there is no 
royal road to learning,” but it seems that with all 
our institutions, present and prospective, for the 
mental, manual and technica training of youth, 
the difficulties will be reduced to a minimum, the 
the facilities for imparting education of the right 
kind, viz., such as will prove advantageous in 
earning a livelihood, will be far beyond anything 
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the city has hitherto enjoyed ; and of course, the 
results will redound to the enlightenment, the 
future honor and glory of our beloved city. 

Not only have kindergartens been established in 
almost every ward, but a manual training school 
has already shown its great value ; while a new 
school building named after our martyred president, 
Lincoln, has been opened on Chelmsford Street. 
A much needed addition has been rhade to the 
Butler School, a new primary school is being 
erected in Middlesex Village, and another 
primary is well under way in Centralville. A 
new building is urgently needed for the Bartlett 
School, as the condition of the present house 
renders it very objectionable for school purposes. 

SUPERVISION OF SCHOOL ARCHITECTURE NECESSARY. 

It is a preposterous arrangement that gives a 
committee of the city government, which may not 
have any proper conception of the requisites of a 
school building, the sole authority to erect such 
buildings. The School Board of Lowell can only 
ask the City Council for new buildings. It cannot 
dictate what style, size or shape the building 
shall be. It cannot even arrange for proper 
sanitary conditions. All this is entrusted to what 
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in Lowell is known as “ the lands and buildings 

department.” This committee, varying as it does 
from year to year, is not the proper body to have 
charge of the erection and care of school buildings. 
This work should be entrusted to the School 
Board, which knows precisely what is wanted, knows 
the needs present and prospective of the district, 
and could build accordingly. Too often the 
size and structure of the buildings are regulated by 
the amount of the appropriation by the City 
Council. This is a preposterous method inas- 

much as the architecture of the schools will thus 
be degraded to the basest degree, whereas each 

school building, so far as practicable, should be 
a model of simplicity in design, elegance and 

symmetry of proportion and of absolute fitness for 
the purpose intended. If these objects cannot be 
secured by present arrangements, the board of 
education should have a department for approving 
the plans for school buildings throughout the state, 
with authority to veto anything that is unbecom- 
ing, imperfect, inadequate or otherwise objectionable. 
Something must be done in order to keep our school 
architecture on a high plane and to insist that all 
the requisites of convenience, light, heating, ventila- 
tion and sanitary conditions shall be provided. 
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DO NOT OVERLOAD THE CURRICULUM. 

It is safe to say that the schools of Lowell 
will compare favorably with those of any other 
city in the commonwealth ; but yet nobody 
will deny that they are susceptible of improvement 
in many important directions. Prominent educators 
in various parts of the country undertake to point 
out serious defects in our public schools and to 
prescribe remedies. Some college professors would 
have us convert the schools into academies for 
preparing young men for a collegiate course ; 
enthusiasts on various branches would load the 
curriculum with their respective hobbies, while 
experienced and practical teachers complain that 
the number of studies is being increased to a 
dangerous extent and would favor a healthy 
pruning of what may be termed cumbrous or 
non-essential matter. With such influences contin- 
ually at work the greatest care must be exercised 
in guarding against crowding too much upon the 
the children with the result that their time will 
•be wasted on many subjects while they make but 
slight progress in the great essentials, namely, read- 
ing, writing, arithmetic and language, both oral and 
written. 
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It will not do to cling to old schedules and 
old methods, nor will it do to take up every new 
fad to be dilated upon until something else equally 
useless takes its place. It requres an educator of 
experience and of sound judgment to decide just 
what subjects will find a place upon the schedule 
and just .how much time and attention should be 
given to each. The needs of the community, the 
industrial environment, the demand of the times 
and the means at command, must all be taken 
into account in drawing up a school curriculum that 
will secure the greatest educational benefit to the 
greatest number. The time has gone by never to 
return when children can afford to study for the 
sake of study or to gratify the enthusiasm of any 
teacher for a particular branch. As a rule children 
leave school as soon as the law permits ; and all 
the progress they can make in the essential 
branches just mentioned during that time will be 
found alas ! too . limited without wasting precious 
time upon non-essentials.

Year after year the demand is being emphasized 
more and more that the course of study in the 
public schools should be throughly practical or

utilitarian, and that a very small proportion 
of the pupil’s time should be given to non- 
essentials. To give effect to this popular 

demand will require a strict application of the old 
maxim, multum non multa , which freely translated 
means much of one or a few . things rather than 
a little of many things. It will be readily admit- 

ted by everybody that what is imperfectly learned 
is soon forgotten, while that alone which is 
thoroughly impressed upon the mind, remains. This 
does not accord with the theory that if pupils 
merely have their attention called to higher subjects 
or learn a little of them when at school, they 
will study those subjects after leaving school. With 
some, the theory will hold good, perhaps, but 

with the majority it will prove a vain delusion. 
Let it be distinctly understood, therefore, by every- 
body who has anything to do with the education 

of youth, that what is imperfectly taught might 
almost as well be omitted altogether. 

Those who are connected professionally with the 
schools will admit, as parents and the public at 

large realize, that all the defects in the work of 
the schools may be summed up into the one word 
“superficiality” or a want of thoroughness. To 
improve the schools, then, let “ thoroughness ’’ be 
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the watchword ; thoroughness, first in the great 
essentials ; thoroughness, next in all accessories ; 
thoroughness in everything undertaken ; thorough- 
ness as a habit of doing things in general ; 
thoroughness, thoroughness, thoroughness. 

HOW TO SECURE THOROUGHNESS IN TEACHING. 

But how, the young teacher will ask, can 
thoroughness be attained where so many branches 
are taught. That is the all-important question. 
A want of thoroughness may result from an over- 
weighted schedule of study or from faulty methods 
of teaching. Assuming that the course of study 
is what it should be, thoroughness may be attained 
by directly imparting a knowledge of the matter 
in hand, and then by a judicious combination of 
repetition and interrogation ; one by which every 
misconception of the subject will be removed, 
every obscurity cleared away, and the whole so 
accurately conveyed and so firmly impressed upon 
the mind that it will never be forgotten. Written 
examinations offer an invaluable method of train- 
ing to carefulness and accuracy and of detecting 
a want of thoroughness in the branches taught. 

It may be necessary to present the subject in 
various lights, it may be best to use the analytical 
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method in one case and the synthetical in another; 
or, it may be advisable to combine both in the 
same lesson. A great deal depends upon the 
logical presentation of the subject, upon going 
from first principles upward or from simple to 
complex by gradual steps. If an underlying prin- 
ciple is involved let not the opportunity pass of 
making the pupils acquainted with it and with its 
application to other cases. The fundamentals must 
be well taught if the work when completed is to 
possess the quality of thoroughness. It is difficult 
to build a solid and lasting superstructure upon a 
bad foundation. 

Thoroughness in the great essentials first and 
gradual steps toward other branches afterwards, is 
a good rule to follow. In this way thoroughness 
will be a safeguard against fads, hobbies and need- 
less or useless innovations of all kinds. We do 
not here intimate that the schools of Lowell suffer 

in this regard at present; yet it is only the con- 

stant vigilance of the Superintendent and the good 
judgment of the teachers that can save the schools 
from the dangerous tendency to attempt too much, 
and consequently to fall into the mistake of 

cramming, which is done by forcing children 

to learn as best they can that which in quantity 
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or quality is unsuited to their power of mental 
digestion. Every mother knows, or should know, 
how important it is to feed her children on plain 
and healthy food ; every teacher should know what 
constitutes plain and healthy mental food for the 
little ones placed in his or her charge. Upon the 
judgment exercised by mother and teacher in this 
regard, depends to a great extent whether the 
child shall have a sound mind in a sound body 
and grow up both physically and mentally strong 
and vigorous or weak and ' effeminate. 

The educational path which the pupil should 
pursue in the attainment of a practical education 
may be broad, but should be direct and straight, 
for a straight line is the shortest distance between 
two points; and every child should be guided on 
the most direct course to the end to be attained. 
It is not advisable for teachers or anybody else 
to lead the pupils away into the flowery fields 
and inviting haunts on either side ; there must be 
no meandering by the wayside, no diverging from 
the straight and onward path ; the pupils’ time 
is limited and their short educational journey must 
be made within the school age fixed by law, as 
otherwise it may be abandoned at the most inop- 
portune time, never to be resumed. 
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So careful are the boards of education in some 
European countries to guard against the vice 
of incidental teaching that they cause to be 

suspended in each school-room a time-table show- 
ing what the pupils are to be engaged upon 
every minute of the day. This tiiyie-table is 

to the teacher of that room what the compass is 
to the mariner, and must be strictly followed ; the 

teacher cannot afford to stray from the subject 
in. hand and jumble a smattering v^of half a 

dozen subjects into the time set apart for a lesson 
upon a very small portion of a single subject. 
By attempting to teach many things in the same 
lesson, the teacher divides the attention of the pupils, 
fails to give them a firm grasp upon anything, and 
not only wastes their time but injures their minds. 
Next to the mistake of overloading the course of 
study, there is no greater obstacle to thoroughness 
than the vicious habit of incidental teaching. 


AS TO METHODS OF TEACHING. 

In the interests of the public ' schools we deem 
it expedient here to direct attention to our methods 
of teaching and the course of study adopted 
in the schools with a view to ascertaining, as far 
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as possible, whether they are susceptible of improve- 
ment, and if so, in what direction. 

During the past few years, our methods of 
teaching have undergone improvement chiefly as a 
result of the direct and indirect work of the 
Training School. The teachers themselves are on 
the alert to learn whatever is new in educational 
progress, and as far as practicable to apply it in 
their school work. In this important duty they 
have been ably encouraged and directed during the 
past year by Superintendent Whitcomb, with the 
result that they are now paying more attention to 
the general subject of education in all its phases 
than ever before. This custom of keeping pace 
with the progress of the times is a good one and 
should be encouraged by every reasonable means. 

In the training of teachers it seems that justice 
to the people and to the young teachers them- 
selves would dictate that as far as practicable 
no ungraduated teacher shall be placed in per- 
manent charge of any room. No parent is willing 
to have his children placed under the instruction 
of inexperienced teachers or to have them practised 
upon by novices for any lengthy period, even 
under occasional supervision. 

It will be for the best interests of all concerned, 
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therefore, to have ungraduated teachers act as 
assistants to experienced teachers. The young 
teachers in training should have an opportunity to 
practise in every room from the lowest in the 
Primary to the highest in the Grammar 
Schools ; but if they are bound in one room for 
six months at a time, their training in general 
school work must be very limited and consequently 
to that extent, imperfect. It would be a great 
advantage to young teachers if they cquld take a 
post-graduate course to improve their general 
education, because while knowledge of the art of 
teaching is necessary, it can never compensate for 
want of familiarity with the subject to be taught. 

But it is likely that all the requirements of the 
schools in this direction will be provided for when 
the new Normal School shall have been opened in 
this city. This is recommended not because our 
teachers show any inefficiency, but because we 
desire that they should have opportunities for 
attaining the highest proficiency, equal to those 
provided for the teachers of any other city. 

ONE DANGER IN KINDERGARTENS. 

The introduction of kindergartens and the 
opening of a kindergarten training school for 
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teachers is a valuable adjunct to our public school 
system. As a rule the work of the kindergarten 
is beneficial in opening the minds of the little 
ones to the world around them, in teaching them 
to use their eyes and ears and to exercise their 

thoughts upon what comes within the sphere of 

their senses. But . the kindergarten is not without 
its dangers. The instruction is mostly communi- 
cated in the way of amusement and for the 
deversion of the little ones. Some of them may 
be dull or bashful and may not make progress ; 
but they must not be forced or pressed to study. 
To press them to study at this stage might 
seriously injure their minds and injure them for 

life. This distinction is to be made, therefore, 
that while certain well-defined results are looked 
for and are usually produced by hard work in the 
higher schools, this is not the case in the kin- 
dergarten. What the children learn here should 

come to them without conscious effort on their 
part, and as freely as the sunlight, the song of 

the robin in spring or the joyous clamor of their 

classmates at play. The teacher must possess a 
sweet temper and cheerful disposition, and all her 
ministrations should evince the tenderness of a 

mother’s love. The kindergartens are well directed 
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and the method of teaching there, as in the higher 
schools of the city, is in general excellent 

IMPORTANT CHANGES NEEDED IN THE GRAMMAR 

SCHOOL COURSE. 

The course of study for the/ Primary -Schools as 
recently revised seems to be well adapted to the 
needs of the pupils and secures good results. An 
important question now to be considered is what 
changes, if any, are necessary in the Grammar 
School course. That schedule has not been mate- 
rially changed for a considerable time, although for 
some years past the general tendency elsewhere 
has been to make the Grammar School course less 
cumbrous, more practical and adapted more to the 
needs of those who have to quit school at the 
age of fourteen or fifteen years than of those who 
will continue their course through the High School 
and subsequently at college. 

It would be an egregious wrong to burden the 
Grammar School course with subjects intended for 
the elements of a collegiate education or even 
with subjects intended to prepare the pupils for 
the High School, because not more than one-fifth 
of them will .ever reach the High School, much 
less go to college. 
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During the past few years an important move- 
ment in the direction of making the common 
school education more practical, has made rapid 
progress as appears in the introduction of manual 
training and the establishment of industrial and 
technical schools wherever the means at command 
will permit. Lowell has not yet taken any step 
to keep pace with the onward movement except 
perhaps in starting a manual training school which, 
however, being conducted outside school hours, 
cannot benefit any large proportion of the pupils. 
Manual training should be taught in the higher 
grammar grades and incorporated as a compulsory 
branch with the Grammar School curriculum. If 
manual training be provided for the boys of any 
grammar grade, instruction in cooking and sewing 
should be also made available for the girls. 
According to a law enacted during the present 
year manual training is to be made compulsory in 
the high schools of cities having a population of 
over 20,000 each ; but the masses will receive but 
little benefit from the operation of this law inas- 
much as they do not reach the high school. It 
is to be hoped that the good - judgment of the 
Lowell School Board will dictate the necessity of 
giving the pupils of the higher grammar grades an 
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opportunity to take a course in manual training 
as a regular branch of school work. 

It is assumed that the change must come in 
time, and if so, it will necessitate a modification 

of the schedule of study. Hence it will not be 
amiss here to consider how the Grammar School 
course may be improved by elimination and other- 
wise along the lines of utility, practicability, adapt- 
ation to the needs of the pupils and with a view 
to obtaining the best and most lasting educational 
results. 

Consultation with Superintendent Whitcomb and 
the principals of the Grammar Schools has 

elicited a number of suggestions which, coming 

from men who have followed the course of study in 
their schools for years, must be regarded as of the 
highest value and worthy of careful consideration 
by the Lowell School Board. It seems to be 
very generally conceded that there is room for 
considerable retrenchment in arithmetic ; in fact 
one of the most experienced grammar masters 
asserts that one-third of the work in arithmetic 
might be dispensed with to advantage. 

In geography, too, it seems that a number of 

beneficial changes might be made and so with 
history. Six years are given to history and the 
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last five months in the first room are spent in 
reviewing United States history. It seems that 
history might be finished at least before the first 
class is reached and that English history or 
elementary physics might be substituted in the final 
stage. In changing the schedule the greatest care 
should be taken to allow ample time for language 
work and to provide that there shall be a sufficient 
number of written exercises to ensure thoroughness 
in whatever is undertaken on the subject. 

The suggestions from grammar masters as to 
how the schedule may be improved are very 
important and are here subjoined : 


RECOMMENDATIONS FROM PRINCIPALS. 

NUMBER ONE. 

Now that the introduction of new studies and changes in 
the methods of teaching the old have begun to be discussed 
in a greater or less degree in educational circles all over the 
country, it may not be amiss to examine the curriculum and 
time schedule of the local schools. If new studies are to be 
introduced, and that they are is no longer a question but a 
fact, place must be made and time allowed to the apparent 
detriment of some of the matters taught at present. Already 
the girls in the lower grades are being instructed in sewing, 
cooking is promised in the immediate future, while from every 
side comes a loud demand for industrial training for the 
boys. But while the curriculum remains as at present and 
with the schedule unchanged the introduction of new studies 
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is impossible. How then can the schedule be so altered that 
the essentials will not suffer nor the general education of the 
pupil be impaired? 

The curriculum of studies in , 1 the Lowell schools, from the 
primary to the high, is incongruous and cumbersome to a 
degree. It lacks cohesion, and is burdened throughout with 
useless material and repetitions, alike vexatious to the teacher 
and confusing to the pupil. Its divisions are -too arbitrary 
and not founded on correct principles. The page to page 
arrangement in the grammar department can only be excused 
on the theory that it was originally adapted to meet the 
requirement of some particular set of text books or that the 
cultivation of the memory was the sole aim of school work. 
Memory is no longer the chief factor in the school-room, the 
teacher is no longer a mere hearer of a recitation, the highest 
point of excellence in which is the ability of the pupil to 
render the matter verbatim. Modern teaching is mainly induc- 
tive, and the course of study not founded on this principle is 
-defective. 

In many particulars can time be gained y a judicious 
alteration of the curriculum and schedule now in vogue in 
vour schools. 

To begin with, the spelling-book should be abolished as a 
relic of barbarism. The best teachers have long since recognized 
its uselessness and the best schools have relegated it to the rear. 
Why should nine years be devoted to the study of geography, 
especially when the last four years of this are spent in enlarging 
on what has been taught the previous two ? The primary 
school should give the pupil a fair knowledge of structural 
geography — direction, form, and the natural divisions, so that 
when he enters the Grammar School he may at once enter on 
the study, of the advanced, the political and commercial geogra- 
phy. The elementary text book can be done away with and 
the entire course completed in the eighth school year. History 
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should begin, at least, n the fifth year and not as now in 

the sixth Thi would prepare the way for constitutional or, 

if you will, English history in the ninth or last grammar 
school year. Grammar or language, and even arithmetic, can 
be pruned safely and with profit. 

Time, a great dea of time, can be saved by remodelling 
the schedule on the lines of common sense and modern 
requiremen s. Why should Lowell pupils spend nine years in 
studies that are completed in other cities in eight ? 

At least two hours a day can be gained in the higher 

grammar grade if the changes I mention are made. Not only 
can the time be gained but the entire course will be improved. 

NUMBER TWO. 

In regard to your request for my opinion as to where some 
time could be obtained for manual training in the last three 
years of school, I would say that in the ninth year it seems 
to me that we might omit the geography to which we give 
two and a half hours a week. In the eighth and seventh years I 
should say that an hour a week might be taken from the 
arithmetic, provided a little less were taken ; and just about 

one-quarter of what is taken in those two years ought to be 

omitted and is omitted in the latest and best arithmetics. 

I also think that half an hour a week could be taken 

from “ music ” and put to some use that would be a great 
deal more profitable to our pupils. 

NUMBER THREE. 

The difficult arithmetical work in fractions, equation of pay- 
ments and other rules amounting perhaps to one-third of the 
whole might be thrown out altogether with the result that the 
remainder would be done more effectually while valuable time 
would be saved for other necessary branches. If algebra 

must be taught, let it take the place of a portion of the 
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difficult arithmetic instead of displacing geography in the last 
five months of the first class work as at present. Under the 
present arrangement the time given to mathematics seems to 
be greatly in excess of what it should be. Geography as at 
present taught might be completed before reaching the first 
class and physical geography might be introduced at that stage. 

History is taught throughout the entire grammar course and 
becomes very wearisome to the pupils in the final stage. It 
seems that English history, elementary physics or some other 
subject might be substituted for the review of history during 
the last five months of the course. 

It is a question whether Grammar School boys will derive 
any benefit from a mere beginning in algebra unless they con- 
tinue the study in the High School. 

The Grammar School is the people’s school, and it should 
not be made preparatory for the High School or for college, 
because but a small proportion of the pupils pass to the 
High School and fewer still to college. 

NUMBER FOUR. 

Perhaps one the masters put the whole matter in the 

most terse and pointed manner possible when he said : “ The 

whole Grammar School course needs co-ordination and unification 
so that the work of the various grades will fit in as parts of 
a perfect whole. We spend over a third of our entire time 
upon mathematics while in common with the schools of many other 
cities our weak points are in reading and in writing English.” 

NUMBER FIVE. 

. I think Superintendent Whitcomb made a very beneficial 
change when he introduced fractions into the lower grades of 
the Grammar Schools, and this change is but a portion of a 

general plan which he intends to adopt. I am glad that 

algebra has been introduced in the first class. The pupils 
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like it and will make rapid progress in it. The schedule is 
antiquated and should be changed in many other points. 

In the foregoing suggestions the School Board 
will find valuable food for thought and valuable 
hints for the improvement of the Grammar School 
course, a task which in our opinion cannot be 
undertaken too soon or with a too profound sense 
of its importance. 

HIGHER SALARIES FOR MALE ASSISTANTS. 

As to the High School the course of study 
seems to be fixed and the chief object is to 
attain the best results within the lines laid down. 
There is no doubt that the High School is doing 
excellent work ; but yet there are those who claim 
that many of the graduates betray a very serious 
lack of thoroughness in some of the most impor- 
tant branches. The High School education is made 
the mental equipment with which our young 
teachers enter upon their work, and if it be 
defective the consequences will be far reaching 
under the present arrangement. Some people 
favor a general re-organization of the High School 
on departmental lines ; but perhaps such a change 
should not yet be urged, although it seems destined 
to come in the not distant future in Grammar as 
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well as High Schools; and is likely to be productive 
of good results under proper management. 

One fact patent to all in relation to the High 
School is, that the salary of . male assistants is 

decidedly too small. It is now fixed at $800, but 
should be increased at least to $900 for the 

second year and $1,000 for the third and succeeding 

years. This would be as little as men of ability 
should be offered for their services. 

V 

STUDY OF THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE. 

Either the method of teaching English is fund- 
amentally wrong or it is very imperfectly applied. 
We can judge only from results which neither in 
the Grammar Schools nor in the High School are 
what they should be in this important branch. 
There seems to be a certain vagueness and want 
of thoroughness in the knowledge of English as 

taught in the schools. This demands a prompt 

and effective remedy and if there ‘ is no other 
reason for a change in the schedule of study, 

this alone would suffice. While thoroughness is the 

cardinal principle insisted upon in this report as 

an essential in school work, we insist also that there 
is no subject in which this quality is so impor- 
tant and so absolutely necessary as in the teaching 
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of the English language. That the weak point of 
our public school work is in language, there can 
be no doubt ; and it is difficult to explain why 

or even to locate the cause of such a deficiency. 
If the method of teaching English is wrong it 
must be improved, or if the method is right and 

the time given to this subject be insufficient, the 
time must be increased. It is absolutely necessary 
to attain better results in English, and whatever 
steps are necessary for that purpose should be 
taken at the earliest opportunity. 

There seems to be an idea that a theoretical 

% 

knowledge of grammatical rules will enable pupils 
to write English, but there never was a greater 

delusion. As well might you attempt to teach a boy 
to swim without going into the water as to write 
without practice in writing. A pupil may know 
every rule in the grammar, and yet be unable to 
write a simple letter or composition correctly. 
This is not more remarkable than that a person 
may know all about a watch, how the parts are 
made and put together, and yet be utterly unable 
to make a watch. There is an old adage to the 
effect that “ knowledge is power,” but this refers 
to practical rather than theoretical knowledge. A 
knowledge of the rules of grammar is a sine qua 
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non in the work of writing English correctly; but 
it is far more difficult to apply those rules cor- 
rectly in writing, than to learn them originally; 
and unless they can be so applied, the time spent 
in learning them is to a great extent wasted. 
Practice in writing of the right kind, well directed 
and long continued, is necessary to secure accuracy 
in writing English. Pupils may be taught spelling 
orally, in order that they may spell correctly in 
writing; but spelling as well as the rules of gram- 
mar is learned perfectly only by abundant practice 
in writing. 

The process of having pupils copy passages 
written upon a blackboard is a species of spoon 
feeding adapted only to the infant stages. The 
three kinds of exercises by which English is taught 
are, transcribing, writing from dictation or another 
person’s reading, and writing a composition upon 
some familiar subject. 

To secure the desired results systematic lessons 
in writing English must be commenced early 
enough in the school course, the exercises must 
be introduced by a series of properly graduated 
stages and they should be repeated at frequent 
intervals. 

To pass from copy writing to writing from dicta- 
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tion would be too great a step for beginners and 
so transcription is necessary. To transcribe from 
a book accurately as to capitals, spelling and 
punctuation is a very valuable exercise and the 
pupil requires considerable practice to do it well. 
All mistakes should be corrected as otherwise the 
value of the exercise will be lost, and misspelled 
words and other errors will be fixed in the mind 
to be adhered to as correct forms until these are 
discovered by accident or otherwise. 

The next step is to convert oral into written 
language,, which to children who never practised it 
is a difficult task, no matter how easy the passage 
or simple the words. It should be introduced at an 
early stage, but after the pupils have attained 
some facility in transcribing from the books. 

The passage to be written is read in clauses 
and the teacher should go among the pupils 
underlining misspelled words and other errors, but 
without interrupting them in the work. When 
the passage is completed the work of correction 
commences. If the lesson is an hour in length 
one half might be spent writing and the other in 
correcting errors. If the class ' is large it might 
be divided to advantage, letting one half do silent 
work while the other transcribes or writes from 
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dictation under the supervision of the teacher. 
When the class does not exceed sixteen or twenty, 
an active teacher going among the pupils can 
detect and mark nearly every mistake made during 
the exercise. The mistakes should be pointed out 
by some means and written correctly a. number of 
times, preferably before the close of the lesson. 
Sometimes the whole lesson is spelled aloud after 
having been written while the pupils follow on 
their papers marking mistakes; or, \the pupils 
sometimes exchange papers, each correcting the 
mistakes of his neighbor. Each pupil then takes 
back his paper and ' writes out the corrections 
at least half a dozen times. 

If the papers are taken home by the teacher and 
returned next day, the value of the correction will 
to some extent be lost. The writing of composi- 
tion is the final and all-important exercise. The 
others are introduced only as a means to that end. 
Of course there are elementary stages to be 
gone through in the formation of clauses, paraphras- 
ing and the construction of sentences before the 
work of writing a composition can be attempted with 
any degree of success. 

The subject upon which the pupils are asked to 
write should be simple and familiar. What is 
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here sought is the expression of ideas in correct 
language, not the analysis of abstract themes nor 
the evolution of thought upon airy nothings. Let the 
topic be one upon which the pupil has clear ideas, 
something coming directly within the sphere of his 
observation. It is not advisable at any stage to give 
children abstruse subjects which will lead them to 
the library or the encyclopaedia arid prompt them 
to copy what they find in books rather than write 
an original composition. The research necessary 
in such a case becomes the primary consideration 
and the composition but secondary. To write 
upon such subjects destroys the pupil’s self- 
reliance, leads him into a habit shirking his work 
and of adopting anybody’s opinions in preference 
to his own. It is like using a key in arithmetic 
or in translating a language. The effect is lasting 
and pernicious. 

Composition should be taught for its own sake 
and not made the vehicle by which the pupils 
may be advanced in various other non-essential 
branches. This mistake is but another example of 
the evils of incidental teaching. The educators 
and educational journals that .advocate indirect 
instruction in various branches by the process of 
teaching some particular branch, unconsciously 
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violate one of the most important principles of peda- 
gogy, which is the concentration of effort both by 
teacher and pupil upon one study at a time. This 
forbids the teacher to keep forever grasping at 
collateral studies and confusing the pupils by 
turning their attention from the subject they are 
supposed to have in hand. It does not, however, 
forbid the correction of errors in spelling or 
attention to handwriting in written language work. 
Moreover, a digression from non-essentials to essen- 
tials is the most pardonable kind of incidental 
teaching. Let it be understood that whether in 
transcribing, writing from dictation or writing a 
simple composition, the value of the lesson will be 
proportional to the amount of new work done with 
reasonable accuracy and subsequent correction. 

Judicious direction and careful revision will be 
needed to make these exercises profitable. Each 
exercise when revised should be rewritten as 
neatly and accurately as possible in a book kept 
for the purpose. 

When referring to books of this kind, it may be 
well to say that written exercises in language 
should be preserved both in original and revised 
form in order to ensure accuracy, thoroughness, 
well graduated and consecutive work. 
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At present the work is done mostly on slips of 
paper which are sometimes taken home by the 
teacher for correction ; but there is no record to 
show that the corrections are effectively made by 
the pupils. This is a point which must be attended 
to if success is to be attained. Neglect to have 
all mistakes duly corrected,- will in a short 
time leave many links missing which will crop 
out to the mortification of pupil and teacher 
later on. Language lessons should be consecutive 
from day to day, from lesson to lesson, from room 
to room, from school to school. The course 
should be onward by easy stages. There should 
be no want of continuity, no dodging of difficul- 
ties, because the work of teaching English compo. 
sition thoroughly is like that of ascending a 
mountain. Take whatever course you will 
you cannot reach the summit without passing 
through every step of the ascent. There should 
be no time wasted in theorizing as to how the 
ascent should be made. Begin the work at once, 
settle upon your course, don’t attempt to take more 
than one step at a time, and let that be onward. 

If we consider that the number of words used 
in ordinary conversation is, according to Max 
Muller, about 4,000, and that the school readers 
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have that number, we shall realize the absolute 
necessity of frequent written exercises in language 
as a means of attaining accuracy in spelling and the 
use of all these words. It appears that the 
number of written exercises in language in 
each class in the Grammar Schools does not exceed 
two, three or four per week, more frequently two 
than four. This undoubtedly explains in a great 
measure the weakness of our schools in English 
and of course the remedy is obvious. There should 
be at least one good progressive language exercise 
written and corrected daily by each pupil. 

A knowledge of Latin and Greek roots would be 
a most valuable aid in the acquisition of an English 
vocabulary and even in learning the meaning of 
words from their structure. It may be useless 
to advise that such roots be taught in the Gram- 
mar Schools, but they should be taught in the High 
School, in the English course, as the best means 
of enlarging the vocabulary and giving fluency in 
composition. This could be done well in a year 
by giving half an hour a day to the work. 
Without a knowledge of Latin , and Greek roots, 
prefixes and affixes, neither teacher nor pupil can 
have a thorough knowledge of English. The 
knowledge of the roots from which the bulk of 
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our English words are derived constitutes one of 
the most valuable parts of a classical education. 

In general the educators of the present day do 
not seem to attach sufficient importance to the study 
of English or else they do not realize the difficulty of 
teaching this branch. At teachers’ institutes we 
hear perhaps four lectures on the best method 0£ 
teaching geography, history or arithmetic to one 
that deals with the teaching of English. Of late 
“ Nature Studies ” have been a hobby with educa- 
tional theorists, and too many teachers have been 
misled into thrusting lessons in botany upon 
children who cannot write a simple letter. The 
chief use of such studies is to train the pupils to 

habits of observation but they should come only 
as a spice to the regular mental pabulum when 
the pupils begin to lag or become fatigued. We 
have at present special instructors in writing, draw- 
ing and music, but in none of these branches is 
there so much need of a special teacher as in the 
subject of language. Some new method must, 
therefore, be adopted to strengthen the schools 

upon language ; and this is true not only of Lowell 
schools but of schools in general all over the 

country, and our sole object in these suggestions 

is to point out how the schools of Lowell may 
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be raised to a higher standard than those of other 
cities. 

DISPENSE WITH SLATES IN GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

The Boston school board has decided to abandon 
the use of slates and pencils in the schools and to 
use paper and lead pencils instead. The chief motive 
in so doing is to avoid the danger of communica- 
ting disease, but there is a still greater reason for 
using paper instead of slates for writing purposes. 
The use of slates beyond the primary classes 
induces carelessness and a silly indecision due to 
the facility with which the writing can be effaced. 
It would, therefore, be advisable for the School 
Board to dispense with the use of slates in the 
Grammar and High Schools as soon as an 
arrangement can be made to meet the expense of 
the change. Paper is very cheap and a rough 
quality would serve very well if soft lead pencils 
be used. “ What is written remains ” is true only 
of that which is written upon paper; and for this 
reason the pupils would acquire habits of neatness, 
accuracy, decision and despatch by writing upon 
paper while the use of slates is calculated to prevent 
the acquisition of these valuable habits. 

The report of the Supervisor of Evening Schools 
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indicates the important and valuable work being 

done for those who want to improve their education 
although obliged to work during the day. A«manual 
training school and a cooking and sewing school 
for girls* would be a most valuable and popular 

addition to our evening school system. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION FAVORED. 

The question of medical inspection of the public 
schools has been discussed by medical societies and 
recommended to the consideration of the School 
Board. Medical inspection might prevent the 

spread of disease, it might be instrumental in detect- 

ing unsanitary conditions, and in having them 
remedied. It would, therefore, benefit the schools,, 
and should be favored, but the School Board cannot 
give medical practitioners a license to make scientific 
experiments upon the pupils as has been done in 
some places. The expense will probably be the 
chief objection. 

In conclusion we wish to state that the sugges- 
tions here offered are submitted with the sole intent 
of benefiting the schools by turning the attention of 
the School Board and the public at large to some 
points of weakness which in our opinion call for 
a prompt remedy. In justice to Superintendent 
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Whitcomb it should be said that he is always active 
in promoting the interests of the schools and that so 
far as he has gone in revising the course of study, 
his efforts have been entirely successful. His tact, 
energy and skillful generalship in the Normal School 
contest leaves it questionable whether -without his 
aid, Lowell could have won such a victory. We 
have no doubt that if the School Board gives him 
carte blanche authority to carry out any of the 
improvements here suggested, he will \ do so in a 
manner that will make for the advancement of the 
schools and the benefit of the community.

Evening Schools. 


To the School Committee: 

Gentlemen, — I herewith present the report on Evening 
Schools for the year 1894. 

The attendance for the term of 1893-4 was the largest 
in the history of evening school work in our city. The 
average number of pupils belonging was 2,289 and the 
average attendance was 1,912, an increase of 277 over the 
attendance the preceding term. 

The schools opened Monday the 22d of October, for the 
term of 1894-5 and will continue until the 1st of March 
1895. 

In order to accommodate the number of Greek-speaking 
people who wished to attend, two additional rooms were 
opened in the Mann School building. 

The attendance the present term is somewhat less than 
last year ; this in my opinion is due to the fact that many 
young men and women are out of employment, who, if 
employed, would be obliged to attend school in order to 
comply with the laws of the Commonwealth. The question 
of attendance is one that should receive careful attention 
by overseers and others, who are employing “minors under 
fourteen years of age, or over,” and their attention is hereby 
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called to the following laws passed by the legislature of the 
Commonwealth for the year 1894. Chap. 508: 

“Sec. 24. No person shall employ or permit to be employed 
a minor under fourteen years of age, or over, who cannot read 
and write in the English language, and who resides in a city 
or town in this Commonwealth wherein public evening schools are 
maintained, and is not a regular attendant of a day school, or has 
not attained an attendance of seventy per cent, or more of the 
yearly session of the evening school. 

Sec. 70. Any person who employs or permits to be employed 
a minor in violation of the provisions of section twenty-four of this 
act shall for each offence forfeit not less than fifty nor more than 
one hundred dollars for the use of the evening schools of such city 
or town.” \ 

It will be seen that in order to comply with the foregoing 
law, an attendance of seventy per cent, or over of the yearly 
session of the evening school is required in order that the 
person coming under the provisions of this act may be 
employed during the year. 

The Evening High School for the term of 1893 and ’94 
has had an average number of 361 and an average attendance 

of 310. 

The school is in its 20th year and during this time it 
has had a continuous growth. Commencing with an aver- 
age attendance of 12 in its first year it has grown to about 
400 the present term, a record with which the school may well 
be satisfied. Evening school work in our city has become 
so popular that it now forms an important factor in our 
educational system, and deserves much - time and consideration 
on the part of those who have the matter under their 
jurisdiction. None but the most efficient teachers should be 
employed and all methods which will aid in bringing about a 
more effective and beneficial system should be tried. 
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There is a constant and ever increasing call for instruction 
in various special branches showing a desire on the part of 
the applicants to take up work along special lines that they 
may perfect themselves in their various occupations. To 
accommodate a large number of this class a special course 
which may be termed a commercial or business course 
should be introduced to include arithmetic, higher and 
commercial ; book-keeping, single and double entry ; short- 
hand and typewriting ; lectures on commercial law and 
general business and such other studies as may properly 
be taught in connection with such a course. Studies 
planned on these lines should constitute a separate depart- 
ment and have no connection with the school curriculum 
as it now exists. The special classes in chemistry, elocu- 
tion, French, shorthand and typewriting are deserving of 
special mention and the work being done by them is of 
a high order.

Military Instruction. 


It is always a pleasure to report upon the condition of 
the High School Battalion. Its discipline and general 
appearance have always been creditable to .the city and 
to their iustructor, Lieutenant Greig. 

The facilities, however, for drilling are not as good as 
are needed. The growth of the school has necessitated 
the enlargement of the Battalion until it now consists of 
six companies. Such an organization, if drilled at all, 
must have a spacious hall of sufficient size to enable the 
instructor to teach the different movements. The only 
suitable hall would seem to be that at the State Armory. 
This building has a “ drill shed ” connected with it, and 
is in every way suited to military instruction. Application 
has been made for the use of this shed one hour a 

week, but permission has been refused. The building can 
be used for games, exhibitions and other features of club 
life, but would be desecrated it is thought, by the 

presence of the High School Battalion. 

Possibly, however, legislation may be obtained which 
Will alter the control of the building. Surely the caprice 

of the militia captains should not be allowed to prevent 
a proper and desirable use of the building. As the 

building was erected entirely through the influence of 
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Lowell men, it would seem probable that the law of 
control might be changed to suit the exigencies of this case. 

Military instruction in high schools was primarily instituted 
as a means of securing physical exercise for the students. 
All the legislative acts bearing on this subject make 
frequent reference to gymnastics. 

But while it is true that the greatest good from the 
drill at present is the exercise obtained from it, still it 
is of great value to the community to have military 
instruction in the schools. We cannot tell how or when 
we may need the services of soldiers. 

Surely the Battalion should not be allowed to suffer 
from neglect. The facilities desired can be obtained if 
emphatically demanded, and such a demand should be 
made.

Report of Committee on Sewing. 


The introduction of sewing into the public schools was, 
in our opinion, a matter of more practical importance 
than the introduction of manual training for boys, for the 
need that every girl should be taught the proper use of 
the needle is greater than that boys should be instructed 
in the use of saw and hammer. We think the parents 
understand this ; and that no expense should be spared to 
keep this department of school work fully abreast of the 
times. Under our very efficient special teacher, Miss Ida 
J. Flint, we think the work done in Lowell compares 
favorably with that done in any other city of the country. 

Herewith we submit a report .of the special teacher of 
sewing which shows in detail the character of the work 
now being done in the schools : 

“The popularity of the useful art of sewing still con- 
tinues. Sewing is taught in the six lower grades of the 
Grammar Schools by a special teacher. One hour a week 
is the allotted time of which the special teacher spends 
about forty minutes in each class ; the regular teachers 
the’n carry out the instruction for the remainder of the 
hour, and their willing co-operation has added much to the 
success of the work. 

“ By the use of charts, drills, etc., the pupils are taught 
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the various stitches used in plain sewing, patching and 
darning; great attention being paid to position. In the 
lower grades during the recent year, models of small 
garments have been made from actual measures, a large 
doll having been used for the purpose. 

“ The pupil first cuts a pattern, then cuts and makes the 
garment. These lessons have been greatly enjoyed and 
are of great profit in saving time, which in the sewing is 
so limited. The same instructions are given for a small 
garment as for a large one, and the smaller requires much 
less time to finish. In the upper classes the last half of 
the year is spent by each pupil in cutting and making a 
garment to fit herself from her own measurements. 

“In addition to the other classes the junior class in the 
Training School receive instruction in methods of teaching 
the course of sewing adopted in the Grammar Schools.”

Manual Training. 


Although the Manual Training School, opened in the 
old city hall toward the close of last year, was at first 
intended to be tentative, yet it has become so popular 
that on all sides it is now conceded to be an important 
institution, and the parents who have boys growing up are 
eager to have them start upon a course of work at this 
school. Educators and others who understand the aims 
and objects of this branch required no demonstration to 

convince them of its utility ; but, even the most skeptical 
soon came to be the greatest advocates of such training 
when they discovered its real advantages and its fascina- 
tion for boys. Fortunately, the committee selected an 
experienced teacher, a gentleman who has the rare power 
of making the subject so fascinating to his pupils that he 
seldom has to say a word in regard to discipline. He 
can keep them so deeply interested and so absorbed in 

their work that they think of nothing else while in the 
school; and it is needless to say that under such guidance 
they surprise even themselves in the quality and amount 
of work executed. Mr. Owens had valuable experience in 
the Lincoln School at Brookline, and Lowell is now getting 
the benefit of his training in what is decidedly one of 
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the best Manual Training Schools, so far as it goes, in the 
country. 

When the term closed in June, it was' generally con- 
ceded by those who are competent to judge, that as much 
work was executed in six months as is usually done at 
an ordinary school in a year. Not only were the two 
courses in wood-work completed, but a number of extra 
models were made that combined all the operations taught, 
and won the admiration of all who saw them finished. 

The subject was so new in Lowell, the people in general 
had had so little opportunity of learning what manual 
training means, and the results were so satisfactory, that 
the committee decided to hold an exhibition in Huntington 
Hall, to give the public an opportunity to see the boys 
at work and to inspect what had been done in the short 
time the school had been in operation. 

The hall was engaged for three evenings, and during 
that time thousands of interested spectators saw a large 
class at work, and viewed the models exhibited around 
the hall. On June 21 st, several speakers were obtained to 
deliver brief addresses, and a good sized audience was 
present. The Lowell Courier of June 22d, had the follow- 
ing account of the proceedings : 

“ There was a large number of parents of pupils and other friends 
of the Manual Training School at the closing exhibition of the work 
of the school at Huntington Hall last evening, and the product of 
the skill of the pupils was much admired. Shortly after eight o’clock, 
Mr. Edward Gallagher, chairman of the sub-committee of the school, 
called those present to order, and said that the exhibition was held 
in this hall to give the public, and especially the parents of the pupils, 
an opportunity to judge what manual training really is, and what 
advantages it offers. But two hours a week have been devoted to it 
since the experimental school was established, and it could be judged 
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whether with the limited time allowed the teacher the experiment had 
been saticfactory or not. Persons who are familiar with like schools 
and have examined the work of this one in our city are very empha- 
tic in praise of it and of the system, and there is a strong expression 
in favor of the training school in a more elaborate form. Manual 
training is purely educational. It is for the purpose of developing 
the mind and the eye, and to develop whatever mechanical talent 
the pupil may have. It is for the purpose of giving the pupils a good 
idea of the dignity of labor, of making them good ' citizens and 
patriotic men. The tendency now is to give more attention in the 
training of the young to the useful rather than the ornamental. 
Massachusetts is far behind other states in this branch of instruction. 
It has been said knowledge is power, but this is not always the case, 
as the speaker demonstrated. The graduates of our high schools and 
colleges sometimes find it difficult to earn a living because they never 
learned to use their hands in connection with their brains. Manual 
training schools teach how to use the hands and brains together. 
Order, precision, accuracy, are taught in them. 

“ Professsor Schwartz of Waltham was presented as one who for 
several years has had charge of one of the best training schools of 
the state. He expressed pleasure in being present and to see so 
many present on so warm an evening. The attendance shows the 
interest our citizens feel in this study. He was surprised to see that 
so much had been accomplished in so short a time. The success 
attained reflected great credit upon the pupils and their instructor — 
in fact upon all having anything to do with the school. Professor 
Schwartz said that he had written lectures upon different kinds of 
educational work, but he had left them all at home, for he came here 
to have a plain out-and-out talk. This work before us is entirely a 
school work and we don’t intend to compete with any mechanics. 
Waltham, where he lived, is known as a great place for the watch 
industry, and there, as he illustrated, the machine has taken the place 
of skilled labor. Our educational system has not kept pace with our 
automatic mechanism. Our boys must have something to do. There 
has been a great demand for practical application of school work, and 
we ’answer that demand in the manual training system, which makes 
geometry and all mathematics entertaining. It is pleasant to the 
pupil in the manual training school to figure out 1-4 of 23 1-2. The 
school-room is put into the workshop and the workshop into the 
school-room by it. It benefits the pupil physically, intellectually, and 
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morally. In Waltham ten or fifteen girls are employed in the school 
in wood-carving, and the school would have wood-turning soon. 
There is a blacksmith shop in that institution. The speaker showed 
some of the handiwork of the Waltham pupils in iron and in wood- 
work. There are three rooms in the school. The entire plant cost 
but $ 1900 , and the cost of running it was but $2500 a year, including 
teachers and all. They could do as good work as did the half a 
million dollar plant at Cambridge. He did not want to find any 
fault with the Cambridge school, but Waltham did n’t have the money 
that Cambridge had. 

“ The remarks of Professor Schwartz were loudly applauded. A 
letter expressive of regret at inability to be present by reason of a 
former engagement was then read from Governor Greenhalge. 

“ Supt. A. K. Whitcomb of public schools was the next speaker. 
He said that he did not have the knowledge of the manual training 
school system that was possessed by the other speakers of the even- 
ing, but the more he saw of it, the better he liked it. He would not 
tell this audience what he didn’t know about the system, because it 
would occupy too much time and by not doing so he should be spared 
the humiliation coming from ignorance. City Engineer Bowers, who 
had examined the work of the pupils of our manual training school, 
was amazed at the successful work performed. He experienced 
difficulty in finding young men who could make plans necessary in his 
work, and thought that much credit was due the instructor and the 
boys of this school. Mr. Bowers had said to him, ‘ You can quote 
me anywhere in endorsement of this school.’ An act had passed 
the General Court, which goes into effect next year making it obliga- 
tory upon cities of 20,000 or more inhabitants to have a manual 
training school, as a part of the high school course, so that such a 
school must be run in Lowell anyway. Mr. Whitcomb read a letter 
from Frank A. Hill, secretary of the state board of education, giving 
his hearty endorsement to this class of schools. 

“ Principal Farnham of the Lincoln school of Brookline was the 
concluding speaker, Chairman Gallagher saying that this school was 
foremost of the schools in the country in the matter of manual train- 
ing. Mr. Farnham said that he was wonderfully delighted when he 
saw what progress had been made by the pupils of this school in so 
short a time. He had seen no such progress elsewhere. He was 
pleased to be in this city of spindles and governors, and had hoped 
that he might see a live governor here to-night. He taught what is 
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known as an academic school but manual training had been taught 
in his school for five years. He didn’t think that any other of these 
schools had done as well in a year as this had done since the winter 
set in. There are sixteen lathes in his manual training school. The 
boys all have to go to the workshop and the girls to the cooking or 
sewing-room. The old-fashioned schools never allowed the use of 
the hand with the brain, and in that particular they were greatly 
defective. Then the boys amused themselves by throwing spit-balls 
at the ceiling instead of doing such work as we see here to-night. 
He found a boy in his school drawing a picture on his slate which 
the speaker thought was intended for him. He didn’t scold the 
boy but told him to persevere and he might make a very successful 
sketch. The boys want an opportunity to develop the talent in them. 
The old schools kept the body in a cast-iron form, while the mind 
was at work. We shall see much progress in eduqation in a few 
years. He hoped that some wealthy women of Lowell would start a 
vacation cooking and sewing school for the girls in this city this 
summer. The girls have been too much neglected. It had been 
said these manual training schools are for the purpose of making 
carpenters and other mechanics. This was not so. He did not 
know of a boy in his school who had gone to learn a trade, although 
there might be some. Boys from the manual training schools make 
better lawyers, better doctors, better clergymen. Manual training 
develops and strengthens the mental faculties. (Applause.) 

“ Mr. Gallagher thanked the speakers on behalf of the School 
Board for their attendance, and expressed the hope that the boys in 
our school would soon be provided as good facilities as are found in 
other cities, where wood-turning and iron as well as wood-working 
machinery are in use.” 

Professor Schwartz and Principal Farnham hold that 
manual training does not consist in the use of the 
hammer and saw nor in mere mechanical operations of 
any kind ; and in this they are sustained by universal 
experience. The hand, the eye, the reasoning powers, 
and the judgment are all trained in the exercises provided. 
That manual training is not merely mechanical is proved 
by the fact that no mere mechanic can succeed as a 
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teacher. By manual training the mind and the hand are 
brought into closer partnership and greater accuracy, 
precision and executive ability, and more systematic 
methods are the result. Manual training, moreover, gives 
self-reliance and a love of labor while inuring to habits of 
industry which prevent idleness and all the evils that 
follow in its train. It does not teach any particular 
trade, but the principles of all trades. The educational 
value of manual training is derived from the principles 
involved in the operations performed, not from the opera- 
tions themselves as is supposed by those who do not 
understand what manual training as a branch of study 
really means.

1. Graduating a foot rule. 

2. Square and miter work with saw and chisel. 
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3. Whole mortise and tenon. 

4. Half mortise and tenon. 

5. Half joint at end. 

6. Half joint at centre. 

7. Open dove-tail. 

8. Half dove-tail halved. 

9. Half dove-tail. 

10. Keyed dove-tail. 

11. Plain timber spliced. 

12. Plain timber spliced, halved mortise at ends. 

13. Chamfering. 

14. Dove-tailing section of drawer. 

15. Double mortise and tenons for door. 

16. Brackets embracing some of above joints.

After these courses were completed a variety of extra 
models were introduced for practice. The next step 
in advance will be either wood-carving or wood-turn- 
ing and pattern-making. The former can be introduced 
with little expense of equipment, but wood-carving will 
require lathes and power to run them. 

If the two courses in carpentry were taught in the 
Grammar Schools, the High School boys could start upon 
wood-carving or wood-turning as illustrated in the accom- 
panying cuts. That would be the order usually followed 
in wood-working ; but metal work in some form, such as 
forging or machine work, might be taken up directly after 
finishing the two courses in carpentry. 

In compliance with a law passed last year, manual 
training must be introduced into the High School next 
fall. It might be supposed that a whole new department 
would be required, but this is not the case. The present 
plant, with a slight addition, would suffice for wood-work, 
and no iron-work can be started to advantage until the 
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pupils have acquired some facility in the use of tools, the 
ability to draw plans of models and so on. It would be 
an injustice to the people to start an elaborate manual 
training school for the exclusive benefit of the High 
School pupils. In the first place, if High School scholars 
have to begin with the simplest forms of manual training, 
it would be absurd to waste much time on work that should 
be done in the grammar grades. If the city is to have 
manual training that will benefit the masses, the subject 
must be started in the Grammar Schools. After completing 
a course of shop-work in the Grammar Schools, the 
graduates could take up a course worthy of their years 
and their intelligence on entering the High School. 
The Grammar School scholars need manual training 
more than do those of the High School ; because the 

great bulk of them will have to go to work on leaving 
school. They will then discover the disadvantage of not 
having had the opportunities of manual training afforded 
those with whom they will have to compete in the battle 
of life. 

The statutes make it obligatory to teach manual train- 
ing in the High School leaving it optional with school 

boards to introduce it into Grammar Schools. Were the 
law framed in the interests of the people at large, it 

would include at least the higher grades of the Grammar 
Schools. The School Board can comply with the law rela- 
tive to manual training in the High School and at the 

same time meet the more ■ imperative needs of the com- 
munity by placing this popular branch within reach of 
Grammar School pupils. To arrange a High School course 
that will afford each class more than a couple of hours 
instruction in manual training per week, while Grammar 
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School pupils receive no such training, except outside school 
hours, would be to provide an educational luxury for the 
few, while failing to provide what is admitted to be an 
educational necessity for the many.

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The number of children in the city between five and fifteen 
years of age, as reported by the census enumerators, is 13,778 
as against 14*229 in 1893, a decrease of 451. The average 
number attending the public schools, however, has increased 
from 8,426 in 1893 to 8,902 in 1894, a gain all the more grat- 
ifying when made in the face of a considerable decrease in 
the number of children in the city. The attendance the last 
term of this year passed the 9,000 mark for the first time, and 
the year closes with a number belonging 616 larger than one 
year ago. Those figure do not include the kindergartens, 

where the increase of enrollment is from 322 last year to 422 

this year. The per cent, of attendance has gone up one point 
to 93. It was 90 in 1891, 91 in 1892, 92 in 1893, and 93 

in 1894, a gain all the more gratifying when we reflect that 
it was made in the face of the depletion of many schools 
which attended the small-pox scare the first of the year. I 

know of no feature of this report which gives me more satis- 
faction than this steady gain in the per cent, of attendance. 
It indicates on the part of the pupil a greater love for school, 
and on the part of the teachers an increase of fidelity and 
zeal which are auguries of still better results in the future. 

The handsome gain in the per cent, of attendance in the 
last four years ought not, however, to blind us to the fact 
that it is still lower than it ought to be, a fact fo.r which, 
in my opinion, the parents are mainly to blame. I can testify 
to painstaking and persistent effor on the part of many 
teachers with most discouraging results, a state of affairs due 
to the apathy, indifference, and sometimes open opposition of 
parents, who resent as an impertinence any attempt to incul- 
cate and enforce the virtues of promptness and punctuality. 
Among the poor there are many cases where the lack of proper 
clothing and the needs of the home make regular attendance 
impossible, and to these necessary evils are often added an 
indifference which is responsible for more absences than both 
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the other causes combined. It is not among the poor, how- 
ever, but among the darlings of the rich that the most exas- 
perating cases of absence occur. That such children should 
be kept at home whenever there is a heavy dew in summer 
or a fairly cold day in winter is, perhaps, to be expected, but 
that they should be allowed to stay away for the most trivial 
personal reasons, and often for no reason at all, except the whim 
of the child, is certainly provoking. I have known, for 
instance, a child to stay out of school for three days to get 
ready for some social occasion or entertainment, and then stay 
out three days more to recuperate. And parents of such pupils 
are • always wondering why their children do not get on better 
in their studies ! For the poor and the ignorant there is at 
least the partial excuse that they do not know by experience 
the benefit of an education, but for the well-to-do and (pre- 
sumably) intelligent sinners in this respect there is no excuse. 
The absence of a pupil not only entails a loss upon himself, 
but is an injury to the whole school which no parent with a 
decent regard for the rights of others ought to permit for any 
light or trivial reason. 

The total expenditures for all school purposes was $229,820.36, 
an increase over last year of only about $3,000, while the 
increase in average number of scholars belonging was as before 
stated, 476. This larger proportionate increase of scholars 
than of expenditures causes a reduction in the average expense 
per pupil from $18.17 l as t y ear to $17.67 this year. It is an 
open question -whether a school department should be praised for 
reducing expenditures. Possibly there would be more credit in a 
more liberal outlay, but one thing is certain : Lowell schools are 
managed with the most scrupulous economy, and their manage- 
ment errs, if it errs at all, in curtailing supplies actually 
needed by scholars and teachers rather than in providing 
luxuries which might be spared. In supervision, too, expenses 
in Lowell are very moderate as compared with those of other 
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cities of the same size. Fall River, for instance, employs a 
superintendent, one man and two women clerks, and four 
truant officers, eight persons, where Lowell employs a superin- 
tendent, a supervisor of evening schools and two truant 
officers, four persons. Worcester, too, has one man and two 
women clerks in the office of the superintendent, and both 

these cities have in effect, as Cambridge has in name, an 
assistant superintendent. In Worcester, too, the grammar 
masters afford some supervisory assistance and perform some 
duties which Lowell masters have not cared to assume. 
Worcester’s masters for nstance, prepared, revised and pub- 

lished a complete and very excellent course of study for the 
primary and grammar schools a year or two ago, a task 
Lowell masters are hardly likely to assume at present. The 

above facts, by the wa} r , are offered simply as proofs of 

economy in administration, and not at all as bids for more 

clerical assistance. I confess I do not know what I could 
find for three clerks to do. One clerk, however, who could 
keep the office open all the time, would be a great conven- 
ience to members of the committee, visitors, and all others 
having business at the office, and could be of considerable 
assistance to the Superintendent in many ways. 

In any case the expenses for next year must be consider- 
ably larger than for 1894. We shall begin the new year 

with more than 600 more pupils than were belonging a year 
ago. We have recently occupied a new grammar school house, 
and have elected to the new Lincoln School, and to fill 
vacancies, sixteen new teachers. The demand for several new 
kindergartens is likely to be too strong to be resisted. By 

state law manual training must be introduced into the High 
School, involving a costly plant and one ' or more expensive 
teachers, and all these things cost money. A bill has recently 
been presented, asking the school department to pay, at $ 2.00 
per week, for all Lowell inmates of the county truant school. 
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I do not think school funds should be taken to pay board at 
a reformatory, and hope this bill will yet be paid by some 
other department, but if not the appropriation for schools will 
have to be increased from $3,000 to $4,000 on this account. 

And as an offset to these added expenses I do not know 

where a reduction of one dollar is possible. The school 
department ought to have/- an appropriation of $240,000 next 

year at least. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

The school houses of the city are generally in good condi- 
tion, a fact due very largely to the efficient care of the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings, Mr. Bray. To the list of 
grammar school houses of modern construction we are glad to 
add one more, and that one of the best, the new Abraham 
Lincoln school house on Chelmsford street. It stands on 
comparatively low ground, and so lacks something of the 

imposing appearance of some of our other school houses from 
without, but within it ' is a model of convenience and attract- 
iveness. It is of brick, with eight rooms on two floors and 

a large hall on the third floor. The plans for the building 
were drawn to provide for a 4-room addition, and the num- 
ber of pupils who wish to attend the school will make it 
necessary to construct the additional rooms very soon. Like 

all recently constructed school houses in Lowell the Lincoln 
has ample provision for the master’s office, teachers’ parlor, 
store room, book cases and cabinets built into the wall in 

each room, dressing rooms, etc., and is provided with electric 
call bells, speaking tubes, and other conveniences which tend 
to comfort and good work. It is warmed and ventilated by 
the Fuller & Warren Heating and Ventilating Company. We 
have not yet had weather cold enough to afford a very 

thorough test of the capacity of the heating plant, but thus 
far it has proved very satisfactory. In this building we have 
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made our first trial on a large scale of adjustable seats and 
desks, and the result is very satisfactory indeed. I trust that 
in the future we shall use no others. 

Two 4-room primary buildings, one at the Middlesex Village 
and the other on Billings street in Centralville, have been 
begun, and will be finished by April, possibly, or by Sep- 
tember at the latest. 

Of the old buildings the Carter street primaries and the 
Bartlett grammar school are in the worst condition, and should 
be replaced by new buildings at once. At Carter street the 
two buildings with three rooms are not only old and bad, but 
they afford such insufficient accommodation that more rooms are 
a necessity. This school has been overcrowded the most of the 

V 

year, and there is a pressing need of at least one more school 
room there at once. I therefore recommend the immediate 
construction of a new 4-room building either on the site of the 
present buildings or on some lot not far away. 

The School Committee, by unanimous vote, asked the City 
Council last year for a new building to take the the place of 
the Bartlett school house, but the hard times seemed to make 
economy a necessity, and so we are to have parks and bridges 
instead. But here, too, the lack of room for the scholars bids 
fair to soon render necessary what the badness of the building 
has long made desirable, the construction of a larger as well 
as a better building. I renew with great earnestness the 
recommendations of the last two years . for a new grammar 
school building in Ward Five. 

The school which is most crowded to-day is the primary on 
Dover street, where the teacher of the' lowest grade now has 
an assistant in the room with her, and where the additional 
scholars who are sure to come in April will make an overflow 
a necessity. The section to the south and west of the Dover 
street school is growing in population very rapidly, and a new 
school house somewhere between Pine and Westford streets is 
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greatly needed already, and will be absolutely necessary 
in the near future. I recommend that it be built at once. 

All of the grammar school houses which have been erected 
in the last fifteen years have fine large halls. Those built at 
an earlier date lack this important feature, and in the case of 
those like the Bartlett, which must be replaced by a new 
building in the near future, it is hardly worth while to try to 
supply the deficiency. Of the old buildings the Yarnum is by 
far the best, and may properly be expected to remain in use 

for many years. To this building, therefore, it seems to me 

wise to add a hall, especially as it can be done easily, and 
at a not very large expense. I commend this matter to the 
early consideration of the Committee on School Houses. 

SCHOOLS AND TEACHERS. 

On this topic one is in the condition of the newsboy who 
shouted : “ Here’s your Star, News, Sun, the latest,” as 

loudly as ever, but omitted his usual : “All about the 

and when asked the reason explained, “ Why, you see the 

paper’s just chock full of news, but there’s nothing to cry.” 
Just so with the work of teachers the past year ; enough has 

been done, and well done, to fill a volume, but no unique or 
peculiar action has been taken to require special mention. To 
say that the schools are generally in good condition is true, 
though trite, and to say that there has been “a steady growth 
in all that is best in modern methods and the new education” 
is also true, though it is but a phrase copied from the report 
of last year. Teachers ’ meetings may or may not be things 
of utility in themselves, but as a proof of interest and zeal 
they are of unquestioned value. To develop a real enthusiasm 
all alone by one’s self is, perhaps, possible, but it is not 
usual, and live teachers are about as sure to get together once 
in a while as the sparks are to fly upward. Judged by this 
standard the record of the year is a good one. The kinder- 
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gartners have met weekly ; the primary teachers about once a 
month ; the meetings of the grammar masters, I am sorry to 
say, have fallen into innocuous desuetude. From January until 
June the bulk of the women teachers of the city attended 
each month a nature study lesson by Mr. A. G Boyden of 
Bridgewater. In October a teachers ’ institute was held under 
the auspices of the Board of Education, upon a Saturday, and 
was attended by all the teachers of the city. Later Miss 

Bertha Hintz gave a course of five lessons in illustrative 
black-board sketching, which were attended by 125 teachers, 
who assessed themselves to pay the bills. A large number of 
teachers continue to take geology lessons of Miss Rea, and 
about fifty are members of the Middlesex Women’s Club, which 
is doing a specially valuable work in history, science, psychol- 
ogy, etc. In several grammar schools teachers’ meetings are 
held weekly, with good interest and excellent results. In 
December about fifty teachers began with the Superintendent 
the reading of White’s Pedagogy, devoting one afternoon a 
week to this purpose, and other general grade and special 

meetings have been held too numerous to mention. 

For the purpose of finding out what professional reading 
teachers find valuable and attractive, and with a promise to 
report the facts obtained for mutual benefit, a circular was 
sent to all teachers in the city in December, asking what 

pedagogical or professional books they had read during the 
year, with an opinion of the same. This request was not 
made in any inquisitorial spirit, or with any purpose to blame, 
even in thought, those who had read nothing or to praise 

those who had read much, but from an honest desire to know 
what reading teachers find to be best, and with a belief that 
every teacher would be interested in the results obtained. 
About one hundred teachers responded, giving the names of 
576 books. Many also reported, in addition, the professional 
periodical literature read during the year, though this was not 
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asked for, it being assumed that every teacher would take and 
read at least one of the half dozen educational journals which 
are most popular in New England. Some of the books men- 
tioned were of a literary character not very directly related to 
the special work of teaching, and others were text books read 
for the very commendable purpose of broadening one’s views of 
the special book used in the schools, but a good proportion 
of them related directly to the theory or practice of teaching. 
As a means of finding out what reading teachers consider 
worth their while the returns were, however, of less value than 
I had expected. I had hoped to find a few books read by 
many teachers ; instead I found a great variety of books, each 
read by very few teachers. The 576 names represented 250 
different books. McClellan’s Psychology led the list, though 
with only fourteen readers, while the majority had been read 
by only one or two. While my own reading has not been 
particularly wide I did fancy that I knew the names, at least, 
of most standard books of this kind which are in general use, 
but I was surprised, and a little humiliated, to find that Lowell 
teachers were reading a considerable number of excellent books 
of which I had never even heard, and I was unable to sum- 
marize the reports I had received, as I had planned to do, 
unless I published a volume. 

Only about one-half the teachers made any report. This 
does not mean, however, that those who sent in no report had 
done no reading. None of the grammar masters, for instance, 
made any report, though some of them, I know, have been 
doing a good deal of reading of the most thorough and valu- 
able kind, and the same was probably true of other teachers 
in all the grades. Enough was reported, however, to show that 
Lowell teachers are doing a liberal amount of reading and 
study along the lines of the best professional literature. This 
fact is full of encouragement, for, as a rule, the interested, 
reading, thinking, teacher is the good teacher. That there are 
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exceptions I grant. I have, indeed, known two or three who 
were exceeding wise in theories but sad failures in practice, 
but these exceptions are only numerous enough to prove the 
rule. It is not, of course, to be expected that all phases of 
professional reading will be of equal interest or value to every 
teacher. Abstract psychology, for instance, may well be but 
a bore to many, and if taken up as a disagreeable duty prove 
worse than worthless, and the same will be true of other 
subjects to other teachers. I do not believe that a teacher 
should read or study anything from a sense of duty, but, on 
the other hand, the teacher who finds no book in the whole 
wide range of the science or the art, the theory or the 
practice of teaching which he can read with enjoyment and 
profit ought to resign at once.

Normal School; Miss Bridge to enjoy a 
well earned rest ; Mrs. Wheeler, Miss McLaughlin, Miss Lane, 
and Miss Hardman to marry ; and Miss Scripture and Miss 
Brown on account of continued ill health. The best , wishes of 
their former fellow workers will follow them all. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

The year at the High School has been a pleasant and pros 
perous one, the new building enabling teachers, especially those 
in physics and chemistry, to do better work than ever before. 
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The graduating class numbered 91, as large a number as ever 
before, though no larger than in 1893. The entering class was 
larger than the average of the last four years by about fifty, 
though less in number than the phenomenal class of 1893 

which numbered 311 from the Grammar Schools alone. The 
class of September, 1894, numbered 253, of whom 236 were 
from Grammar Schools and 17 from other sources. By recent 

state law all towns which do not maintain high schools of 

their own are required to pay the tuition of their pupils in 

the high schools of other cities or towns, thus ensuring to 
every child in the commonwealth the advantages of a high 

school education without expense for tuition. Pupils in one or 
two towns near us, which do not have high schools of their 

own, are taking advantage of this law to attend in Lowell in 

considerable numbers, and their number is likely to increase 
in the future. 

During the year a department in voice culture and position 
has been added to the High School course with Mrs. Emma 
Manning Huntley as teacher. This does not interfere at all 
with the exercises in declamation and reading which have always 
been held, and which are continued just as before, but does 
give a very valuable additional drill in elocution. So far the 

course has proved popular. It is yet too early to note posi- 
tive results in better tones in the class room and elsewhere, 
but that such results will follow no one can doubt who wit- 
nesses the thorough drill which is given to all by Mrs. Hunt- 
ley. Several changes have also been made in the teaching of 
English, which are already bearing fruit in better work, and 
other changes in the order of studies and the number of reci- 
tations are yet in the experimental stage, though with a very 
hopeful outlook. 

The claim made for a student from another city last sum- 
mer that he had surpassed all previous records in the excellence 
of his examination for admission to Harvard College, led to 
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an examination of these records which proved that this honor 
belongs to a graduate of the Lowell High School, Arthur Win- 
fred Hodgman of the class of ’85. His percentage of entrance 
examinations “with credit” was 2 1-2 points above that of his 
nearest competitor. The same investigation also showed that 
this splendid record of Mr. Hodgman was only the best of 
many excellent records made by Lowell boys, records so num- 
erous and so good as to place the Lowell High School among 
the very first of the schools which prepare students to enter 
Harvard College. This was no new fact to Lowell citizens, but 
it was a matter of some gratification here that an investigation 
made by others, with results published in Boston papers, should 
give to the Lowell High School a standing so exceptionally 
high. 

The graduating exercises were held in the High School hall 
Tuesday afternoon, June 26, at 3 o’clock, and Wednesday eve- 
ning, June 27, in Huntington Hall. An interesting fact con- 
nected with the presentation of the Carney medals was that 
Governor Greenhalge, who presented the medals, was himself 
the first to receive a Carney medal which was given him just 
thirty-five years before.

GRAMMAR AND PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

One new grammar school has been opened during the year, 
making, with the grammar department of the Training School, 
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ten in all. When the term opened in September there were 

75 pupils in the Edson, 50 at Plain street, and nearly as 
many at the Highland, for whom there were no seats, and 
these were transferred to the Lincoln at once. The house 

was finished none too soon; indeed, it is hard to see how the 
scholars of this section could possibly have been accommodated 
without it. And the number who live near it, and who wish 
to attend it, is already greater than it will hold. 

The most noticeable change in the course of study is the 

introduction of Algebra into the last year of the grammar 
school course as a half-time study, geography being retired to 
make room for it. Heretofore geography has been completed 
in the eighth year and reviewed in the ninth. Now the review 
is limited to one-half the year, and then Algebra takes its place. 
Some changes have been made in the arithmetic schedule for 
the lower grammar grades, simple work in fractions and denomi- 
nate numbers having been introduced one and two years ear- 
lier than before. Teachers have taken hold of this work with 
great heartiness, and with the most gratifying results. Prob- 
ably, however, the greatest change which has been made in 
the last few years is one which does not appear in any prin- 
ted course of study, but which affects, I hope, every school- 
room in the city. I refer to the constantly increasing effort 
to correlate studies and to teach the pupil rather than to 
teach subjects. 

TRAINING SCHOOL. 

The year at the Training School has been a very prosper- 
ous and successful one. The well earned reward of an elec- 
tion to the principalship came to Miss Keyes on the last night 
of the year, a fact which gave great satisfaction to all the 
teachers and pupils of the school. 

At the beginning of the year there were forty-two gradu- 
ates of the school who were candidates for an election, and 
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eight more graduated during the year. Fourteen have been 
elected, one has married, and one has died, leaving thirty-four 
still on the list, and of these at least three have withdrawn 
or are likely to withdraw soon, so that the number of actual 
applicants is reduced to thirty-one. Of these six have been 
teaching out of town, and the remainder have been no more 
than enough to supply the demand for temporary and substi- 
tute teachers. Of those on the grammar school list there has 
been, indeed, an actual scarcity, and several have been changed 
from the primary to the grammar list. Every graduate has had 
some work during the year, though two or three of the last 
on the primary list have had but little, and the number on 
the waiting list is none too large. 

The number of applicants for admission to the Training 

School has been much less for the last three years than be- 
fore that time, a fact due, probably, to the belief that there 
' were already so many graduates waiting for schools that a new 
comer would stand no chance of an election until after weary 
years of waiting. There was some reason for this belief, 

though at the worst it was not as bad as it seemed, since 

nearly all graduates have had practically permanent work as 
temporary and substitute teachers at $2.25 per day, a salary 
large enough to remove the major part of the hardship of 
waiting. Now, however, that the waiting list is only a little 
more than half as large as it was two years ago, the objec- 
tion referred to has less force than ever, and the number of 

candidates is likely to increase.

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KINDERGARTENS. 

No new kindergarten has been opened during the year, 
though largely signed petitions have been presented to the 
Committee asking for one on Kirk street and another in the 

Lincoln School building. The lack of room at either of the 

places named made it practically impossible for the Committee 
to comply with these requests, and the same is true of other 
places where kindergartens are wanted. The one in Ward 5 
has been changed from the vestry of the Mt. Vernon street 
church to a better room on the same street, and doubled in 
size, and this is the only change. All are increasingly popular, 
and nearly all reached this limit of numbers, fifty, last fall, 
and were obliged to refuse admission to late comers. Lowell’s 
kindergartens, in fact, are a part of her school system of 

which she has a right to be proud. There is no poor one, 

nor is there one weak teacher on the list. The course marked 
out for them by the Supervisor, Miss Devereaux, has not only 
succeeded at home but has attracted so much attention abroad 
as to bring many inquiries with regard to it, and very flattering 
offers from publishers who wish to put it in print. All the 
teachers meet weekly for a discussion of a plan of the week’s 
work as outlined by the Supervisor, and that union in which 
there is strength is constantly helping them to better and 
better work. 

The children who have gone from the kindergartens to the 
primary schools have generally been so mingled with those who 
have had no such privileges that it has not been easy to tell 
how much their previous experience has helped them. At the 
Training School last September it was, however, convenient to 
place a division of about a dozen children from the kinder- 
garten in a class by themselves, and their superiority was very 
manifest from the first. With them habits of order, attention 
and obedience had already been formed. Minds had been 
trained by thinking and hands made deft and facile by prac- 
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tice. No time was lost in familiarizing themselves with their 
surroundings, and in the four months just passed they have 
advanced almost as far as their less fortunate companions will 
be able to do in twice the time. The popular idea of a 
kindergarten is that it is very nice place for children to play 
little games and be well cared for, a sort of a first class day 
nursery, and so it is, but it • is much more. The children 
actually learn many facts which are of real value, but better 
still they get a training of hand and mind and heart which 

makes them in every way stronger, abler, and better. I trust 
that the time will soon come when the privileges of the kinder- 
garten will precede the primary school for every child in the city. 

The trainers ’ class for kindergartners was opened in Septem- 
ber with ten members, six residents, and four non-residents. 

The latter pay a tuition of $100 for the course of one year. 

Members of the class go by twos to each of the five kinder- 
gartens of the city, changing each month, and not only observe 
but assist in the work every day in the year. They thus 

obtain an unsurpassed amount of practice which prepares them 
better than anything else can for the work they will have to 
do when they come to have the charge of a kindergarten for 
themselves. Nor is the theory part neglected. The afternoons 
are given to hard work in this line, and the instructions of 
the Supervisor are to be supplemented by the help of some of 
the best teachers of special departments who can be found in 
the state. The class is doing excellent work, and bids fair to 
give us, and anyone else who wishes to employ them, more 
teachers just as good as those we have, which is all one need 
reasonably ask for. The class will graduate in June next. 

NORMAL SCHOOLS-. 

For more than fifty years it has been the policy of the state 
to offer its teachers a professional education free so far as 
tuition is concerned. For this purpose Normal Schools, man- 
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aged by the Board of Education and supported by the state, 
have been established at Framingham, Bridgewater, Salem, Wor- 
cester, and Westfield, and a Normal Art School in Boston. 
Lowell teachers have availed themselves of the privileges offered 
by these schools to such an extent that nearly half of our pri- 
mary and grammar teachers, 81 to be exact, have attended 
normal schools, and 43 are graduates. The above named 

schools, however, are all so far from Lowell as to make daily 

trips to them by steam cars so difficult as to prohibit atten- 

dance on the part of any but the most robust; while residence 
at the school has entailed an expense too great to be borne 
by any except the daughters of the well-to-do. When, therefore, 
it was suggested last year that the state might be induced to 
establish another normal school the idea was received with 

great enthusiasm in Lowell, and the fact that we have a larger 
population within walking distance of a school here than any 
other city of the state not already provided with good normal 
school accommodations would have within a half-hour’s car ride, 
seemed to us to give Lowell pre-eminent claims to the privi- 
lege of providing a location. The attention of the School Com- 
mittee was first called to this matter in November, 1893, and 
the Superintendent of Schools was authorized to ask the Board 
of Education to recommend to the General Court the estab- 
lishment of another normal school, and that the same be located 
in Lowell. At the request of the School Board the City Coun- 
cil appointed a committee to join in pressing this request, 
and at a School Committee meeting Dec. 7 Mayor Pickman 
and Messrs. Greene and Cummings were appointed to co-oper- 
ate with representatives of the City Council. This joint com- 
mittee was representated at a public hearing of the Board of 
Education given in Boston Dec. 7. Many other cities and 
towns joined in the request, and the State Board finally voted 
to recommend a school, or schools, as asked for. This brought 
the matter before the legislature, and as the result of many 
7 
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hearings before the Committee on Education and the Com- 
mittee on Finance, and of a prolonged contest in the House 
and Senate, a bill was finally passed for the establishment of 
four new normal schools, one of which should be located in 
in Lowell. For this fortunate result the thanks of the public 
are due to the School Committee for inaugurating the move- 
ment, to the members of the Legislature all of whom did much 
earnest and effective work in favor of the Lowell .bill, to the 
president and secretary of the Board of Trade, and to other 
public spirited citizens too numerous to mention. 

If the school thus obtained shall accomplish the results which 
may reasonably be expected of it, its location in Lowell will, 
I believe, be an inestimable benefit to the educational interests 
of the city. Not only will it give would-be teachers a pro- 
fessional education at home and without cost ; not only will it, 
in time, give us a corps of teachers all of whom have had 
such education, to the manifest advantage of our schools, but 
it ought from the start to do much to make Lowell an educa- 
tional headquarters for all this part of the state. It should 
bring to us, as teachers in the school, educators of recognized 
standing and eminent ability whose co-operation in everything 
which tends to improve the profession we shall have a right to 
expect. Some lectures and courses of lessons from the in. 
structors, and from the eminent educators whom they will bring 
here, will doubtless be open to all teachers free or at a 
nominal cost. A model school where the best methods are 
exemplified by the best teachers will of course be open to 
all teachers who care to visit it. In short the whole influence 
of the school cannot fail to be a grand uplift in the city, 
which will be worth a thousand times more than all the effort 
it cost to bring it here. 

By the terms of the bill establishing the school, the 
selection of a site was left to the Board of Education, which, 
after several months of deliberation, finally chose the lot at 
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the corner of Broadway and Wilder streets, commonly known 
as the J. G. Peabody estate. The lot contains 132,369 sq. ft. 
and the price paid was $23,164.57. By the terms of the bill, 
also, the city is bound to provide suitable model and practice 
schools, an indispensable adjunc of any normal school estab- 
lished under modern conditions. As there are scarcely any 
children in the neighborhood of the site selected for the school 
it will be impossible to have model and practice schools near 
at hand, unless the pupils are transported there in carriages, 
and if these schools are to be at a distance, as would seem to 
be planned for, our present Training School would fill the bill 
as well as any, an arrangement which would probably be more 
satisfactory to he city than any other. 


EVENING DRAWING SCHOOL. 

The free evening drawing school has the same quarters and 

nearly the same teachers as last year. Following is the

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MANUAL TRAINING. 

As has been stated elsewhere it will be necessary, in order 
to comply with state law, to make manual training an essen- 
tial part of the High School course of study after September 
i, 1895. The law also provides that the course adopted shall 
be subject to the approval of the State Board of Education. 
Thus far this Board has made no statement of minimum require- 
ments, but the expectations of the Board may, perhaps,- be fairly 
inferred from the following quotation from the forthcoming re- 
port of the Secretary, Mr. Frank A. Hill : 

“The definition of a high manual training school, as inferred from 
the courses of study generally pursued in the high manual training 
schools of the country, contains the following elements : \ 

1. “A course of study three or four years in length, with a 
marked trend towards the greater length. 

2. “Free-hand and mechanical drawing throughout the course, one 
hour daily. 

3. “ Shop exercises two hours daily. 

4. “Academic work three hours daily, two or more of them devoted 
to recitations. 

5. “The use of power. 

6. “Wood-working, including the use of tools, materials, and the 
elementary processes of carpentry, joinery, wood-turning, pattern, 
making, and, if advisable, carving. 

7. “Iron-working, including forging, chipping and filing, and the 
elementary processes of machine work. 

8. “A session six hours long, or longer, with a suitable allowance 
for recess and lunch. 

9. “A correlation of the academic work, so far as possible, with 
that of the drawing room and the shop. 

“It is not possible, of course, to attain this standard at once, but a 
standard like the foregoing, modified by local conditions, and im- 
proved as experience suggests, should be kept steadily in view if a 
city would do as well by its pupils as others cities with fully estab- 
lished manual training schools have done. 

“ Whatever plan may be deemed advisable in the initial stages of 
organizing such a school, or in the smaller cities, in view of proper 
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economies it is more satisfactory in the long run, at least for the 
larger places, to give the school a full plant of its own and a sepa- 
rate management.” 

Assuming the foregoing to be a fair statement of what Low- 
ell ought to do, it seems to me worth while to consider in 
advance, and at once, what should be attempted the first year. 

It is obviously impracticable to do advanced work at first, 
and manual training should, in my opinion, be offered in 
September next to the boys of the Junior class only. The 
maximum number to be expected in this class is about 150. 
Of these nearly one third will take the college course, which 
will, of course, preclude them from taking manual training. 
Assuming that one-half of the 100 which would be left would 
take manual training, which should be optional, not obligatory, 
we should have two classes of about 25 each, a proper num- 
ber for a class, either for the drawing or the shop work. If 
a teacher can be found competent to teach both these branches 
he would have to give four hours to shop work and two hours 
to drawing each day, one half of this amount to each class. 
More than two classes will require another teacher, and, possi- 
bly, the work would be too much for a single teacher even 
if there were no more than two classes. We have in the city 
several men who have demonstrated in the free evening draw- 
ing school their fitness to teach the drawing, and it is prob- 
able that one of these men can be obtained, if necessary, to 
teach drawing for one or two hours daily. For the year 1895-6, 
therefore, I do not think we need, at present, to plan for the 
employment of more than one teacher. 

In addition to the manual training and drawing, which 
together should count as one study, students should be required 
to take two academic studies. One of these would naturally 
be algebra, and the other some English study, and both 
would, of course, be taught by the regular teachers of the 
High School. This plan, which is that of Mr. Hill, will, as 
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will be seen at a glance, make the manual training course 
harder, rather than easier, than the other two courses; indeed, 
it seems to me to be a little too hard, and I doubt whether 
it will be advisable to require five full recitations a week in 
each of two academic studies in addition to five hours of 
drawing and ten hours of shop work. But these are details 
to be settled later. 

The shop work for the first year in most New England 
schools is limited to wood-working without the use of power, 
that is to carpentry and joinery. Wood- turning, for which 
lathes would be required, and pattern- making and wood-carv- 
ing come in the second year. If we follow this plan the 
benches and tools we already have are exactly what will be 
needed for the High School course. In the best schools of 
the Middle states, however, the wood-turning, for which power 
is needed, is generally put in the last half of the first year, 
and in several excellent schools metal-working is also begun 
the first year, pupils working in wood one day and in metals 
the next. Some schools begin the metal work with chipping 
and filing, but the majority put the blacksmithing first as being 
much simpler and less difficult for a beginner. If this order 
of studies is adopted here we shall need, in addition to the 
wood-working benches which we already have, a blacksmithing 
plant with as many anvils and forges as we have pupils in a 
division, about 25. Power can easily be had from an electric 
motor, and the expense need not be large. In either case the 
old city hall, if not soon sold or rented, offers the best loca- 
tion in point of accessibility and fitness, and if that is not 
available the old Mann school-house is the next best place. 
Eventually, as Mr. Hill suggests, the manual training depart- 
ment should have a building by itself, with a separate man- 
agement, but for the first year at least it can just as well 
remain a part of the regular High School work. 

Having, therfeore, a plant already in hand, and a plan which 
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involves no very great difficulty, at least for the first year, the 
one difficult thing, the importance of which cannot possibly be 
over-estimated, is the finding of the right man to take charge 
of the new department. The work of the first year will, prob- 
ably be merely wood-working and drawing, but the man who 
teaches this should know all that is to come in the next three 
years in order that every step taken shall be a definite and 
well understood preparation for the next. No superintendent 
of schools is likely to be an expert in manual training, the 
present incumbent certainly making no such pretension, and 
superintendent and committee must necessarily be guided in 
plans, not only for the present but for the whole future, very 
largely by the advice and suggestions of the man who shall 
teach manual training the first year. Space is lacking in which 
to elaborate this point, but it is one, as before stated, whose 
importance cannot be overestimated. A weak or incompetent 
teacher at the start will be simply ruinous. 

TEXTILE SCHOOL. 

The movement for a textile chool in Lowell has the hearty 
support of the school department, though such an institution 
would have no direct connection with the public school system. 
In Europe all great cities have their trade schools, and their 
pre-eminence in manufacturing is believed to be largely due to 
this fact. If Lowell mills are to compete with those of Eng- 
land and Germany for the trade of the world, or even to hold 
their own in the home market under low tariffs, it must be by the 
employment of the highest form of skilled labor. The mills 
give opportunity enough for manual practice, but there is now 
no place in the state where a young man can get the 
wider and more thorough training of head and hand which 
will fit him to become an overseer or superintendent. To 
give this is the mission of the textile school, and if it does 
it well its value can hardly be overestimated. With such a 
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school it will, of course, be the duty and privilege of the 
public schools to co-operate. We now prepare students for 
college and the Institute of Technology because they wish to 
go to these places, and we shall be equally glad to arrange 
special courses for those who wish to enter a textile school 
just as soon as we know what preparation will be required. 
And if time shall develop any other way in which the public 
schools can co-operate with the textile school the friends of 
the latter may be sure that the school department will do all 
in its power to make the new institution a great success. 

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE AND TRUANCY. 

Massachusetts has had a compulsory education law on her 
statute books for many years, but this law has very 'rarely been 
enforced except as it has been done indirectly by refusing to 
allow children to work in the mills and shops until they have 
first complied with the law as regards school attendance. In 
this respect we are behind most civilized nations. In 
England, France, and Germany education is compulsory, not 
by negative and indirect means only but by stringent enact- 
ments which are so well enforced that the number of children 
allowed to grow up in ignorance is far less than here. In 

Saxony, for instance, the school authorities assert that there is 
not in the whole state one child ten years old, of sound mind, 
who cannot read and write. That a comparison of Saxony 
with Massachusetts, in this respect, is not to our credit need 
not be said, and Lowell is not, probably, particularly better or 
worse than her neighbors. At least we are compelled to admit, 
to our shame, that the registration for the evening schools 

occasionally -discloses a boy born and reared in Lowell who has 

dodged school so successfully that he can neither read nor 
write. There are not many such but there are some. 

The apparent failure of the school department to do its 
whole duty in this respect has not been due wholly to inca- 
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pacity or indifference. The law relating to the subject has 
been fatally defective, and the experience of others has shown 
that it has been almost impossible to secure convictions under 
it. At the request of some of the schoolmen of the state who 
were interested in the matter, the law was, however, so amended 
last winter that it is now believed to be feasible to enforce 
it. The following is the text of the new law: 

“Chap. 188. Sec. 1. Every person having under his control a 
child between the age of eight and fourteen years, and, in cities and 
towns where industrial training is taught, between the ages of eight 
and fifteen years, shall annually cause such child to attend some 
public day school in the city or town in which he resides, for at least 
thirty weeks, if the schools are kept open that length of time, with an 
allowance of two weeks’ time for absences not excused by the super- 
intendent of schools or the school committee ; such period of time or 
attendance shall begin within the first month of the fall term of 
school, and for each five days of absence of any such child thereafter, 
in excess of the above allowance, before the completion of the re- 
quired annual attendance of thirty weeks, the person having such 
child under his control shall, upon the complaint of the school com- 
mittee, or any truant officer, forfeit to the use of the public schools 
of such city or town a sum not exceeding twenty dollars ; but if such 
child has attended for a like period of time a private day school ap- 
proved by the school committee of such city or town, or if such child 
has been otherwise instructed for a like period of time in the bran- 
ches of learning required by law to be taught in the public schools, 
or if his physical or mental condition is such as to render attendance 
inexpedient or impracticable, such penalty shall not be incurred.” 

No prosecutions have yet been made under the provisions of 
this law, but there is a considerable number of parents who are 
criminally neglectful of the welfare of their children and the 
laws of the state, and I propose to have the new law tested 
upon some of them soon. This will no't be done in any spirit 
of spite or bitterness, but in the interests of the children and 
in the belief that one or two convictions will have a good 
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influence on those who are disposed to be careless, or worse, 
in this respect. 

The truant officers are faithful and earnest in the discharge 
of their duties, and I do not think the work of the office was 
ever better done than at present. All the same it is utterly 
impossible for two men to cover the whole city, and look up 
truants and absentees as it should be done. When once a 

teacher gets a boy’s name upon her record book it is compar- 

atively easy to keep track of him. If he is absent without 
excuse or known reason she can report him to the truant 

officers, and two men are enough to look up all such cases. 
But the difficulty is mainly with those parents who move into 
the city from time to time and neglect to place their children 
in school. Such children soon learn to hide when the truant 
officer makes his necessarily infrequent rounds, and as he has 
no record of them he has no means of knowing of their 
existence. At this point it seems to me that the efforts of 

truant officer should be supplemented by the help of every 
police officer of the city, who should no more allow a probable 
truant to pass him unchallenged than any other law-breaker. 

No truant officer has yet been elected in the place of Mr. 
Lang who died last spring. By the aid of another team the 
work has been done, as before stated, by two men in a very 
satisfactory manner, yet there is enough for three, and I shall 
be glad when another is elected. Other things being equal, 
it would be of great advantage if the new man should be 
able to speak French. A large portion of our population now 
speak this language, and a man who could converse freely 
with his compatriots in their own tongue would have a great 
advantage over one who could not. In any case the office is 
an important one, requiring of the incumbent great zeal, earn- 
estness, tact, judgment, and a conscientious belief that the 
greatest favor that can be done any child is to see that he has, 
even against his will if need be, the advantage of an education. 
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Another law, for the enforcement of which the truant officers 
have just been supplied with warrants, is that which .authorizes 
arrest and detention in the Truant School for “persistently 
violating the rules of the common schools.” Hitherto boys so 
bad as to be suspended from school have been held to be 
practically beyond the reach of any law, because being willing 
to attend school they could not be proceded against as truants, 
while school law could no longer affect those who were 
debarred from school privileges. Such can now be proceeded 
against under the new law referred to above, to the advantage, 
I doubt not, of both boy and school. 

A tabulated statement of the work done by the truant 
officers in 1894 will be submitted at the close of this report. 

WARREN COLBURN. 

The following quotation from a biographical sketch of 
Warren Colburn which appeared in the Dedham Historical 
Register for April, 1894, does tardy justice to one of Lowell’s 
honored citizens of the past, and is worthy of a place here : 

“As a citizen of Lowell, Mr. Colburn served as a member of the 
school committee, organized a teachers’ association, and was actively 
engaged in every step in the establishment of the public schools in 
that then new town. In this committee originated the system which 
has resulted in the perfected graded system of today. With strong 
opposition, it carried the abolition of the old district school, where 
children of all ages were gathered in one room, and established 
primary and grammar schools. In a few years the high school was 
added by this same committee. These pioneer steps have been 
followed throughout the state and so demonstrated their value that 
the policy of Massachusetts may be considered settled. It may and 
must improve ; for thanks to Warren Colburn, the district school has 
passed away.” 

Mr. Colburn was a resident of Lowell from 1824 until • the 
time of his death in 1833. That he was the author of an 
arithmetic which marks an era in education in this country, 
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the only common ^school text-book, so far as I know, which 

has stood the test of more than a half century of constant 

use and still has a large sale, is generally known ; but that he 

and his able co-adjutors in the Lowell school committee were 
the founders of a graded school system which has become 

the well established system not only of the state but of the 
nation is a fact not generally known, though even more 
important. “ Had merit and valuable service been preferred to 
prominence in political strife ” says his biographer, “ the statue 
of Warren Colburn, as the first great benefactor of common 
schools, would stand where by right it should stand, in front 
of the State House in Boston, and where it may reasonably 
be hoped it will when the remodelled State House is erected.” 

IN MEMORIAM. 

Two teachers have died during the year, Mr. George W. 
Howe, master of the Varnum Schoo , March 21st, and Miss 
Nellie F. Keefe, assistant in the Butler School, December nth. 

Mr. Howe was elected master of the Colburn School in 
1880, and continued to hold that position until 1891, when he 
was transferred to the Varnum. He was an able and efficient 
teacher, and a brave, generous, large-hearted man. Kind and 
just to his pupils, helpful and considerate to his assistants, he 
had the respect of all, and the warm affection of those who 
knew him best. Men as able, reliable and dependable as Mr. 
Howe are all too rare, and in his death the schools of Lowell 
met with a real loss. 

Miss Keefe, though only 33 years of age, had been a 
teacher since 1879. She was enthusiastically devoted to her 
work, and very successful in it. She loved her pupils — always 
the 1 first condition of any really good teaching, — and they loved 
her.° Such teachers can ill be spared, but their memory ought 
to inspire all others who knew them with increased devotion 
to the great work to which their lives were given. 
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Mr. Bickford Lang, truant commissioner since 1873, died 

April 11, aged 70 years 7 months. Mr. Lang’s whole life had 
been spent in connection with reformatory institutions, a 
kind of work in which, in his prime, he had few superiors. 
Undisturbed by threats or opposition, keen to detect imposition, 
and doing his duty without fear or favor, he was yet one of 
the kindest hearted men in the city, and so performed the 

duties of his difficult office as to make friends and sincere 
mourners even of those whom he was forced to punish. 

In conclusion I desire again to put upon record my high 
appreciation of the zeal and loyalty of the teachers of the city, 
and of the hearty and efficient assistance of my co-workers 

the truant officers, and the Supervisor of evening schools, Mr. 
John A. Smith. The latter has not only managed the affairs 
of his own department with rare skill and efficiency but has 

been of invaluable assistance to me in many other respects. 

From the School Committee as a whole, and from every indi- 
vidual member, I have received the most cordial and generous 
support and to this fact is due a very large part of whatever 
success I have had in my work. For this and all other favors 
I again return my hearty thanks.

The above table is intended as an approximate estimate of the 
relative importance of the different studies, and teachers are at 
liberty to vary the time for each study within such reasonable limits 
as circumstances may require. 
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FIRST YEAR. 

FIRST HALF. 

Reading. — Teach by the sentence and word method, beginning with 
script letters on the blackboard, and later using the Monroe Charts 
and the first lessons in the First Reader. Employ phonic analysis to 
secure distinct articulation and assist in the recognition of new 
wprds. Secure naturalness of expression by making sure that no 
sentence is spoken until the thought is fully comprehended. Consult 
Miss Spear’s “ Preparing to Read,” Calkin’s “From Blackboard to 
Books,” and Miss Badlam’s “ Suggestive Lessons in Language and 
Reading.” 

Writing. — Words and letters on ruled slates from blackboard copy 

Spelling. — Words of the reading lessons copied from the black- 
board. After the letters of the alphabet are known, spelling from 
dictation may be begun, at the option of the teacher. 

Language. — Object: (i) To secure the confidence of the chil- 
dren and make them feel at home in school ; (2) to increase their 
vocabulary; and (3) to accustom them to express their thoughts in 
simple and correct forms of speech. 

Lead the children to talk freely about things with which they are 
familiar, and to reproduce short stories told them by the teacher. 
Require complete statements, correct forms of speech, and distinct 
articulation, using great care, however, that corrections are not made 
in a way to repel confidence or lessen interest. The importance of 
making children enjoy the first weeks of school life cannot be over- 
estimated. Memory gems, brief maxims, and short selections of 
poetry, learned and recited in this and all succeeding grades. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers from one to five, inclusive. Add, multi- 
ply, subtract, and divide, developing all processes by the aid of 
objects. Consult Wentworth and Reed’s “ First Steps in Number,” 
and Baldwin’s “ Industrial Arithmetic,” in this and all succeeding 
grades. 

Geography. — Conversation lessons, preparatory to regular work 
in geography. Teach position, as above, below, on, under, front, 
back, etc., and right and left as relative terms. Lead children to 
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observe the temperature as warm, hot, or cold, and the weather as 
sunny, cloudy, or rainy. Consult Nichols’ “ Topics in Geography,” 
Grade I. 

Nature Study. — Lessons to recognize and name a few common 
plants, animals and minerals, and to note single qualities of each. 
Teach only from observation and experiment. The object of nature 
study in primary grades is not so much the acquisition of facts as 
the training of the powers of observation and the development of an 
active interest in natural objects. Consult Prince’s “Courses and 
Methods. 

Physiology. — Oral lessons, teaching the names and uses of the 
external parts of the body, and the simplest rules of health. Consult 
Prince’s “ Courses and Methods,” pages 173 and 195. The order of 
topics prepared by Dr. Dunton of the Boston Normal School, and 
printed on page 196 of the above mentioned book, may profitably be 
followed in this and all succeeding grades. Teach the effect of the 
use of alcoholic stimulants and narcotics as required by the laws of 
the state. 

Manners and Morals. — As required by the Public Statutes of the 
Commonwealth and printed on page 30 of the Rules of the School 
Committee, in this and all succeeding grades. Mrs. Dewey’s “ How 
to teach Manners,” or Miss Wiggin’s “ Lessons on Manners,” may 
serve as a manual. 

Music and Drawing. — Throughout the course as directed by the 
special teacher of each of those branches. 

SECOND HALF. 

Reading. — Franklin First Reader and supplementary readers. 
Continue phonics, and teach the long and short sounds of the vowels. 
See that every phrase is spoken as a whole. In this, as in all grades, 
the aim is to secure a full comprehension of the thought, natural 
expression, distinct articulation, correct pronunciation, and ready 
utterance. 

If the last part of the First Reader proves too difficult for the first 
year, leave a part to be finished the second year. 

Writing. — Words and sentences from the blackboard, chart, and 
slips prepared for the purpose on slates and the paper specially ruled 
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for primary work. If all the letters of the alphabet have not been 
learned by the pupil by the end of the year, unconsciously, give a little 
special instruction to accomplish this object. 

Spelling. — Words of the reading lesson copied from the black- 
board, and afterwards spelled, orally or in writing, from dictation. 
Teach children to spell their own names, and the names of places or 
objects in which they are interested. 

Language. — Objects : to increase the pupils’ stock of ideas and 
words, and to facilitate the expression of thought in correct forms of 
speech. 

Conversational lessons as in the first half, carefully correcting all 
errors of expression. In this respect every lesson in this and all 
succeeding grades should be a language lesson. Begin writing short 
sentences, and teach the capital at the beginning of the sentence, 
the capital I, and the period and interrogation-mark. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, to ten, inclusive. Use 
objects, but discard them gradually as facts are learned, and give 
much drill in applied and abstract work. Arabic and Roman nota- 
tion to ten (and further, so as to enable pupils to tell page, lesson, 
and paragraph in the reading book, at the option of the teacher), and 
the signs -(-, — , X, -j-» =, Teach, objectively, the fractions 

it i > coins from one cent to ten cents ; pint, quart, inch. 

Geography. — Teach cardinal points, with practical application to 
objects in the school-room, the school-yard, and streets near the 
school-house. Have children draw plans of desk, and locate objects 
on them, and use an outline of the school-room drawn upon the 
blackboard by the teacher for the same purpose. 

Give easy conversation lessons at appropriate times on natural 
objects and phenomena, as sun, clouds, rain, snow, etc. 

Nature Study. — Lessons as in the first half. Teach only the 
most general and obvious features, and assist pupils to ,find out all 
facts for themselves as far as possible. Whenever practicable, 
provide specimens for all the pupils. Encourage the children 
to make collections. 

Physiology. — As in the first half. In connection with the names 
and uses, teach the proper care of the hair, teeth, nails, etc. Do 
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not try to teach too much ; only general facts which are mainly 
within the range of the pupils’ observation are wanted. Show 
importance of cleanliness, exercise, proper clothing, good food, pure 
air, etc., in this and all succeding grades. 


SECOND YEAR. 

FIRST HALF. 

Reading. — The first half of the Franklin Second Reader, and sup- 
plementary readers. The fault to be most carefully avoided in this 
and all succeeding grades of the primary course is haggling over 
words. To prevent this, all new and difficult words should be pro- 
nounced and their meanings explained before oral reading is begun. 
Then, by questioning, make sure that the pupil fully understands 
every sentence before he reads it. Make haste slowly, and give 
pupils much easy reading, rather than a little which is difficult. 

Writing. — Words and sentences as in the first year, and from 
dictation. Use capitals and the period and question-mark. 

Spelling. — Words of the reading lesson written on blackboard by 
teacher, copied by pupils, and afterwards written from dictation or 
spelled orally, or both. Teach also the spelling of some proper 
nouns, as days of the week, etc. 

Language. — Object : To stimulate thought, to cultivate the 
powers of observation and imagination, and to develop facility in the 
use of good English. 

Oral and written exercises. Use for material such objects and 
topics as will . furnish the best opportunity for the expression of 
thought, and make sure that' the pupil always has the thought clearly 
in mind before he is required, or even allowed, to' say or write any- 
thing. Train observation by noting qualities and uses of objects, and 
the imagination by stories suggested by pictures. In connection with 
sentences written from dictation, teach capitals and a few common 
abbreviations. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, in separations and 
combinations, to twenty. Objects may be used if necessary, but 
ought not to be greatly needed. Continue drill in applied and 
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abstract work. Simple operations in small fractions and in denom- 
inate numbers also continued. Teach pupils to read the signs +, 
— , etc., and to use them as well as know their meaning. Form and 
read tables to the limit of known numbers in this and all succeeding 
grades. 

Geography. — Contine drill in cardinal directions, applying the 
terms north, south, etc., to all objects near enough to the school- 
house to be within range of the child’s observation or knowledge. 
Apply same to direction of wind. Repeat plan of desk by pupils, 
and of room or yard by teacher, and speak of- the plans as “ maps,” 
but do not require definitions. Continue study of objects within 
vision, as cloud, dew, ice, fog, etc. 

Nature Study. — Work of the first year continued and extended. 
Find properties of common minerals and note their uses. Of plants 
name parts, as stem, leaf, bud, etc. Name parts and note habits of 
animals, birds, insects, etc. Remember that no lesson is worth giv- 
ing which does not thoroughly interest the pupil at the time, and tend 
to increase his regard for the natural objects which are all about him. 
Have pupils draw and describe, orally and in writing. In this year 
read Wood’s “ First Natural History Reader,” and Wright’s “ Sea- 
side and Wayside, No. 1.” 

Physiology. — The senses: the eye and sight; the ear and hear- 
ing. Teach only the most general features, any thorough study of 
the anatomy of the eye or ear being wholly out of place.. Teach by 
observation, and experiment as far as possible. Temperance teach- 
ing as before. 

SECOND HALF. 

Reading. — Franklin Second Reader, completed. Phonic drill 
continued. If pupils cannot easily complete the Second Reader, 
omit the last part, and substitute easy reading from supplementary 
readers. 

Writing. — On slates and ruled paper, with pencils, from black- 
board copy, from dictation, and from print as found in the reading 
book. 

Spelling. — As in the first half. Have words used in sentences. 
Teach the spelling of terms used in other studies, and of objects like 
articles of food or clothing with which children are familiar. 
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Language. — Object, as in the first half. Oral and written exer- 
cises. Continue the reproduction and picture stories, and simple 
descriptions of objects, scenes, and actions. Have the pupils con- 
struct sentences, using words taken from the reading lesson, or sug- 
gested by the teacher. Continue to give attention to capitals and 
the most common marks of punctuation, and teach the simplest form 
of letter-writing. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, to fifty, with drill as in 
the first half. Give much practice in oral examples, with abstract 
numbers involving several operations, for rapid work. Roman nota- 
tion to fifty. Coins, and dollar sign. Pint, quart, gallon ; pint, 
quart, peck, bushel; inch, foot, yard; hour, day, week, month, year; 
dozen. Fractions, £. 

Geograpay. — Continue work of first half, and begin the work of 
recognizing and naming bodies of land and water which are within 
the range of the pupils’ observation, as hill, valley, river, brook, etc. 
Field lessons can be taken if desired by the teacher. Pupils draw 
school-room. With growing plants in the school-room, teach effects 
of too great heat or cold, lack of moisture, etc. 

Nature Study. — As in the first half. Continue collections. Ex. 
periment with seeds planted in pots in the school-room. Have 
children gather cocoons, and watch for the change into moths and 
butterflies. Make regard for animal life an integral part of all 
lessons on animals. Observe, draw, describe. 

Physiology. — The senses continued : The nose and smell ; the 
tongue and taste ; touch. Show the use and value of all the senses, 
and the ill effects of abuse, including under the latter topic the effects 
of alchohol and tobacco. Be careful not to lessen influence by over- 
statements. 


THIRD YEAR. 

FIRST HALF. 

Reading. — The first half of the Franklin Advanced Second 
Reader, and supplementary readers. The habit of reproducing that 
which has been read, usually orally, but sometimes in writing, which 
should have already been begun, becomes in this and succeeding 
9 
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grades a matter of the greatest importance, and every reading lesson 
should have in connection with it some work of this kind. 

Writing. — On slates, on ruled paper with pencil, and in the 
tracing book No. i with pen. Give special attention to correct pen- 
holding. In all written work in language, nature study, etc., insist 
on order, neatness, and the very best penmanship of which the pupil 
is capable. 

Spelling. — Words and sentences copied from the reading book, 
and afterwards written from dictation. New words in' the reading 
lessons spelled orally, and afterwards, written in sentences. Be sure 
that no pupil is called upon to spell a word the meaning of which is 
not known. Insist upon correct spelling in all written work. Give 
much drill on familiar words which are often misspelled, but do not 
consider it necessary to teach the spelling of all the difficult and 
uncommon words which are found in the reading book.'., 

Language. — Oral and written exercises. Review, continue, and 
extend all work of previous grades. Teach different forms of sen- 
tences, the use of is, are; was, were; did, done ; saw, seen, etc.; the 
correct use in sentences of some synonyms, as big, large ; like, love, 
etc.; and a few homonyms, as fore, four; write, right; no, know, 
etc. ; the use of capitals with proper names, some abbreviations, and 
such punctuation as is needed in the written work done by the pupils. 
Consult Powell’s “ How to Write,” Mrs. Knox-Heath’s “ Elementary 
Lessons in English,” and Tarbell’s “Lessons in Language,” Book I, 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, Arabic and Roman 
notation, to one hundred. Drill as before on rapid, applied, and 
abstract work, and give considerable attention to adding numbers 
in columns, and to the multiplication table, the latter being, of 
course, developed before it is memorized. . Review and extend all 
previous work, especially tfiat in fractions and denominate numbers. 

Geography. — Begin map drawing to scale, at first with very 
simple objects, as a book, slate, or desk. Teach as many land and 
water surfaces as can be brought within the range of observation 
(names, not definitions), and, by the aid of pictures, begin to 
develop some knowledge of objects beyond vision. Field lessons 
and sand' modeling, if convenient. Consult Nichols’ “Topics in 
Geography,” Grade II, Frye’s “Brooks and Brook Basins,” and 
“ Child in Nature.” 
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Nature Study. — Observation lessons on familiar plants, aoiimals, 
and minerals continued, to include some knowledge of parts, habits, 
uses, qualities, etc., with comparisons noting resemblances and differ- 
ences. Read in this year, Wood’s “ Second Natural History 
Reader” and “Seaside and Wayside, No. 2.” Consult Ricks’ 
“ Natural History Lessons.” 

Physiology. — The bones, teeth, skin and muscles. Teach few 
names, and only the most general features, giving special attention , 
to the laws of health. Temperance teaching continued. Through- 
out this year some exercises may well be written, and the interest- 
may be increased by drawing some of the parts described. 

SECOND HALF. 

Reading. — Franklin Advanced Second Reader completed, and] 
supplementary readers. Continue phonics and enunciation exercises, 
and teach syllables, accent, and the use of diacritical marks. 

“The best way to teach children to read, after they are once 
started, is to put into their hands a good story book.” — Swett. 

Writing. — Tracing book No. 2, with pen, and slates and ruled] 
paper with pencil, as before. 

Spelling. — As in the first half. 

Language. — Results to be accomplished: At the end of this 
year pupils should be able to reproduce the thoughts of others, 
whether read silently by themselves or told them by the teacher, and 
to express their own thoughts on any subject clearly within the limits 
of their own knowledge, with considerable facility and in correct and 
appropriate forms of speech. They should have some knowledge of 
the simplest form of letter-writing, and should know the' usual 
marks of punctuation, the common abbreviations, and the proper use 
of capital letters. 

The work to be done is best indicated by the above statement. 
Consult books previously referred to, especially “Tarbell’s Lessons,” 
of which Part I will be the work for pupils in the first half of the 
fourth year. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers to one hundred and forty-four. Arabic 
and Roman notation to one thousand. Review and extend the work 
of all previous grades. To be ready for promotion to a grammar 
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school children should be able to add columns of figures to a total 
of ioo rapidly and accurately; to know the multiplication table to 
twelve times twelve ; to use all the common tables of denominate 
numbers in simple reductions; to find fractional parts of all num- 
bers less than 144 which are multiples of fractions to and in- 
cluding twelfths; and to add, subtract, multiply, and divide small 
fractions, like J, and 

Geography. — Continue work of first half and review and extend 
work of all previous grades. Draw to scale, maps of school-room 
or yard. Teach by observation as far as possible, and then, by the 
use of pictures, not only the bodies of land and water, but the pro- 
jections of the same, as capes, peninsulas, bays, straits, etc. Observe, 
draw, model, and describe. 

Nature Study. — Lessons as in the first half.

Physiology. — Circulation, respiration and digestion. As before, 
avoid teaching too much, and make the instruction as practical as 
possible by relating each fact learned to some simple and easily fol- 
lowed law of health.

Daily oral drill in numbers to 
100, as in the primary schools. Written work, with numbers ex- 
pressed by not more than three figures, in addition, subtraction, mul- 
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tiplication, and division, no multiplier or divisor to be larger than 9. 
Use terms, sum, product, multiplier, etc., but do not require defini' 
tions. Give problems in dollars and cents, using the dollar sign and 
decimal point. Continue the drill of the primary school in easy 
reductions of denominate numbers. Teach thoroughly the reduction^ 
addition, subtraction, multiplication and division of the fractions 
h 4 5 -a-’ id tV> illustrating all processes by objects, but using the 
written expression from the first. Second half : continue and extend 
all work of the first half. Notation and numeration to 1,000,000. 
Multiplication with multipliers large enough to be expressed by two 
or three figures, and long division, no divisor larger than 25. Deci- 
mals to thousandths in addition and subtraction, and in multipli- 
cands and dividends in multiplication and division.

REPORT OF ACCOUNTANTS. 


Lowell, Mass., September 20th. 1895. 

To Moses Wyman, Esq , Chairman Joint Standing Committee on 
Accounts of the City of Lowell: 

Dear Sir : — In accordance with the instructions of your com- 
mittee, we have examined the books and accounts of John H. Har- 
rington, City Treasurer and Collector of Taxes, from April 3rd, 1894, 
to September 7th, 1895. All the books at the office have been placed 
at our disposal, and we have verified every entry therein so far as 
possible. 

The Cash Book, which is the principal book of entry, contains a 
record of all receipts and expenditures. The receipts for taxes for 
the various years we have compared with the record kept in the As- 
sessor’s office, and find that they agree very closely. The receipts 
from water rates we have balanced exactly with the books in the office 
of the Water Board. The receipts for Street and Sewer assessments, 
for watering streets, for licenses, for care of paupers having no set- 
tlement in Lowell, for fines from various sources and from the differ- 
ent City departments, have all been correctly entered. 

Pay Rolls and Bill Drafts paid during the period covered by our 
examination, have all been gone over by us. We have found them 
correctly drawn and added and properly receipted. All other pay- 
ments have been properly made and vouchers exhibited. Cash ac- 
count at close of our examination stood as follows :

The Ledger contains a summary of the receipts and disburse- 
ments, and is made up monthly from the Cash Book. All postings 
have been traced by us from the original books of entry, and verified. 
A statement of receipts and expenditures for the current year as far 
as September 1st, and a statement of the condition of the various 
accounts on that date are attached to this report. 

The only statement of loans negotiated by the city, other than 
the Treasurer’s books, is to be found in the records of the Finance 
Committee which we believe are usually in the possession of the 
Treasurer. We would therefore recommend that some change be 
made in the method of issuing City notes, so that the City Auditor 
may afford a check for such entries on the Treasurer’s books. In the 
hands of an unscrupulous man, we submit that the present system 
might prove extremely dangerous. 

Acting under authority of vote passed by the Committee on 
Accounts and the Finance Committee in joint meeting, we have ef- 
fected a transfer of the books and accounts of the Treasurer’s office 
from John H. Harrington to Charles F. Coburn, the newly elected 
City Treasurer. A detailed statement of items of this transfer ac- 
companies this report. 

The earnings of the securities held by the Sinking Funds Com- 
missioners, and the appropriations placed at their disposal, have been 
correctly entered by the Treasurer, and Cash Balances proved exact- 
ly by statement herewith signed by G. M. Harrigan, Actuary, certi- 
fying to amounts on deposit at the Lowell Trust Company to credit 
of various funds. We have also examined the securities held for 
these accounts, and find that they agree with the list in Treasurer’s 
books.

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of 
the City of Lowell. 

The twenty-second annual report of the Lowell 
Water Board is hereby submitted, being for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1894. 

Three new members were elected to the Board 
at the commencement of the year, August Fels 
for a term of four years, George E. Putnam for 
a term of three years, — his election following the 
failure of the City Council of 1893 to elect, — and 
Alderman George E. Stanley. These gentlemen, 
with Miles F. Brennan and Richard B. Allen, con- 
stituted the Water Board of 1894 , and completed 
the organization by re-electing Miles F. Brennan, 
President, and Charles L. Knapp, Secretary and 
Clerk. 

By an unanimous vote Robert J. Thomas was re- 
elected Superintendent of Water Works. 
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On the 26th day of December, 1894, the Water 
Board lost by death one of its 'members, Richard 
B. Allen. It is a loss to the , Water Works ser- 
vice and to the City that he has served so well. 
In paying tribute to his memory we cannot do 
better than echo words already recorded in the 
public print, to wit : “ Richard Bernard Allen, after 
serving in municipal and state official positions 
with distinction and with credit to himself, was el- 
ected to the Water Board from the Board of Al- 
dermen of 1891. In 1892 he was elected from 
the citizens for the term of four years, term ex- 
piring in March, 1896. He has thus devoted four 
years of service as a member of the Lowell Water 
Board. By his acts during this time, no blemish 
soils his record. Rarely was his chair vacant at a 
meeting of the Board, and no one commanded 
greater influence. Honest and straightforward, con- 
servative and judicious, possessed of unusual faculty 
of discernment in human nature, conscientious, gen- 
erous to a fault, he has proved himself a man 
whose services the citizens of Lowell were fortun- 
ate in possessing during an eventful period of 
Lowell Water Works history. The memory of 
‘ Dick ’ Allen will never grow dim in the heart 
of any, high or low, employed in the service of 
the Lowell Water Works.” 

On the 1st day of July, 1894, the Water Works 
assumed the expense of maintaining the Cook 
Driven Wells Plant, previous to that time and 
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during its experimental period, it having been 

maintained by the Driven Wells Loan. From 
which fact you will readily understand that cost 
of maintenance has been increased, although the 
total outgo for the year 1894 is less than 1893. 

The income is less in 1894 than in 1893, the 
cause being the lessening of the rates charged for 

water, at the beginning of the year. These facts 
being understood we submit the following yearly 
figures of result. The total expenditures of 1894 
were $193,216.02, as against $211,901.86 in 1893. 
The total charges of 1894 were $253,799.62, of 
which sum $28,231.87 is amount brought forward to 
Jan. 1st, 1894, and $206,937.01 is 1894 charges 
for water. The total receipts during 1894 at the 

City Treasurer’s office, on account of Water Works, 
were $200,780.16, and the balance to the credit of 
Water Works Jan. 1st, 1895, is $28,911.74. As 
the balance Jan. 1st, 1894, was $21,347.60, you 
will discover that notwithstanding increased main- 
tenance expense from cause before mentioned, and 
notwithstanding a reduced tariff of water charges, 
we have held our balance good by $7,564.14, show- 
ing the department self-sustaining. We shall make 
ho effort to touch upon detail figures. Suffice it 
to say that elsewhere in this report you will find 
in fullest particular, statements of the Secretary of 
the Board, covering all the financial detail of the 
year’s work, and which, if not clear to you, will 
be made so by the Secretary, who is at your service. 
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Thus far we have spoken only of Water Works 
accounts proper. The Driven Wells operations you 
will understand are charged to Driven Wells Loan, 
and to make thoroughly clear we will briefly re- 
trospect. Following experiments made in 1891 and 
1892, at the request of the Water Board the City 
Council of 1892 authorized a loan of $100,000.00, 
the same to be paid in ten annual payments from 
Water Works income, the money to be expended 
under direction of the Water Board for the pur- 
pose of establishing a ground water plant. The 
first important step taken toward this end was the 
negotiating of a contract with the Cook Well Com- 
pany of St. Louis, Mo. Briefly stated, the Cook 
Company contracted to build a well plant, exclusive 
of pumping facilities, in the valley of River Mead- 
ow Brook, with a capacity of 5,000,000 gallons in 
24 hours, for the sum of $24,250.00. The plant 
was constructed and has now been in operation 
nearly sixteen months. Under favorable circum- 
stances it has yielded 3, 300,000 gallons in 24 
hours, pump measurement. In Mr. Cook’s judg- 
ment the plant is good to-day for 5,000,000 gallons 
and more. Nevertheless, under the terms of the 
contract with the City, the Cook Well Company 
failed, and rather than sink more money (Mr. 
Cook states that he spent $32,000 in Lowell), on 
June 27, 1894, the Cook Well Company formally 
notified the Water Board that they would forfeit 
contract. We may say here, that we found the 
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Cook Well Company, as represented by Mr. Cook, 
an honorable, straightforward business concern, and 
Mr. Cook himself a man possessed with rare 
knowledge of his business. As the first man upon 
the grounds he encountered many perplexing and 
expensive difficulties. His stated belief is, that if 
the present plant were considerably lowered, a 
greatly increased flowage would be secured. This 
is problematical, like all well work, however, and if 
tried would necessitate a stoppage of Driven Well- 
water for a season. 

The result of the Cook work, although a failure 
in one sense, demonstrated possibilities far beyond 
the expectancy of many who had watched the pro- 
gress of the work with interest. The yield, though 
short of anticipation, is really very handsome, when 
the quality of the water for drinking is considered. 
So much so, that the Water Board did not hesitate 
to purchase of the Cook Well Company all its 
right and title to its portion of this plant for the 
sum of $12,062.50, and the assuming certain outstand- 
ing bills of small amount. This sum, with other 
expenditures, detailed in report of 1893, and in 
report we are now writing, makes the cost of the 
Cook Wells Plant, July 1, 1894, $79,121.16, which 
includes land purchased and laying of pipe main 
of increased sizes in certain streets. 

The actual pumpage from the commencement of 
partially supplying the City with ground water to 
date, is as follows :

The foregoing are figures calculated from the 
stroke of the pumps and no allowance is made 
for “slip.” Ten per cent, would be more than a 
liberal deduction. But it will also be borne in mind 
that there has necessarily been much time lost 
in pumping, by reason of constant stoppages for 
experimenting, overhauling, and repairing, much 
more than would ordinarily occur in a Pumping 
Station. These losses in time would more than 
offset any reasonable estimate of “ slip,” hence,, we 
are making a statement reasonably within bounds 
when we say the wells have delivered 1,002,988,694 
gallons in 461 days, or an average of 2,175,680 
gallons each 24 hours. This you will understand 
has been accomplished using a make-shift pumping 
outfit and in the face of most perplexing difficulty 
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and annoyance by presence of air. A complete 
pumping outfit will certainly better future results, 
and time may open up a larger yield as well as 
lessen the present air difficulties. We believe the 
foregoing is a statement complete of the Cook 
Plant to date. 

The second chapter of Driven Wells history 
deals with events which led to the City Council 
of 1894 authorizing a second ten year loan, to be 
paid in the same manner as that of the loan of 
1892, the amount being $50,000. The reasoning 
which led to the Water Board asking for this 
further amount was from the belief of a majority 
of the Board that results already obtained warranted 
a further and complete test of the River Meadow 
Brook valley. With this end in view, Well Build- 
ers of the country were asked to bid upon a new 
proposition, which resulted in the City of Lowell 
entering into contract with the Hydraulic Construc- 
tion Company of New York City. 

The nature of this contract is different from the 
Cook contract. We quote from the document: 
“Proposal to the Lowell Water Board, of the City 
of Lowell, for building a Tube Well Plant, and 
furnishing all pumping machinery, boilers, and 
appurtenances for the same. The undersigned 
hereby declare that they have carefully examined 
the annexed form of Contract and Specifications, 
and will provide all necessary machinery, tools, 
apparatus, and other means of construction, and do 
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all the work, and furnish all the materials called 
for by said Contract and Specifications, in the 
manner prescribed by the Contract and Specifica- 
tions, and the requirements under them of the 
Water Board, including all incidental work for the 
sum of $19,749.00 per million gallons.” 

Further: “The said Contractor agrees that the 
Wells shall be located so as not to diminish the 
yield of water at the Tube W 7 ell Plant (Cook) now 
located at the City Farm. 

“ And in case it should appear after the sinking 
and pumping of the Wells under this Contract 
that they are depleting the supply already obtained 
by the City at the aforesaid Plant, the amount of 
the said depletion or loss shall be estimated by 
the City Engineer, and the said amount so esti- 
mated (in order to fulfill the terms and agreements 
of this Contract) shall be pumped and delivered by 
the Contractor in addition to the two million oral- 

O 

Ions called for by this agreement ; but in case the 
said Contractor is unable to obtain such excess it 

is hereby agreed and understood that on the ques- 

tion of the obtaining a two million gallon supply 
and the performance of this Contract, said Contract 
is not to be considered as completed and performed 
by the party of the second part unless said two 

million gallons are obtained from said proposed 
plant in excess and above the amount of water 

obtained from said City Plant previous to the 
pumping under this Contract.” 
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Further : “ The right is reserved by the City to 
purchase the Pumping Plant above described at 
the expiration of one year at a sum not exceeding 
seventy-five (75) per cent, of its cost to the Con- 
tractor. 

“ The City will bring its delivery main into the 
Pump House erected by the Contractor, and the 
Contractor is to connect his pump with the same. 

“ On condition of the true and faithful perform- 
ance of all the provisions of this agreement, the 
said City agrees to pay to the said Contractor the 
sum of Nineteen Thousand Seven Hundred Forty- 
Nine Dollars ($19,749.00) per million gallons for a 
quantity not less than 2,000,000 nor more than 
3,000,000 gallons per day of twenty-four hours.” 

And finally : “ The said City hereby agrees to 

make the before-mentioned payment in the follow- 
ing manner : 

“After the Wells have been constructed and the 
temporary test made as above described, on the 
number of Wells that is deemed by the Engineer 
to be sufficient to yield 2,000,000 gallons per day 
(24 hours), 25 per cent, of the amount of the 
Contract price will be paid. After the Wells are 
connected and pumped by the Contractor for a 
time of thirty days, and if found to yield and 
deliver the full amount of 2,000,000 gallons per day, 
and the water is found to be good and of the 
same general quality as the sample taken from the 
test Wells, an additional payment of 25 per cent. 
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will be made; after the Wells have been pumped 
by the Contractor for three months, and if they 
still continue to furnish 2,000,000 gallons per day, 
an additional payment of 25 per cent, will be 
made ; the final payment to be made after the 

Wells have been pumped for one year and found 

to yield the full supply of 2,000,000 gallons daily. 

“ The City hereby agrees to pay monthly the 
said Contractor at the rate of Sixteen Dollars 
($16.00) per million gallons for all water pumped 
and delivered into the City mains against a pres- 
sure of about Sixty (60) pounds per square inch 
during the time of the above described test.” 

It is our purpose in quoting the foregoing 
extracts from the existing Contract, to put you 
and the citizens of Lowell in possession of full 

facts of Driven Wells work progress, showing, if 
possible, clearly what and how we are striving to 
accomplish ends, and to what extent we are ren- 
dering the City liable in our efforts. 

As to results thus far arrived at under the 

second effort to obtain ground water, we may say 
that the Hydraulic Construction Company have now 
in operation a Well Plant consisting of forty 2-inch 
wells, located in the neighborhood of City Farm, 
just beyond the City line, in the town of Chelms- 
ford. Water is found in considerable quantity, of 
a quality which eventually it is hoped will equal 
the ground water now being supplied the City. 
The question of quality is not yet established, and 
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as a matter of fact, the two million gallons in 
twenty-four hours is not yet established, as required 
by terms of Contract. The exact yield of the 
plant as it now stands will be determined very 
soon. Failing to show two million gallons, we pre- 
sume the Contractor will desire to sink more Wells. 
Present indications point strongly to the probability 
of our being able to secure at least two million 
gallons. If we so succeed, with what we are now 

pumping from the Cook Wells, we should by warm 

weather, with proper machinery, be delivering into the 
City mains at least 5,000,000 gallons of good water. 
We have at our disposal Jan. 1, 1895, a balance 
to the credit of Driven Wells Loan of $74,574.48. 

To speak of the present consumption of water 

in Lowell, we are forced to say that the daily 

consumption of our City is large and indicates 

wasteful use. A daily consumption of seventy-nine 

gallons per inhabitant does not compare favorably 

with other well governed Cities. Further, it is a 
reasonable presumption that the waste is by the 
few rather than the many. Instead of endeavoring 

to provide an unlimited supply of water, would it 
not be wisdom to make proper use of what we 
have? We hold that Water Board Officials will 

fail in the performance of their duty, if they do 

not stop any unwarrantable use of City water, the 

more in view of the fact that certain portions of 

our City have no benefit from the Well water. 
Assume, if you will, that the present daily consump- 
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tion is 7,000,000 gallons, and again assume that we 
shall be so fortunate as to provide 5,000,000 gal- 
lons of Well water, it would only be necessary to 

* 

reduce the daily consumption to reasonable figures 
in order to have Driven Well water in every 
house in Lowell. 

The daily average consumption figures for 1894 
are 6,568,170 gallons, or a daily consumption per 
capita of 76 gallons, and it does indicate, beyond 
any chance of argument, waste. So long as any 
section of the city is deprived of the Well water, 
such as is being supplied portions of wards III, 
IV, and V, we believe we are justified in ad- 
opting such rules and regulations as will prevent a 
willful waste of this water. Under a partial uni- 
versal meter system, 5,000,000 gallons of water 
would easily meet the daily needs of our City 
as it is to-day. 

Further, in sustaining our argument, we state 
without qualifications, that the present system of 
annual rate charges is wrong, unjust, unbusiness- 
like, and against the interests of any tax-pay- 
ing community. Under such a system the many 
are paying for the waste of the few. There is 
no more right and justice to seller and buyer of 
water than there would be in dispensing illumin- 
ating gas by annual rate charge. It is guess 
work, pure and simple. The time is at hand 
when the public will recognize this fact. Is it 
right for one man or body of men to pay 14 
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cents per hundred cubic feet, while others pay 3' 
cents for the same quantity? Yet such a condi- 
tion of affairs is possible, aye and more, such a 
condition does exist in Lowell to-day. Do • you 
doubt it? Follow, and we will make clear. 

A, B, C, etc., represent certain pieces of prop- 
erty in Lowell. On this property (paying annual 
rate charges at the time), and unbeknown to 
owner so far as possible, a meter was attached 
during the summer months. The quantity of 
water actually being used was thus ascertained. 
From this fact and the yearly rate paid, the fol- 
lowing results were obtained:

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These pieces of property were taken at random, 
without any desire to find extreme cases, proven 
by the fact, as you will notice, that in some cases, 
as shown, the use of the meter would be the 

means of saving money. Can anything show the 
inequity of annual water rates clearer than this? 
It is an interesting problem for the property owners 
of Lowell to consider. So long as men differ in 

degree of honesty and in the generally accepted 
standard of what is fair and right, so long will 
the misuse of water continue, unless stern remedy 
is applied. 

If the property owner is content to allow the 
continual use of water upon his premises, either 
from fault of tenant or, from what is more often 
the reason, the fact that plumbing is out of repair, 
then that property owner should pay for water so 
run and wasted. This is our declaration. 

As a retiring Water Board we have devoted 
time and study upon this subject, this standing 

and constantly increasing evil. We have no hesi- 
tation in declaring that were we to remain in 
office another year, we would find a way to stop 
the existing abuse by the few of the many. We 
believe in all citizens standing on the same level, 
and that all property owners, for the same quan- 
titv of material, should be taxed alike. We reit- 
erate, that under existing conditions the property 
owners of Lowell are not taxed alike, and while 

the enormous waste by the few continues, and 
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those few are permitted to pay water tax under 
annual rate charges, the inequality will continue to 

exist. 

The remedy is the Water Meter, but in our 
judgment not as now required. We believe that 
the City should own all Water Meters and do all 

ordinary repairs on the same. While we believe 

also in a universal meter system, we understand 
fully how radical would be such a change, enforced 
at once; and in consequence, how impractical such 
a move would be. But it could be done gradually, 
and time would work the change without friction. 
Let the Water Board of 1895 make a beginning. 
Set one hundred and fifty meters upon property 
that the records of the Department will locate, and 
a long stride will be taken toward stopping the 
existing waste. Then will your average daily con- 
sumption approach what it should be ; then will 

what ground water we are so fortunate to provide 
reach a vastly wider district; then will the water 
taxes be equally or more equally assessed. 

As certain as the sun continues to shine, so 
certain is it that the water meter is the remedy 
and the only remedy. The intelligence of the 
coming generation will lead to the application, 
even though misrepresentation and misapprehension 
continue to blind the eyes of those who pay the 
City taxes of to-day. 

Having touched upon the so-called and much 
perverted subject of “compulsory meters,” we are

reminded to speak of the attempt on the part of 
this Board to have the Water Ordinances modified 
by the City Council of 1894. The modification, as 
presented the Council and as explained before them 
by the Secretary of the Board, was an honest 
attempt to make an easement of water rate charges. 
We think we state the whole mater in a few 
words, when we say that the present Water Ordi- 
nances were framed twenty and more years ago. 
They are very explicit in saying what we “shall” do 
in the matter of rate charges, although many of the 
charges, in the face of present methods of build- 
ing and living (which you must admit have under- 
gone some change in the last twenty years), are 
absurdities and in not a few instances absolutely 
unjust. If our proposed modifications had received 
fovorable action, and there was positively no reason 
why they should not, the Water Board of 1895 
would have been in a position to have materially 
lightened the 1895 water tax of a very considerable 
many water takers. But action was refused on the 
part of the Common Council membership of the 
Committee on Ordinances and Legislation. A favor- 
able report was signed by Aldermen Westall and 
Stanley, but no further progress was made. The 
matter will be found with other unfinished busi- 
ness handed down to the Committee on Ordinances 
and Legislation of 1895. It is in the interest of 
the people that you fairly consider this matter.' 
The propositions of the new Ordinances are plainly 
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set forth and cannot fail to meet the approval of 
any man accustomed to business and possessed of 
reasoning power.” It would be an interesting fact 
to ascertain, were such a thing feasible, whether 
or no the document under consideration ever received 
so much as a reading by those who condemned it. 

The rates for metered water, reduced in 1893, 
were further reduced in 1894 to the advantage of 
the very large consumers. Metered water, begin- 
ning April 1, 1894, has been charged at the follow- 
ing rate, based upon quarterly consumption: 

First 20,000 cubic feet at 14 cts. per 100. 

Second 20,000 cubic feet at 13 cts. per 100. 

Next 100,000 cubic feet at 12 cts. per 100. 

Following 100,000 cubic feet at 11 cts. per 100. 

Above 240,000 cubic feet at 10 cts. per 100. 

Minimum charge 17.00 per year, i. e. 5000 c. f. at 14 cts. 

The above reduction accounts for the falling off 
of charges for metered water in 1894, which are 
less than the year previous by $6,400.48, and this 

in the face of the fact that during the year almost 

three hundred new meter accounts were added to 
our meter ledgers. As our margin of income over 

expenditures of 1895 was $7,564.14, and that show- 
ing. after very close collections, it will be seen that 
we are running at the present under a price sched- 
ule very close to a point of actual maintenance. 

You will, we are sure, following this statement, see 
the distinction between “ Balance to credit Water 
Works ” at beginning of year, which of course 
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carries the balance of previous year, and balance 

between actual outgo and income of any year. 

The Morris Engine repairs are finally completed. 
The engine as rebuilt, having an entire new steam 
end, has been in continuous service since June, 
doing since that time all the West Sixth Street 

pumping. The repairs were made by the Wheelock 
Engine Company of Worcester, Mass., under a con- 
tract for the sum of $8,140.00, the guaranty being 
a water duty of 116,000,000 foot pounds on a 
consumption of 1,000,000 heat units. 

We are informed that an alleged engineering 
expert of this City is authority for the statement 
that the engine has been ruined. This is start- 
ling, if true. 

The facts are as follows: You will find among 
the official papers of the City of Lowell and under 
date of March 2, 1892, the report made by George 
H. Barrus, M. E., of Boston, following a duty trial 
made of the Morris Engine of 1892. The test 
was exacting and made by one of the experts of 
the country. The result you will find was a show- 
ing of 77,418,178 foot pounds based on 1,000,000 

heat units. 

You will also find on file at Water Office the 
report of duty trial of the repaired Morris Engine 
Dec. 1, 1894, by Dean & Main, of Exchange 

Building, Boston. The test was personally con- 
ducted by Mr. Dean. The report will show you 
that the duty obtained at test of Dec. 1st was

92,375,596 foot pounds. This we think should 
answer the charge we allude to. 

We will say, however, that the repaired engine 
did not come up to guaranty, which was a sur- 
prise as well as disappointment. What the Wheelock 
Company may wish to do toward a new trial we 
do not know at this writing, but we have no 
doubt the expenditure will prove to be amply war- 
ranted. We can not say more at this time pend- 

ing the City’s settlement with the Contractor. 

The West Sixth Street Pumping Station con- 
tinues under the competent charge of Daniel Hart, 

Jr., while the Wells pumping is in the careful 
hands of Thomas McLoughlin. 

Other matters of interest, embracing detail work 
of the year will be found in Superintendent Tho- 
mas’ report and that of City Engineer Bowers. 

The latter has rendered valuable service to the 
Water Department during the year, the Driven 
Wells work being under his direction. 

In closing, in regard to the condition of the 
entire Water Works Plant, we have to say, that 
if there is a better conditioned or more complete 
Water Works outfit in the country we fail to 
know its name. We invite comparison. The citi- 
zens of Lowell have a better property value to-day 
in their Water Works than they know.

To the Lowell Water Board: 

Gentlemen , — In compliance with the city ordi- 
nance, I have the honor of presenting to you the 
annual report of the general condition of the Lowell 
Water Works, and a detailed statement of the 
operation of the same, including an account of the 
construction and maintenance work of the Depart- 
ment for the year ending Dec. 31, 1894. 

general condition of the works. 

The filter inlet, filter gallery, conduit, pumping 
stations, reservoirs, machine shop, stable, and all 
the buildings, the property of the Department, are 
in the best possible condition. 

The property of the Department has been increased 
during the year by the acceptance of the Driven 
Wells system as constructed by the Cook Well 
Company, and the seizure by the City of the 
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Richardson land on Jewett St. The Richardson 
land, which contains 10,000 square feet, provides, 
a much needed extension of yard room ; the land 
is now used for storage of special pipe castings, 
etc., and also accommodates a two-story wooden 
building- 25x75 feet, which has been erected and 
which is also used for storage purposes. About 
three feet in depth of filling was required to bring 
lot up to proper grade. It is the unanimous 
opinion of visitors from other cities that the West 
Sixth St. Station, including pumping machinery, 
machine shop, stable and yard facilities, excel in 
convenience and equipment those of any Water 
Works plant in New England. 

CONSTRUCTION. 

The construction work of the year was as fol- 
lows : The extension of street mains, low service, 
20,506 feet; high service, 2,496 feet; total, . 23,802 
feet. New street gates, 60; new hydrants, 44. 

The longest extension was on Varnum Ave., con- 
sisting of 4,767 feet of 8-inch pipe. Undoubtedly 
the most important was the Western Ave. extension, 
which was from the easterly end of the Lowell and 
Nashua freight house to School Street, connecting 
with School Street main ; this work has been urged 
by Fire Department officials in the past, and was 
recommended in my last annual report. The Water 
Department has been called upon more than usual 
the past year to lay fire services. The Belvidere 
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Woolen Co. laid 223 feet of 6 and 4-inch pipe in 
their mill yard on Howe Street, and at their No. 
2 mill on Lawrence Street, 431 feet of 6 and 8- 
inch pipe. The Shaw Stocking Company had 96 
feet of 4-inch pipe added to their already well 

equipped fire service. A 4-inch fire service was 

also laid from Perry Street to a new stable of 
White Bros. & Co. J. L. Chalifoux and Putnam & 
Son also had 6-inch fire services put into their 

stores; a 6-inch connection was made with 12-inch 
main on Broadway for the Lowell Hosiery Co., and 
827 feet of 6 and 10-inch pipe was laid in their 
yard, the work being done by the H. R. Barker 

Mfg. Co. 

The number of new services laid was 256, which 
is 62 less than the number laid in 1893, showing 
that fewer new buildings were erected. 

Meters added during the year, 275; making a 
total of 2,824 in use Jan. 1, 1895. 

MAINTENANCE. 

Of the various items of work under this head, 
the most important was that occasioned by the re- 
building of the East Merrimack Street bridge across 
the Concord River, involving, as it did, the laying 
of a 24-inch pipe temporarily on the foot bridge and 
through the land of the Massachusetts Cotton Mills; 
also, after the bridge was built, owing to the widening 
of the street, the relaying and relocating the 24-inch 
main from Stackpole Street to the Prescott Canal. 
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In doing this work, 657 feet of 24-inch pipe and 
300 feet of 20-inch pipe was handled twice, at an 
estimated cost of $2,500.00. 

On High Street, between Oak and Rogers Streets, 
the 6-inch pipe was taken up and replaced by 12- 
inch, and connected with new 8-inch on Rogers 
Street. 

Owing to the building of new sewer on Boynton 
Street, 300 feet of 6-inch main had to be taken 
up and relaid after the sewer was completed. 

One hundred and ninety-seven old services were 
changed from wrought-iron to lead. Ninety-five 
worn out meters were condemned and replaced by 
new ; 533 meters were cleaned and repaired. 

Acting upon the suggestion of Chief Hosmer of 
the Fire Department, and others, 189 post hydrants 
having 3- inch steamer outlets are being altered over 
to 2^-inch, so as to fit steamer suction of the 
present day. 

Also at the request of the Fire Department, 10 
flush hydrants have been replaced by post hydrants. 

During the year six men known as barrow men 
have been detailed for the repairing and replacing 
of old gate, hydrant and service boxes, repaving 
streets, excavating for leaks and other emergency 
work. 


PUMPING. 


Total number of gallons pumped during the year 
was 2,395,855,432, average per day 6,563,984 gal- 
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Ions, which is a reduction in total pumping com- 
pared with 1893. 

The foregoing figures of total pumping includes 
water pumped at the Cook Driven Wells Plant, 
which amounted to 837,876,902 gallons. The pump- 
ing outfit at both stations is in good order. Dan- 
iel Hart, Jr., in charge of the Centralville Pumping 
Station, has managed affairs there with care and 
intelligence; no repairs of any importance were 
found necessary at this station during the year. 

Thomas McLaughlin, employed at the Centralville 
Station since its erection, was transferred to and 
placed in charge of the Cook Wells Pumping Sta- 
tion last August. This was done because it became 
evident that a man of experience and skill was 
needed there. 

Owing to the depth from which water had to 
be raised in the wells, the scarcity of water during 
drought, and the trouble and difficulty caused by 
air in the water and in the suction pipes, the 
condition of the two Dean pumps became so bad 
that a vast amount of work had to be done in 
the way of repairs. A new piston rod was put in 
No. 1 pump ; the brass packing rings on the plung- 
ers of both pumps were broken twice and replaced 
by new ; the pump valves were found so badly 
warped and worn it was necessary to replace them 
by a complete set of new valves heavier and 
stronger than the old ones; the two cylinders in 
the boiler feed pump were rebored and a new set 
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of pistons provided ; the air pumps also came in 
for repairs. Examination of the boilers revealed the 
fact that well water caused them to scale badly. 
Upon this discovery, a pipe was laid to the brook, 
and that water used for boiler purposes. All this 
work, together with various other changes and 
improvements, was done by Engineer McLaughlin, 
and the untiring energy and perseverance which 
he displayed in overcoming all obstacles prove him 
to be one of the most valuable men in the 
Department. 

The new boiler ordered last March of Scanned 
& Wholey was set in June and has been in use 
most of the time since until December 6th, when 
it was thought advisable to overhaul it ; after the 
fires were drawn for that purpose, a large bulge 
was noticed on the second sheet near the seam, 
directly over the fire ; before doing anything further 
the Hartford Steam Boiler Inspection Insurance 
Co. were notified and in the presence of their 
Inspector the boiler was opened. A large deposit 
of scale and mud was found to be the cause of 
trouble. These scales were formed in the first 
place by well water, were loosened by the brook 
water, and accumulated in this spot over the hot- 
test part of the fire. Acting under orders from 
the Boiler Inspector, Scanned & Wholey cut the 
injured part out and riveted on a new piece, form- 
ing a patch on the inside of the boiler. 

A comparison of the coal consumption at the 
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Wells with that consumed at the Centralville Pump- 
ing Station shows that approximately the same 
amount of coal is used at the Wells to pump 
2,000,000 gallons that is used at the Centralville 
Station to pump 5,000,000 gallons. This is a very 
significant lesson and emphasizes the importance of 
procuring a better class of pumps at the Wells as 
early as possible. 

Referring to the Centralville Station you will 
notice by the City Engineer’s report that the Low 
Duty Worthington and the Morris Engines did 
practically all the pumping the past year and this 
in spite of the superior economy of the High Duty 
Worthington Engine. The reason for this is, 
that the High Duty Worthington being a 10,000,- 
000 gallon pump, requires twice as much water as 
either of the other two pumps, which necessitates 
an increase supply at the River Inlet pipe. This 
has the effect of damming the flow of filtered water 
from the Gallery, whereas by running the smaller 
pumps the River Inlet Gate is open but a few 
inches, allowing the filtered water to flow freely to 
the pumps. As a consequence, although costing- 
more for pumping, the quality of the water is 
improved. 


THE QUALITY OF THE WATER. 

Not only have the pumps been run with the 
view of improving the quality of the supply, but 
the Department is always on the alert to the 
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importance of doing everything that can be done 
by way of rendering the water as pure as possi- 
ble, under present conditions. The Filter Inlet, 
Conduit, Pump Wells and Main Pipes have all 
been scoured and cleaned frequently for this pur- 
pose ; but the fact remains we are still pumping 
raw Merrimack River water, which should not be. 
It would seem as if your honorable Board would* 
make no mistake in erecting a Filter Plant suitable 
for the Alteration of the amount of River water 
necessary. Regarding this, of the average daily con- 
sumption of the year 6,563,984 gallons, about 
3,250,000 gallons is unfiltered water ; \ allowing that 
the Chelmsford Wells now under process of con- 
struction, will yield 3,000,000 gallons additional, the 
supply would still be short of the ordinary con- 
sumption, not to speak of the fact that sometimes 
the consumption runs as high as 10,000,000 gallons 
daily. It should also be borne in mind that it is 
not only our duty to provide for the present but 
for the probable consumption of the next decade 
at least, and judging by Lowell’s past experience, 
its consumption doubles every ten years. 

It is my opinion that steps should be taken at 
once looking to erection of a Filter Plant of suf- 
ficient capacity for the Alteration of 5,000,000 gal- 
lons daily. Then the Water Board should endeavor 
to secure other sources of supply, and, whether 
successful or not, a Filter Plant would always prove 
a valuable auxiliary to fall back upon. 
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It is well always to remember that the Merri- 
mack River water can not be surpassed for manu- 
facturing and mechanical purposes. Purify it, and 
you have good water for all purposes. 

CONCLUSION. 

In concluding this report, I wish to record my 
gratitude to President Brennan, Clerk Knapp, and 
the members of the Water Board for their valua- 
ble co-operation and kind treatment during the 
year. 

Accompanying this report are tables and sched- 
ules showing the work of the Department in detail.

To the Lowell Water Board: 

Gentlemen , — The following is the Twenty-second 
Annual Report of the work done by the engines 
at the Pumping Station of the Lowell Water 
Works. 

Pumpage into the Low Service Reservoir has 
been 1,557,978,030 gallons, against 2,296,403,810 gal- 
lons pumped last year; this decrease is principally 
due to the increased pumpage at the Driven Wells 
Plant, which has been 837,876,902 gallons, making 
the total pumpage for the year 2,395,854,932 gal- 
lons. 

To the decrease in pumpage at the Pumping 
Station is due the increase of expense per million 
gallons pumped, but it has no doubt resulted in 
an improvement in the quality of the water de- 
livered to the distribution pipes, as the water has 
been longer retained in the reservoir than formerly. 
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The pumpage from the mains of the Low Ser- 
vice System into the High Service Reservoir has 
been 36,546,384 gallons. 

The average cost of pumping 1,000,000 gallons 
into the Low Service Reservoir has been eight 
dollars and sixty-two cents ($8.62). The average 
cost] of pumping the same into the High Service 
Reservoir has been nine dollars and fourteen 
Cents ($9.14), making the total cost of pumpage 
into the High Service Reservoir seventeen dollars 
and seventy-six cents ($17.76) per million gallons. 

The Morris Engine has been under the control 
of The Wheelock Engine Company \ of Worcester 
during the past year. A trial test was made 
December 1st by F. W. Dean of Boston, mechani- 
cal engineer, the result being a duty of 92,375,596 
ft. lbs. This is a great improvement over the old 
engine, but is not equal to the duty required by 
the contract. 

The following tables have been calculated from 
the records kept by Mr. Daniel Hart, Jr., chief 
engineer at the Pumping Station, and by Mr. 
Frank Lapoint, gate keeper at the Reservoir.

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ANALYSIS OF MERRIMACK RIVER WATER, BY THE STATE 

BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The past year is the eighth consecutive year in 
which a sample of water has been taken every 
month from the Merrimack River opposite the inlet 
pipe, and sent to the State Board of Health for 
analysis. 

The analysis for the year 1894 is appended to 
this report. 
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The samples were collected from the river opposite the entrance to the filter-gallery. 
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NEW SUPPLY. 

The beginning of the year 1894 found the tube 

well plant containing thirty-two wells, and furnishing 
a supply of about 2,000,000 gallons per day . Dur- 
ing the month of January the suction mains were 
changed, smaller pipe being laid to connect the 

wells on the west side of the brook, and a larger 
suction main laid on the east side to connect the 

present wellS and provide for future extension. The 

pumps were run during the month, but different sec- 
tions of wells were shut off, one at a time, to allow 
the above changes to be made, and 55.329,720 
gallons of water were pumped. Thirteen six (6) 
inch wells, sunk on the east side of the brook, 
were connected January 31st, thus extending the 
well system to the Old Colony Railroad. The plant 
from February 1st to April 19th consisted of forty- 
five wells yielding an average of 2,678,389 gallons 
per day. 

An air separator, designed by B. O. Gage of Bos- 
ton, was inserted in the suction main April 7th, 
just outside the pumping station. This separator is 
circular, seven (7) feet in height, and made of boiler 
iron; it is dome shaped, twenty-eight (28) inches 
high at the side, and forty-four (44) inches in the 
center, and contains three dams; the water coming 
from the wells passes over the first dam, under the 
second, over the third, and then passes into the 
pipe which runs to the pumps. An air pump was 
connected with the top of the separator to take away 
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the air which was liberated as the water flowed over 
the dams; but this, a Worthington Duplex 6-inch by 
8^-inch by 6-inch wet vacuum pump, was soon found 
to be too small to take care of the large amount of 
air received, and a larger pump, 7^-inch by iof-inch 
by io-inch, was purchased and put at work, both 
being kept running to their utmost capacity. After 
two months’ trial of the separator the middle dam 
was removed with good results. As the plant is 
composed of five thousand eight hundred six (5806) 
feet of suction pipe and branches, there are a great 
number of joints to be kept air tight, and it requires 
constant care. A man goes over the line every 
morning with a pail of asphaltum paint, and if there 
are any leaks he repairs them. This air difficulty 
was referred to in last year’s report and is still a 
cause of great trouble. I have received letters from 
different parts of the country inquiring how to deal 
with the air question, so we are not the only people 
with this problem on our hands. 

Feb. 1 6th the Cook Company began a further 
extension of the plant by sinking twenty-one four (4) 
inch and two six (6) inch wells on the Abbott land, 
situated on the east side of the Old Colony Railroad; 
this extension was completed and connected April 
19th, and while it was being made eight of the 
poorest wells of the plant were pulled up The 
finished system consists of seventy-two wells, includ- 
ing two push-wells, forty-nine six (6) inch wells, and 
twenty-one four (4) inch wells. 
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A careful record of the elevation of the ground 
water has been kept; the annexed diagram showing,

The plan shows the location of the Cook wells 
and test wells above referred to. 

After the plant was finished, Mr. Cook made quite 
a number of experiments with a deep well pump, 
shutting off wells from the gang and pumping a 
large quantity from them without effecting the yield 
of the large pumps. The Pohli Air Lift was tried, 
but there was not depth enough to the wells to 
make this method successful. Mr. Cook then advised 
the lowering of the suction mains and pumps about 
eight (8) feet, claiming that this would greatly in- 
crease the supply. 

During the year, from January i, 1894, to Janu- 
ary 1, 1895, 837,876,902 gallons were pumped, an 

average of 2,295,553 gallons per day. This is a 
very good showing, as the past season has been 
exceedingly dry. 

TESTS BY THE HYDRAULIC CONSTRUCTION COMPANY. 

The Hydraulic Construction Company of New 
York, having made a contract to test the ground 
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for another plant, began work about the middle of 
August, and by the middle of October had put 
down fifty-one two (2) inch wells ; of these, twenty- 
four were washed and twenty-seven driven wells. 

The washed wells were put down by the method 
used by the Charles D. Pierce Company, which is 
described in my report to the Water Board for 
1891, except that in the Pierce work a screen was 
driven and the wells were pumped; here no screen 
was used and the wells were not pumped. The 
driven wells were driven by the same kind of ma- 
chine used by Mr. Andrews in our former experi- 
ments. The washed wells give much better samples 
of the material than the driven wells. 

In the following table may be found a record of 
the fifty-one wells sunk before a location was selected 
for another steam pumping trial.

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By an examination of the above table and the 
accompanying profile of the wells, it will be seen that 
the underlying hard pan or rock lies too near the 
surface to allow good wells to be made. This con- 
dition continues for a mile south of the Cook wells, 
to a point where the Hydraulic Construction’ Com- 
pany is now at work, at a location on the south 
side of the old Middlesex Canal in the Town of 
Chelmsford.

As the water in the test wells was constantly 
lowering during the trial, it is impossible to form a 
true estimate of the quantity they will yield. 

The above described wells are seemingly in a very 
good locality to obtain the amount of water con- 
tracted for (from 2,000,000 to 3,000,000 gallons per 
day). 

When the contract was let it was the intention 
to make an extension to the present plant and pump 
all the water at one station. The distance between 
the two plants being so great, I would recommend, 
if the Hydraulic Construction Company’s experiments 
prove successful, that two separate pumping stations 
be erected, setting the pumps low and as near the 
wells as possible. 

The State Board of Health has made an analysis 
of the water from the plant of the Cook wells every 
month, and a copy of the record received from them 
may be found on page 98. 

The water from the wells of the Hydraulic Con- 
struction Company has been analyzed by Thomas 
O. Allen, Analyst for the City, and the results 
obtained by him are given on page 99.

All waters containing suspended matter, excepting ground waters which contain a large quantity of iron, are filtered through filter paper 
before determining the color and residue on evaporation. Occasionally these determinations are also made on the unfiltered water, the 
results in such eases being indicated by an asterisk. -

To the Board of Overseers of the Poor : — 

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit the 
following as the annual report of the Secretary- for 
the year ending Dec. 20, 1894. 

TEMPORARY AID. 

Temporary aid, consisting of wood, coal, pro- 

visions, and. orders, has been granted to 648 
families, comprising 2576 persons; 1176 males and 

1400 females. Of this number 809 were state 

paupers, and 175 were chargeable to other cities 
and towns, leaving I5'92 persons aided who have 

a settlement in Lowell, and who resided here 
when aided. 

The value of above aid was $10,605.60. Of 
this amount $2,104.05 was reimbursed by the 
Commonwealth, cities and towns, leaving $8,501.55

as the amount expended for our own poor as 
partial support at their homes. In addition to 
above, the sum of $2,128.44 has been paid to other 
cities and towns for aid rendered our own poor 
who reside elsewhere, and the sum of $1,222.28 
(less reimbursements $102.00) has been paid as 
cash allowances, making a total of $11,750.27 
expended for paupers under this head. 

HOSPITALS AND ASYLUMS.

Amount paid for 
above, $8,127.45 5 reimbursed by relatives, $1,026.39, 
leaving $7,101.06 as the net expense to the city. 

STATE PAURPERS. 

One hundred and nineteen persons were cared 
for at the hospitals who had no settlement in 
Lowell, and 171 paupers were sent to the alms- 
house at Tewksbury during the year. 

BURIALS. 

Eighty-nine orders for burial of deceased paupers 
who had no settlement in Lowell, and 80 orders 
for burial of paupers who had a settlement, were 
given by this department during the year.

Three hundred and thirty-eight cords of wood

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Office of the Superintendent City Farm, 

Lowell, Dec. 20, 1894. 

To the Board of Overseers of the Poor : — 

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit the 
annual report of the Superintendent of the Insti- 
tutions at City Farm, for the year ending Dec. 
20, 1894. 

The expenses of the Institution have necessarily 
exceeded those of last year, because of the increase 
in the out-door relief, the employment of extra 
attendants, and the completion of a large number 
of improvements. The expenses for the out-door 
relief were seventeen hundred dollars ($1,700.00) 
more than those of the preceding year, and the 
amount expended for repairs was paid (three thousand 
dollars.) The buildings have been furnished with 
hot and cold water fixtures. A new Deane pump 
has been placed in the boiler room, which has also 
been re-piped. 

The custom of having the insane and prisoners 
occupy the same yard was strongly disapproved of 
by the Board of Overseers, consequently a new 
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yard was made, the fences of which have been 
painted a bright color. The change thus made 
has proved to be a great benefit. 

In June the city completed the sewer across the 
Jenness estate, to the rear of the Institution, at an 
expense of one thousand three hundred and fifty- 
six dollars ($1,300.56). In order to connect the 
sewer with the buildings without digging up the 
avenue, the Board of Overseers purchased four 
thousand (4,000) sq. ft. of land from the Jenness 
estate, at a cost of two hundred and twenty-five 
dollars (225.00), in addition to this there was paid 
for the sewer assessment on Chelmsford Street 
two hundred and seventy-nine dollars ($279.00). In 
July the buildings were connected with the sewer, 
much trouble was experienced in the work owing 
to the sandy nature of the soil. In connecting 
the buildings with the sewers seven hundred (700) 
feet of pipe was used, as the work was done by 
the inmates of the Institution, the cost to this 
department was only three hundred dollas ($300.00), 
in this way the city was saved an expense of 
about eight hundred dollars ($800.00). The entire 
expense to the department, for the construction of 
the sewer, was two thousand one hundred and 
sixty-six dollars and fifty cents ($2,166.50). 

Acting under the suggestion of the Mayor and 
Board of Overseers four more attendants were 
employed, two were assigned to day duty and one 
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to night duty in the hospital for insane women, 
and one was assigned to duty in the men’s hospi- 
tal. The expense of these extra attendants was 
one thousand two hundred and seventy-six dollars 
and sixty cents ($1,276.60). 

• The out-buildings which were connected with 
the nursery have been removed and two water 

closets have been constructed in the building, 
where they are found to be convenient for the 
children, especially in stormy weather. 

All the buildings have been fitted with call 
bells, speaking tubes and fire-alarms, so that in 
case of emergency all the inmates can be called 
at once. 

Owing to the erection of new buildings and 
the extra space to be heated in consequence 
thereof, the purchase of two hundred (200) extra 

tons of coal was found necessary in order to keep 
the wards at a proper temperature. 

In the insane department all the old water 
closets have been replaced by modern closets, the 

heating facilities were found to be inadequate in 
the insane hospital, and three large radiators were 
added to heat it properly. Owing to the crowded 
condition of the insane wards, it was found neces- 
sary to finish the fourth floor of the new annex, 

thus making one of the finest wards in the build 
ing. The interiors of the buildings for the insane 
have been painted, and a decided change for the 
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better has been made in their appearance. All the 
repairing and painting was done by the inmates of 
the Institution, thus saving a large item in the 
expenses of the department. 

Owing to the. opening of the new County 
Truant School, the number of boys in the Reform 
School here, was reduced from fifty-seven (57) to 
ten (10). Under the old system, the boys rendered 
valuable service around the farm during: the sum- 
mer. 

Taking into consideration the lateness of the 
spring, and the extremely dry weather during the 
summer, the products of the farm were exception- 
ally good. The potato crop was the largest raised 
here for years, but the hay crop was not quite as 
large as in former years. 

The value of the entire products of the farm 
was ten thousand nine- hundred and nine dollars 
and fifty-seven cents ($10,909.5 7) and the amount 
realized from sales was two thousand five hundred 
sixty eight dollars and ninety-three cents ($2,568.93). 

I would recommend that a new dining room be 
constructed in the women’s hospital, the present 
one being nothing more than a passage-way into 
the new ward. When the building was first 
erected no provision was made for a dining room. 
In my opinion, the present Institution kitchen 
should be used for a dining room, and the present 
bake shop should be converted into a kitchen, in 
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this way the kitchen and dining room would adjoin, 
at present the fumes from the kitchen pervade the 
hospital and make it very unpleasant for the inmates. 

The present bathing facilites are very poor, with 
the exception of the insane, all the inmates have 
to use the same room. I would recommend that 
bath rooms be constructed on the first floor of each 
department in the Institution, I would also suggest 
the building of a wing io x 15 ft. in the women’s 
hospital, to run the entire height of the building, 
in this way a good ventilation would be secured. 

I desire also to renew a former recommendation 
made by me, namely : the removal of the old 
hospital and the erection in its place of a two- 
story building, to be used as a dining room for 
the men. In my opinion the present quarters in 
the basement are unfit for the inmates. 

In conclusion, I would extend my thanks to 
the Members of the Board for the courtesies 
extended me during the past year.

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council of the 
City of Loioell: 

The Board of Health respectfully submits its seven- 
teenth annual report, covering the operations of the Health 
Department for the past year, together with a statement 
of the receipts and expenditures of the department from 
January 1, 1894, to January 1, 1895. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

In January, James B. Field was re-appointed a mem- 
ber of the board, and by virtue of his appointment as 
City Physician, at the expiration of Dr. Lawler’s term, 
Omer P. Porter, M. D., became a member of the board. 

ORGANIZATION. 

In compliance with the law, the new board met for 
organization on the first Monday in February. Dr. Field 
was chosen chairman and Mr. Bayles, secretary. Horace 
H. Knapp was chosen agent of the board. 

MEETINGS. 

The regular meetings of the board have been held 
on Tuesday, at 4.30 p. m., and special meetings have 
been held whenever necessary. 
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During the year, fifty-eight office meetings have been 
held. In addition, the members have frequently made 
visits with the agent or inspectors to localities for inves- 
tigation of alleged nuisances.

DISPOSAL OF SWILL AND GARBAGE. 

The collection of swill by the Board of Health does 
not extend beyond the private families in the city, and 
the collections from hotels, boarding-houses and restau- 

rants is placed in the hands of those who apply to this 
office for a license to collect swill, each applicant submit- 
ting to an inspection of his teams and barrels, with the 
understanding that the swill is to be fed only to swine, 
and paying a license fee of $5 from April to April.

As the result of a very careful inspection of the 
amounts of swill taken by each licensed collector, it is 
probable that the same amount is collected in this way 
as the health teams collect and carry to the furnace. 

The most important question that was solved by the 
erection of the cremator was the disposal, by burning, of 
such a large proportion of swill and market refuse as had 
before been thrown upon the dumps, that only should re- 
ceive clean ashes and paper refuse. 

The time will come when the city must have an out- 
let for all its swill and refuse without recourse to the 
pernicious system of feeding to swine ; but Lowell is now 
in a much better condition with its present small crema- 
tor than any other city in New England, and when any 
other furnace or rendering establishment can convince the 
board, by as careful and trustworthy record of actual re- 
sults as has been applied to the Lowell furnace, that they 
can dispose of the garbage at a less cost and in as clean 
and sanitary manner, they will gladly recommend its adop- 
tion and erection by the city. 

Experience has demonstrated that the most expensive 
fault with the Engle furnace, now in operation, is that it 
is not wide enough to give a larger surface area, as noth- 
ing but flame will destroy the garbage ; but it must be 
borne in mind that neither of the concerns that were voted 
on favorably by the City Council this year were in exist- 
ence at the time our furnace was built, and they both 
contemplate a much larger plant, at a first cost of three 
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times the amount paid for the Lowell furnace. The cost 
of operation in 1894 was reduced $1,900 from 1893, but 
wc cannot hold out much hope that it can be reduced 
further. 

Experiments have been made at .different times with 
the ash product of the furnace, and fifty tons have been 
disposed of at a price. As the entire product up to the 
last of the year has been dumped outside the buildings, it 
suffered from leaching caused by rains and snow. 

It is now kept as free from moisture as possible, and 
we are in hopes to derive some revenue from it, so that 
it will decrease the cost of burning. 

As it is now screened and kept dry, all the authori- 
ties agree that it ought to be worth from eight to ten dol- 
lars per ton . 

This is the first full year [1894] that the cremator 
has been in operation, and the table of figures given 
herewith are reliable as to the amount of garbage con- 
sumed and the cost of disposing by fire. 

There have been no complaints, but on the contrary 
a great many expressions of satisfaction from citizens of 
Lowell, that by its operations so many thousands of tons 
of perishable matter have been disposed of by such a 
cleanly and sanitary method. 

In a city that appropriates yearly for current expen- 
ditures a sum exceeding $1,000,000, $6,000 expended to 

relieve its inhabitants of 3,500 tons of perishable and dis- 
ease breeding material ought not to be called by any of 
its citizens an extravagant expenditure of money.

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hale’s BROOK. 

When the early days of summer brought to the nos- 
trils of the large number of people living along the line 
of this stream the usual foul-smelling atmosphere, a de- 
termined effort was made by the board to improve the 
banks by cleaning and the channel by dredging, until 
such time as the city, by the promise of its committee 
on sewers, should relieve the brook of its sewage. What- 
ever work is done there, will be of but little use until 
the Thorndike and Tanner street sewers are completed, 
when the entire brook, from the City Farm to the Con- 
cord river, should be dredged and scoured. 

The following letter summarizes the action of the de- 
partment in its efforts to make the locality bearable to 
the citizens who are dwellers along its banks : 

Lowell, Oct. 12, 1894. 

To the Mayor and Aldermen , Lowell, Mass. : 

Gentlemen : 

The Board of Health, in an official communication to your body, 
dated January 30, 1894, called your attention to the fact that a sur- 
vey had been made of the territory draining into Hale’s brook, and 
acting under the knowledge obtained through the investigation, the 
Board of Health condemned the brook as a common nuisance, and 
advised both the Water Department and the City Council to speedily 
and effectively remove the danger. 

As a step towards accomplishing that purpose, May 10, 1894, 
the Board of Health prepared petitions, with accompanying plans, 
and presented them to the committee on sewers at a hearing June 
28th; and as a result of that hearing, the committee on sewers voted, 
July 3d, to remove all the city sewage from Hale’s brook by divert- 
ing it into sewers to be built at once through parts of Thorndike and 
Tanner streets. 

This vote of the committee was endorsed by the Board of Aider- 
men July 17th.

It is now getting towards the close of the present municipal 
year, and at the date of this letter, not a shovelful of dirt has been 
disturbed. 

The following petition explains itself : 


To the Board of Health of the City of Lowell : 

Gentlemen : 

Your petitioners, citizens of Lowell, beg leave to call your attention to 
the absolute necessity of the removal of the “ Hale’s Brook ” nuisance, 
that such measures may be taken by your board as shall best do away with 
this increasing danger to the public health.

A hearing was given on the above petition at the Public Hearing 
room, October lltli, at 8 p. m., and the result of that hearing only 
emphasized what was before known by the board. 

More than ordinary caution has been thought advisable in this 
matter, as it involved very important questions, and it was hoped 
that by the exercise of patience and persistence, the results desired 
would be accomplished without resort to the power given by the stat- 
ute to the Board of Health for the abatement of public as well as pri- 
vate nuisances. 

As the conservative methods put into action have not yet been 
able to secure relief, and as the season is getting advanced towards 
winter, it seems proper to determine whether more drastic and 
peremptory action shall not be at once commenced. 

It does not seem right to enforce through the courts the orders 
issued through this office only when they relate to private individuals, 
and allow the city of Lowell to maintain for years a foul, pestilential 
and disease-breeding system, by which the excreta of poor farms, 
county jails and private back houses is allowed to spread over a 
large uncovered area of land in the very heart of the city. There- 
fore, after careful thought, the Board of Health now insist that a 
commencement of the work voted by your honorable body shall take 
precedence over every other proposition to begin or continue sewer 
work this year ; otherwise, following the plain mandate of the stat- 
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utes of the Commonwealth, the Board of Health must summon into 
court the City of Lowell for maintaining a public nuisance, thereby 
endangering the health and comfort of hundreds of its citizens. 

The above communication was referred to the com- 

mittee on sewers October 16th, and on their recommenda- 
tion a resolution was passed by the City Council Novem- 
ber 27, 1894, to borrow the sum of twelve thousand dol- 
lars [$12,000], to relieve the brook by the extension of 

the Thorndike street sewer. 

The board hopes and expects that before the sum- 

mer months of 1895, the drainage on the west side will 
be provided for by this sewer, leaving only one more 
sewer, through Tanner street on the east side, to carry 

away the refuse coming from the brewery, cremator and 
a few dwelling houses on that side. 


BATH HOUSE. 

The building that is now stranded upon the sand 
dunes of the Merrimack river has outlived its usefulness, 
if it ever had any, and for the last year has been con- 
verted into a privy. The board for the last two years 
have regarded it as very questionable Avhether it was on 
the line of sanitary work to maintain it where it has 

been, or anywhere on the line of the river below the 

Pawtucket Falls. It would be a grand thing for Lowell 
if some benevolent citizen or an organization should 

build a bathing house for the working population, that 
could be furnished with city water through the mains, 
but the undertaking would cost more money than the 

Board of Health would feel justified in asking in the form 
of an appropriation from the city. 
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It is rather a curious phase of our new world devel- 
opment that there should be to-day no public baths in 
this country, in cities that are deprived of tide-water fa- 
cilities. England and France, way back in the fifties, 
were working at the problem of cleanliness fqr the poorer 
classes. 

The general government in France at one time ap- 
propriated six hundred thousand francs for the purpose 
of free baths. Medical science said authoritatively that 
baths would save hospitals, and in the long run be the 
cheaper to operate. The houses of the poor have not, 
and cannot well have, the benefits of properly fitted 
baths. It is this vast mass in every community that 
ought to be encouraged to rise out of the squalor and 
filth with which they may be surrounded. In the public 
baths at Glasgow, the attendance coincides with the rise 
and fall of temperatures throughout the seasons. For 
this reason, most of the London establishments close their 
swimming baths at the end of October. The question of 
class naturally required consideration at an early stage. 
Much in this way depends upon the place and position 
and the neighborhood where the baths are erected. The 
London ordinance provides for three classes of Swimming- 
baths, at sums not exceeding eight pence, four pence and 
two pence for each person ; and, further, that the number 
of baths for the laboring classes in public baths shall not 
be less than twice the number of baths of any higher class. 

Every experience abroad has shown that the bath 
provided cheaply for the people rapidly becomes popular. 
To promote cleanliness among the masses is to promote 
the health, wealth and happiness of all classes of the 
community. 
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The Board of Health believe this question is one of 
importance, but they make no special recommendation, 
until they find out from the citizens of Lowell, whether 
it would be worth putting their time and research toward 
a plan by which the working people could be provided 
with a cold or warm bath for a sum not to exceed five 
cents, soap and towels to be charged extra, or brought 
by the bathers. We this year only suggest the idea, and 
if sufficient encouragement seems to be given by the pub- 
lic, the present board and its successors could more thor- 
oughly study the scheme and put it into shape, taking 
the risk of introducing a novelty, as they have* already 
done toward the disposal of garbage and refuse. 

PLUMBING INSPECTION. 

The work of this department has been enlarged and 
increased by the passage of a law bj^ the Legislature of 
“An act relative to the licensing of Plumbers and the 
Supervision of the Business of Plumbing.” 

Under the authority of the act, every plumber who 
was engaged in or working at the business of plumbing, 
either as a master or employing plumber, or as a jour- 
neyman plumber, prior to the tenth day of July, 1893, 
upon application and statement under oath as to where 
and how long he had been engaged in or working at said 
business, and whether as a master or employing plumber, 
or as a journeyman plumber, was given a license by the 
Board of Health, if satisfied that the person so register- 
ing was actually engaged in or working at said business 
prior to said date, said license authorizing him to engage 
in or work at said business either as a master 01 * employ- 
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ing plumber or as a journeyman plumber, for the term 
of one year from the time the license was granted.

Upon the 1st of September, 1894, another tribunal, 
called a Board of Examiners, came into power, consist- 
ing of Dr. Field, chairman Board of Health, Richard S. 
Bray, Superintendent of Public Buildings, and Edward J. 
Carroll, a practical plumber of more than five years’ con- 
tinued practical experience as a journeyman plumber. 
The duty of this board is to examine all applicants as to 
their practical knowledge of plumbing, house drainage 
and plumbing ventilation, with some form of practical 
test, and if satisfied of the competency of the applicant, 
shall so certify to the Board of Health, who shall there- 
upon issue a license to such applicant, authorizing him to 
engage in or work at the business of plumbing, either as 
a master or employing plumber or as a journeyman 
plumber. 

The examining board have held seventeen meetings 
from September, 1894, to January, 1895, and as the re- 
sult of their examinations, the following list of successful 
applicants has been certified to the Board of Health, and 
they have been granted licenses either as employing or 
journeyman plumbers.

A new code of regulations regarding the business of 

o o O 

plumbing has been perfected and sent to the city council 
under the section quoted below, Acts of 1894, Section 7 : 

“Each city or town of five thousand inhabitants or more, shall 
by ordinance, within six months from the passage of this act, pre- 
scribe rules and regulations for the materials, construction, alteration 
and inspection of all pipes, tanks, faucets, valves and other fixtures, 
by and through which waste water or sewage is used and carried ; 
and provide that no such pipes, tanks, faucets, valves or other fix- 
tures shall be placed in any building in such city or town except in 
accordance with plans which shall be approved by the Board of 
Health of such city or town ; and further provides that no plumbing- 
work shall be done, except in the repair of leaks, without a permit 
being first issued therefor/’ 
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From the view of this department the law under 
treatment will be verv valuable in its results, to the com- 
fort, health and lives of the inhabitants of Lowell that 
will take the place of those now living. The dread of 
drain air and of all foul exhalations from imperfect plumb- 
ing work is a wholesome dread, because, although direct in- 
fection may not come in that way, there is no question that 
such foul air has a most debilitating effect on the system 
and is one of the most potent causes of the "run down” 
condition which makes one an easy prey to infection from 
any source. It is therefore, of the utmost importance 
to make sure that everything connected with the drainage 
system is in perfect order. It is a mistake to have too 
many water closets, as the oftener a closet is used, the 
more frequently will its outlet be flushed. The interior 
arrangements of a large number of the boarding houses 
and tenements of Lowell are very faulty, and they have 
been made worse by persistent efforts to force meters 
into every tenement house possible. Tenement house own- 
ers have been influenced to believe that they could save 
money by paying for metered water instead of being 
charged the schedule rates per faucet and water closet- 
It is no doubt a fact that the owner of the property 
saves and the city loses in most cases by the substitu- 
tion, but the tenants suffer discomfort and sickness by the 
choice : and when it is still further asked that power 
shall be given by the City Council to order all services 
metered, a halt should be ordered, so that the health of 
the city should not be imperilled in the future. All 
discharges of all plumbing appliances should be made to 
insure the flow of a copious volume of water whenever 
they are opened. A wash-basin, bath-tub, or sink should

always be emptied with a rush which will insure the per- 
fect washing of the waste pipe. Anything less demands 

attention. 

Water closets should always be flushed from an over- 
head tank used for no other purpose, and delivering 
several gallons of water in a flood. This is needed not 
only to keep the closet and its trap in good order, but 
to flush the soil pipe and the house drain as well, and 
it is a false economy upon the part of tenement house 
owners to think that they cannot afford to have this es- 

sential on account of the cost for metered water. It 
is not by such use or by any use that the great vol- 
ume of water is consumed, but by the waste of a small 
stream, the constant trickling leaks and drips from im- 
perfect fixtures. 

From an inspection of tenement houses in the city 
of Lowell covering years, it is the unanimous opinion of 
the board that the stingy use of metered water in the 

city is greatly to be deplored. 

Because of a desire to keep the water bills at as low 
a point as possible, the owners of tenement house prop- 
erty very often shut off the water at night fall, and be- 

fore it is let on again in the morning, many people have 
been obliged to get their hasty breakfast and commence 
work in the mills without the convenience of water either 
at their sinks or water closets. There is very often an 
insufficient stream through their fixtures caused by the 
filling of the small iron supply pipes with rust, and the 
cleaning of which is postponed as long as possible, owing 
to the fear that the operation will increase the metered 
water bill and decrease the income from the property. 
The consequence of such a niggardly policy is seen very 
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often, when the water closet bowls are found lined with 
faecal matter, and in such quantities as to excite wonder 
that at times the typhoid bacilli are not conveyed by 
flies that walk up over the seat to carry their filth-laden 
feet to the table, where they might tread a fatal path of 
destruction among the dishes prepared for the use of the 
inmates. 

This department has no desire to antagonize the rea- 
sonable use of meters on property that is properly and 
intelligently supervised, but the question of the health of 
the poorer class of tenants in some of the dilapidated 
buildings in the city is of more importance than any sys- 
tem that continues and increases the danger, even if the 
theory is correct, that the universal use of meters may 
save a few paltry dollars in the cost of pumping the sew- 
age-laden water of the Merrimack river. It might be dif- 
ferent, if Lowell did not have an inexhaustible supply of 
Merrimack river water to draw from ; but as it has, and 
as it has been condemned for drinking purposes by the 
State Board of Health, it certainly ought to be supplied 
for cleansing purposes in as great a volume as possible, 
and in such a way as to remove any motive that stingy 
property owners might have to curtail its use. 

Lowell is peculiarly unfortunate in its lack of bathing 
and washing facilities, as it is surrounded by a cordon 
of impure streams, and there are no places where its 
working people can obtain free baths that are so essen- 
tial to health and cleanliness, and if the character of the 
property in its relation to proper sanitary conditions is 
examined when a compulsory use of meters is in force, 
some of the evils from the putting into effect of such an 
ordinance as has been asked for might be avoided.

GENERAL INSPECTION. 

This branch of work has been seriously disturbed, 
first by the epidemic of small pox during the first three 
months of the year, and second by the behavior of one 
of the inspectors who worked faithfully and well until 
some strange reasons compelled him to leave the depart- 
ment and the city, leaving his work in such a way that 
it is impossible for an}' one else to collate the fragments 
into an intelligent record, but, notwithstanding, a vast 
amount of detail and routine work has been accomplished. 
A house to house inspection through a number of streets 
will have to be repeated as they were taken by him in

EXHIBIT AT THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE MASSACHUSETTS 

MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

Early in the spring, an invitation was given to the 
different boards of health in the state to make an exhibit 
of their work at the annual meeting of the medical so- 
ciety in June. Accordingly, several charts, diagrams and 
photographs were prepared, illustrating the work of the 

board. As Lowell was the only New England city to 

cremate its garbage, the process of garbage cremation was 
illustrated by photographs taken by Mr. G. A. Nelson, 
the well known amateur, by diagrams and tables of the 
cost. Charts were prepared showing the location of our 
small-pox outbreak, the district of compulsory vaccination, 
and the cost of stopping the epidemic. Another chart 
relative to typhoid fever showed why our river water 

should be filtered. In a striking manner was shown on a 
colored diagram the decrease in the principal contagious 
diseases during the sixteen years after the establishment 

of a Board of Health in Lowell, as compared with the 
sixteen years previous. Other charts gave all the blank 
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forms used by the board relative to contagious diseases 
and nuisances. 

The exhibit was held in the Mechanics Building, 
Boston, June 12th and 13th. Much to the surprise of 
the Lowell board, their exhibit was, with the exception 
of one small diagram from another city, the only exhibit 
made by a. Board of Health. Our exhibit was in charge 
of Inspector Webster, who, under the direction of the 
chairman, had drawn all the charts and diagrams. Much 
interest was manifested in the good showing made by the 
Lowell board, and many inquiries from spaaller cities 
\yere satisfactorily answered.

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DIPHTHERIA. 

Although there have been fewer cases of diphtheria 
[including croup] reported in 1894 than for some years 
past, yet there has been a slight increase in the number 
of deaths, due mostly to the croupous form of the dis- 
ease. As stated in last year’s report, diphtheria and 
croup are purposely tabulated separately, although the 
board has for years believed in their identity. Added to 
the clinical and bacteriological evidences of the unity of 
diphtheria and croup, we now have the additional evi- 
dence from treatment by anti-toxin, a remedy efficacious 
only when the bacillus of diphtheria is present. It has 
been found in Paris that whereas formerly eighty-five per 
cent, of the cases of croup needing tracheotomy were fatal, 
that under anti-toxin treatment only forty-seven per cent, 
of the cases were fatal, and that the percentage was much 
lower on cases seen early in the disease. 

Notwithstanding all these cumulative proofs as to the 
identity of diphtheria and croup, yet it is evident that 
many parents, and not a few physicians, disbelieve. How 
else can we explain that while in 1894, forty-two cases of 
diphtheria were reported, with fourteen deaths, there were 
only five cases of croup reported, and twenty-three deaths. 
With nearly five times as many deaths as cases reported, 
means that physicians are often not called to a case of 
membraneous croup until it is moribund, and that parents 
and physicians alike are careless about preventing the 
spread of infection.

ANJMUAL REPORT 


It has long been maintained by authorities on diph- 
theria that the disease is spread by the many mild and 
unrecognized cases of the malady. Such patients may be 
able to go to school or to work, to fide in the street 
cars, and to attend public meetings. Ignorant of the fact 
that they have the disease, these patients are liable to 
spread it freely. To assist in making the diagnosis in 
mild cases of throat and nasal troubles, as well as to de- 
cide when a convalescent diphtheria patient became free 
from contagion, the board decided to furnish the physi- 
cians with the bacteriological diagnosis of diphtheria. 
Quarters . were obtained in the milk inspectors’ laboratory, 
and Charles L. Fox, M. D., a graduate of the Harvard 
Medical School, who had studied bacteriology there and 
abroad, was appointed bacteriologist to the board. The 
following circular sent to physicians and the subjoined 
blanks indicated the nature of the work proposed to be 
done : 

Lowell, December 1, 1894. 

To the Physicians of Lowell : 

The Board of Health is now ready to begin the bacteriological 
diagnosis of diphtheria, for patients resident within the city limits. 
It is hoped that the medical profession will avail itself of this means 
of diagnosis in all affections of the throat or nose which may seem 
diphtheritic in nature as well as in laryngeal or croupous diphtheria. 
The bacteriological test can also be used to determine when a patient 
ceases to be a source of contagion. 

In order that the work may be performed satisfactorily, 
the Board asks for your cordial co-operation, and requests 

THAT YOU READ CAREFULLY THE DIRECTIONS GIVEN BELOW. 

A Culture Outfit can be obtained at this office between the 
hours of 9 a. m. and 5 p. m. week days. The outfit consists of 
a case with two test tubes, one containing sterilized blood serum, 
the other containing a sterilized swab. The culture should be made 
in accordance with the instructions given in the card accompanying 
this circular. 
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When cultures are left at this office before noon, an endeavor 
will be made to return a report of the bacteriological diagnosis on the 
following day. 

When the bacteriological diagnosis does not hai’monize with the 
clinical facts and history, as shown by antecedent or subsequent 
cases of diphtheria, or where there any reasons for complaint regard- 
ing the service, physicians are earnestly requested to report these 
promptly at this office. 

It will be noticed that the bacteriologist does not visit the pa- 
tient, nor is his service compulsory, as in some cities, where a bac- 
teriologist employed by the Board of Health visits every patient. 
Here the attending physician may employ in consultation any bac- 
teriologist he chooses. 

It is to be hoped, however, that the physicians will avail them- 
selves of this opportunity for bacteriological examination, to settle 
the diagnosis of a disease so coutagious and so fatal in its results.

DIRECTIONS FOR MAKING CULTURES IN SUSPECTED CASES OF 

DIPHTHERIA. 

The patient should be placed in a good light, and, if a child, 
properly held. In cases where it is possible to get a good view of 
the throat, depress the tongue and rub the cotton swab gently, but 
freely, against any visible exudate. 

In other cases, including those in which the exudate is confined 
to the larynx, avoiding the tongue, pass the swab far back, and rub 
it freely against the mucous membrane of the pharynx and tonsils. 
Without laying the swab down, withdraw the cotton plug from the 
culture tube, insert the swab, and rub that portipn of it which has 
touched the exudate gently, but thoroughly, back and forth all over 
the surface of the blood serum. Do not push the swab into the 
blood serum, nor break the surface in any way. Then replace the 
swab in its own tube, plug both tubes, put them in the box, fill out 
enclosed slip, and return the culture outfit at once to the office. A 
report will be forwarded the following morning by mail.

A. The inoculation was made at so late a period in the disease that it 
is possible that the diphtheria bacilli, though now absent, were at an earlier 
time present. 

B. The growth on the culture media was so scanty that it is probable 
that the inoculation was not properly made, or that some antiseptic had 
been applied to the throat shortly before obtaining the material for inocu- 
lating the tube. 

C. The culture media was badly contaminated. 

i). The serum in the tube was too dry to permit of the growth of the 
diphtheria bacilli. 

a. Another culture is requested. 

b . The case will be treated as one of diphtheria. 

c. The case will be treated as one of false diphtheria unless the physi- 
cian in charge of the case requests otherwise.

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It is yet too early to appreciate the advantages of our 
bacteriological department. It is to be feared that Low- 
ell physicians will not make use of it as freely as they 
ought. In other cities, the beneficial results of a bacteri- 
ological examination have been far reaching. Children 
supposed to be ill with a mild sore throat or with ton- 
silitis have been proved to have diphtheria. In cases ex- 
posed to diphtheria, the presence of the diphtheria bacillus 
has been proved two days before the. membrane appeared 
in the throat. Again, cases of catarrhal discharge from 
the nose have been proved to be nasal diphtheria. Any 
of the foregoing varieties of cases might have infected a 
school-room full of children. The bacteriological test pays, 
and pays most decidedly if it is only used frequently. 

Another advantage of the bacteriological test for diph- 
theria is that it is the only reliable method of telling 
when a patient ceases to be a source of contagion. Still 
another important use of the bacteriological diagnosis lies 
in the fact that it is in the case of early diagnosis that 
the antitoxine treatment has proved most beneficial. 

Apropos of antitoxine, the Board of Health has delayed 
obtaining any for trial, until it becomes possible to ob- 
tain a supply of antitoxine of standard strength and un- 
doubted reliability. 

The remarks on diphtheria cannot be closed any better 
than by giving the report presented to the Eighth Inter- 
national Congress of Hygiene and Demography by F. 
Lofiler in behalf of the German Committee. He says : 

1. The productive agent of diphtheria is the diphtheria 
bacillus. Dispute as to the etiological definition of this 
bacillus exists no longer. We can, therefore, henceforth 
indicate as diphtheria such forms of disease as are in- 
fested with the bacillus. 
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2. Not infrequently cases appear in the early stages 
to the clinical observer as true diphtheria, which, how- 
ever, are caused by other organisms, as streptococci, 
staphylococci, pneumococci, and in light or graver forms 
may be mistaken for diphtheria. But the differential 
diagnosis can be effected through bacteriological research. 
Statistical compilation on the epidemic spread of diph- 
theria, as well as on the character of diphtheritic epi- 
demics, cannot represent an exact definition so long as 
the bacteriological investigation of cases suspected of diph- 
theria fails to mark a division between true diphtheria 
bacillus and cases merely resembling diphtheria. 

3. Diphtheria epidemics show a various character, as 
do many other epidemics of infectious disease. The 
course of the epidemics is often very light, but also 
much more severe, indicated by the high figure of the 
death-rate, the rapid infection of the larynx and the 
nose, and by severe heart and kidney affections, and 
consecutive paralyses. But also in the same epidemic 
instances of severe and light forms of disease frequently 
alternate irregularlv. 

4. The variation, of course, will be determined by 
several factors : a. Bv difference in the number and the 

c / 

virulence of the diphtheria bacilli : the causes of the lat- 
ter are not yet absolutely known ; b. By concomitant 
bacteria, and indeed as much by pathogenic as sapro- 
phytic. The processes of infection with regard to the 
diseased mucous membranes in the passages and in the 
nose appear to influence the course of the disease unfa- 
vorably, in part by increasing the virulence of the bacilli, 
in part by weakening the body through absorption of de- 
composition product ; c. By individual tendencies not yet 
thoroughly recognized. 
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5. The diphtheria bacilli can appear in the passages, 
especially of the nose, of separate individuals without 
causing indications of sickness, which it first induces 
when it has actually established itself. Lesions of the 
mucous membranes, small eruptions, catarrhal changes, 
are favorable to its residence. In brief, meteorological 
conditions giving admission by the first approach of cat- 
arrh (especially cold, damp weather), appear to favor 
the sickening from this cause. But this influence has 
to be more closely observed. 

6. Diphtheria is most rapidly communicated by direct 
contact between sick and well, through spitting, cough- 
ing, sneezing, kissing, and grasping of the hands, where- 
by the hands come into contact with flesh secretion : 
also freely through utensils which the sufferer has fouled 
with his secretions ; by beverages, food, eating and drink- 
ing vessels, cast-off washing clothes and other articles, 
as pocket-handkerchiefs, playthings, even long after their 
actual infection. 

7. The sick is infectious so long as he has bacilli 
upon the mucous membranes. The bacilli usually disap- 
pears with, or soon after the disappearance of the local 
signs, but they may be detected still lively and virulent 
in the passages or nose for weeks and even months. 

8. On inorganic matters condensed and excluded from 
light the bacilli can maintain themselves for a period of 
months ; accumulations of dirt, dark and close dwellings 
favor thus the preservation of bacilli and the extension 
of disease. 

9. As a specially noticeable vehicle for the extension 
of disease is to be noted the crowding together of sus- 
ceptible individuals, especially in families of many chil- 
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dren. But other gatherings of people, apart from chil- 
dren, where separate persons do not come into such 
proximity as the members of the family, may offer faci- 
lity for the extension of infection, as schools, barracks, 
and the like. 

10. The diphtheria bacillus is so far not identified 

with certainty as the cause of other diseases similar to 
diphtheria or of other spontaneous disease of lower ani- 
mals. The possibility of the conveyance of true diph- 
theria from sick animals to human beings is thus outside 
our present knowledge. It is desirable that the govern- 
mental investigating committee should combine with re- 
search regarding diphtheria coming under their notice the 
similar diseases of animals, and also the communication from 
animal to human beings of diseases resembling diphtheria. 

11. As prophylactic means are to be considered: a. 

Care for cleansing, keeping dry, sufficient ventilation and 
lighting of the dwelling : b. Careful cleansing of the 
mouth and nose, gargling with weak solutions of com- 

mon salt and carbonate of soda, thorough brushing; of 
the teeth, extraction of bad teeth, attention to the deeper 
cavities of the tonsils, and removal of hypertrophied ton- 
sils ; c. cold doucheing of the throat in times of diph- 
theria prevalence. 

12. Every case suspected of diphtheria must, when 

possible, be bacteriologically investigated. The physicians 
must have easy access to the required materials for carry- 
ing on the culture, for example in the chemists’ shops. 
The investigation has to be carried on by specialists, 

as in the case or cases of suspected cholera. 

13. All cases proved bacteriologically to be true diph- 
theria as well as all cases suspected as diphtheria which 
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have not been bacteriologically investigated, must be dealt 
with under police regulations. 

14. Every diphtheria case must be isolated, either in 
a separate room of the dwelling or in an isolation ward. 
In order to restrict as much as possible the spread of 
the bacilli by the sick, a local anti-bacillar treatment 
must be employed with a view to prophylaxis against the 
early stages of the disease. 

15. One of the most effective means against the spread 
of diphtheria is the protective inoculation, with antitoxine, 
of susceptible individuals in the neighborhood of the 
patient, especially of children. 

16. In every case of diphtheria disinfection is impera- 
tive. This is needed for all utensils for the sick, as 
well as for the sick themselves and the sick room. 

17. Convalescents from diphtheria must not mix freely 
with others till bacteriological investigation has proved 
the absence of the bacilli. 

SCARLET FEVER. 

Scarlet fever has increased in frequency by one-third 
during the past year, as will be seen by reference 
to the subjoined tables. Thirty-eight cases of the dis- 
ease occurred in one institution, the Ayer Home, in 
December. All these cases came down with the disease 
within two or three days, showing a common source of 
infection. The outbreak in the Home was probably due 
to a woman who had been caring for cases of scarlet 
fever in another part of the city, and who, this fact 
being unknown, was admitted to the Home over night, 
about eight days before the outbreak. Even deducting 
the cases occurring in the Ayer Home, there has still 
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been been a considerable increase in the number of cases 
of scarlet fever throughout the city. This is partly due 
to the ignorance or willfulness of physicians who are 
ready to certify that a patient is no longer a source 
of contagion ten days after the illness began. The rule 
of the Board has been that in scarlet fever no patient 
will be considered well and freed from isolation until 
the attending physician, or a physician employed by the 
Board of Health, certifies that he has personally .inspected 
the patient, found that the period of desquamation has 
ceased, and that the patient is no longer a source of 
danger. No such certificate will be received by the 
Board of Health until at least three weeks have elapsed 
from the beginning of the illness.

The minimum period within which a certificate can be 
received has been lengthened to four weeks, and if a 
few physicians continue to give certificates before desqua- 
mation ceases, it may become necessary to refuse such 
certificates and to send in all cases a physician employed 
by the Board. 

The possibility of the spread of scarlet fever by unrec- 
ognized cases was well shown when a child with skin 
freely peeling was found seated in the waiting room of 
the out-patient department of the St. John’s Hospital. 

The frequency of the cases by months during 1894 
does not bear out the statement occasionally made in 
the reports of this Board, that scarlet fever is less preva- 
lent during the summer months and increases as the 
schools begin in the fall. In fact no definite conclusion can 
be drawn from one year’s records, for two or three families 
with three or four cases in each will send the record up. 
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Taking, however, the record for several years, we find 
that there is much less scarlet fever in the summer 
months than in the months in which school keeps. This 
can best be seen in the following table :

This table suggests the interchangeable use or gather- 
ing up and distributing of slates, pencils, and free text- 
books. All such articles should be burned when there 
is a case of scarlet fever in a family. Following the 
example of other cities a daily medical inspection of the 
schools should be made, if some of the obstacles, inherent 
to Lowell, against such a procedure, could be overcome. 

MEASLES. 

This seems to be one of the diseases of which par- 
ents have little dread, and which is often treated by do- 
mestic remedies and not reported to the Board of Health. 
At no time since the epidemic of 1887, when there were 
112 deaths from measles, has there been as little of the 
disease as during the past year. In 1893, there were 541 
cases and 10 deaths ; in 1894, only 27 cases and no deaths.

TYPHOID FEVER. 

There have been fewer deaths from typhoid fever 
than in any year since 1885. The fact that more cases 
of the disease were reported than in 1893 does not nec- 
essarily show a great increase of the disease, but perhaps 
indicates that at last physicians are beginning to report 
this disease with the same promptitude that they do the 
more directly contagious diseases. The Water Board is 
to be commended in its extension of the driven well sys- 
tem, but the supply from the river should also be fil- 
tered. The mortality from typhoid fever will not be 
greatly reduced until the whole city is supplied with 
pure water, and can use it freely.

SMALL POX. 

On December 25th and 26th, 1893, the Board of 

Health learned that there were in the city three cases of 
small pox, with periods of illness lasting from ten days 
to a month. To these cases many people had been ex- 
posed, and that only five others contracted the malady 
from the first three cases is indeed fortunate. 

In the following report, the present street numbers 
are used instead of those upon the houses at the time of 
the epidemic. 

The first case to be reported, but really the third 
person to be taken ill, was Timothy Donohoe, aged 23, 
residing at 174 Crosby street. The case was reported on 
December 25th and immediately removed to the hospital. 
The patient was a bartender at 133 Crosby street, and 
had been ill for about ten days. A change of physicians 
during this ten days had left the disease unrecognized 
until umbi Heated vesicles appeared, the day before the 
case was reported. 

On December 26th, the day after the foregoing case 
was reported, the attention of the board was called to an 
adjoining block, 164 Crosby street, where two young 
women were convalescing from what was originally supposed 
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to be chicken pox. From all that could be learned of 
the history of the cases, the board is satisfied that they 
were genuine cases of small pox. 

The first case, then, in point of time, was Hannah 

Finnegan, aged 18, of 164 Crosby street. She was taken 

ill November 24th, with vomiting and a temperature of 
102 degrees, followed in three days by a papular eruption 
on face and in throat, finally spreading over body. Five 
days later, this eruption became vesicular, but no umbili- 
cation was noticed. When first seen by the board, a 
month after her illness began, she was still confined to 
bed and covered with desquamating scales, which persist- 
ed for a fortnight longer. Where she contracted the dis- 

ease could not be ascertained. 

The second case was Mary Murphy, aged 22, living 
in the Finnegan building. The history of her illness was 
almost identical with that of Hannah Finnegan, except 
that it did not begin until December 6th. 

From these two unrecognized cases undoubtedly arose 
the first case reported to the board, that of Timothy 
Donohoe. The Finnegan and Donohoe families lived in 
adjacent blocks and visited back and forth. 

The fourth case, Margaret Linnehan, aged 24 years, 
of 101 Crosby, street, was reported on January 2d, 1894. 
Miss Linnehan lived over the saloon in which Mr. Dono- 
hoe had tended bar. She also had been in a tenement 
of the Finnegan house a fortnight previously, to wait 
upon a sister, who had been confined. Miss Linnehan 
was employed by the Lowell Manufacturing Company 
(Carpet Company), and although she was taken ill on 
December 30th, she attended church that day and Decem- 
ber 31st. 
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The fifth case, Margaret Sheehan, aged 19, another 
member of the Donohoe family, of 174 Crosby street, 
was reported January 5th. 

The sixth case, Annie O’Neil, aged 26, of 37 New- 
hall street, was reported January 6th. This house was 
just around the corner from Crosby street and backed up 
to the Donohoe house. No evidence of direct communica- 
tion with the previous cases could be made out. 

The seventh case, John E. Murphy, 21 years old, 
was reported January 6th, from his father’s residence, 480 
Lawrence street, where he had been for only five hours. 
He had been residing in West Billerica, in the family of 
John Sullivan, a milk dealer, for whom he delivered milk 
in Lowell. Feeling ill, he had returned to his father’s 
house, where he was found with a well marked papular 
eruption. Although Murphy’s milk route lay through the 
infected district, he delivered milk at none of the houses 
where small pox had been. A physician in whose care 
some of the earlier cases of the disease had been, was 
an occasional visitor at John Sullivan’s. 

On January 15th Andrew Kneafsey, 5 years of age, 

0 

living at 25 Newhall street, was broken out with a well 
marked vaccinal eruption, the result of vaccination eight 
days previously. As the eruption presented some points 
of resemblance to varioloid, he was removed to a sep- 
arate apartment in the hospital where the doubtful appear- 
ances soon subsided. 

The eighth and last case was that of Louise Quirouet, 
aged 45, reported from Tyngsboro, Mass., Jan. 27. Miss 
Quirouet had been a nurse in our small-pox hospital, and 
had been discharged a week previously, as her services 
were no longer needed. She had been ill with small- 
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pox several years previously, and through some misun- 
derstanding no attempt at vaccination was made when she 
began her hospital duties. 

The treatment of this outbreak of eight cases of small- 
pox may be considered under the four heads of vacci- 
nation, isolation, disinfection, and quarantine. 

Vaccination has been at all times considered by the 
Board of Health to be the most satisfactory method of 
combatting small-pox. The large manufacturing corpora- 
tions have, as a rule, complied with the law by keep- 
ing their employees vaccinated. A general vaccination 
throughout the mills was last done in 1888. The Board 
of Health has always furnished free vaccination at its 
office every working day throughout the year. If these 
privileges had been availed of the history of this out- 
break would never have been written. 

Immediately upon being notified of the existence of a 
case of small-pox all the family and others likely to have 
been exposed were vaccinated. On December 26th 
the office hours at the City Hall were increased, being 
from 4 to 5 P. M. and 7 to 9 P. M. week days, and 
also on Sunday afternoons. So great was the number 
of applicants that finally three sets of physicians were 
employed, each with two assistants, one to prepare the 
arms and apply the dressing, the second to register the 
name, age, and residence. 10,000 people were vacci- 
nated at the City Hall while the outbreak lasted. On 
the day after the disease made its appearance an office 
for vaccination was opened in the infected district with 
hours from 12 to 1 and 7 to 8 P. M. This was closed 
January 7th. Also at the beginning of the outbreak the 
manufacturing corporations were requested to vaccinate all 
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their employees who had not been successfully vaccinated 
within five years. About 8500 were thus vaccinated in 
the mills. 

On the appearance of another case of small-pox on 
January 2d, house to house vaccination was begun in 
the infected district. The district of compulsory vacci- 
nation was daily increased, and upon finding on January 
6th that the milkman who was sent to the small-pox 
hospital on that day had been delivering milk, the dis- 
trict of compulsory vaccination was enlarged to take in 
his route. 

\ 

The territory thus covered by house to house vacci- 
nation finally took in nearly all of Ward 3 and' the 
lower portions of Wards 4 and 6. 8185 people were 
thus vaccinated, making 26,685 cases of vaccination in a 
city of 90,000 inhabitants, a large proportion for a city 
of this size.

Next to vaccination the most effective method of pre- 
venting the spread of small-pox was by separation of the 
sick from the well. With the exception of Hannah Fin- 
negan and Mary Murphy, who had nearly recovered from 
the disease before its existence was known to the Board, 
all the patients were removed to the hospital. As all 
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the members of the Finnegan family had been exposed 

to the disease for over a month the young women were 
not removed to the hospital, but kept abed in an upper 

room until the skin became smooth. In all the other 

cases the patients were removed to the hospital as soon 
as the nature of their illness became known to the Board 
of Health. 

For the purpose of removal there was an old hospital 
wagon which had been put to a similar use in former 
epidemics. It was an ordinary covered express wagon, 
in many ways not suitable for the transportation of the 
sick. Fortunately all the patients were at the stage of 
the disease at which they could be transported to the 
hospital with the least detriment to themselves. Before 
the close of the epidemic the Board purchased the Low- 
ell Hospital ambulance. 

The hospital, erected in 1871, is the same building 
used in former epidemics. It is on the city land be- 

tween the pumping station of the driven wells and the 
almshouse. There is a main building two stories high, 
without a cellar, and a one story ell over a cellar. The 
only excuse for calling it a hospital is the fact that it 
has been used as such. It certainly has none of the 
appliances of a hospital, although it might be used as a 
dwelling house in the summer. In the winter it could 
with difficulty be kept warm. There is no gas in the 
building, and there are no facilities for bathing. The 
well supplying the hospital has been drained dry by the 
system of driven wells. 

Hampered thus by an unsuitable building, the Board 
spared neither time nor money in promoting the welfare 
of their patients. Dr. C. H. Ricker was engaged as 
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attending physician, being resident at the hospital a great- 
er portion of the time. Mrs. M. J. Reed, who had been 
in charge of the hospital daring former epidemics was 
engaged as head nurse. To aid her were two assistant 
nurses, a cook, a washerwoman, a male nurse familiar 
with the disease, and a man to attend to the fires and 
water supply. Thus in all, there were eight people 
caring for six patients, and one doubtful case. Every- 
thing in the line of food or medicine that could aid 
recovery was obtained. The Board is sorry to record 
the death of three patients. Margaret Linnehan, who 
entered the hospital January 2d, died January 10th of 
a virulent form of the disease. John Murphy, who had 
been driving a milk team while ill with the disease, 
died of confluent small pox on Jauuary 13th after being 
in the hospital eight days. In both of these patients a 
fatal issue was expected. In the third patient, Annie 
O’Neil, who entered the hospital January 6th, the course 
of the disease warranted the hopes of her recovery. A 
few hours before her death the heart’s action suddenly 
became very weak and remained so until her death, 
on January 14th. The remaining patients made good 
recoveries. 

The hospital was open from December 26th to March 
9th. A detailed account of the expenses will be found 
in the auditor’s report. It is impossible to give an exact 
summary here but an approximate classification of the 
items is made below.

Disinfection of infected premises cost the Health De- 
partment approximately $755.80. The greater part of this 
was paid for clothing destroyed. When a patient was re- 
moved to the hospital, such articles of clothing or bed- 
ding as could not be disinfected by boiling were taken 
to the cremator and burned. The sick room, after expo- 
sure to the fumes of burning sulphur for several hours, 
was thoroughly aired, and then the wood work and fur- 
niture were scrubbed with a 1 to 500 solution of corrosive 
sublimate. In some cases, the ceilings were whitewashed 
and the rooms re-papered. The Board of Health did not 
feel justified in placing entire reliability on disinfection 
by sulphur. Had the city possessed, as it should, a 
steam disinfecting plant, many articles that were destroyed 
could have been saved. Although destruction by fire is 
an expensive method, when articles have to be replaced, 
yet it is without question the safest method for the 
destruction of disease germs. 

The practice of placing a strict quarantine upon a 
household from which a small-pox patient had been re- 
moved, does not prevail in all cities. 

In many cases a daily medical inspection is held to 
answer as well. It was felt best here in Lowell to place 
a strict quarantine in most of the infected houses for a 
fortnight after the removal of the patient to the hospi- 
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tal. By this means the disease was confined to one 
localit} T . Otherwise the second patient in a family, dread- 
ing to be taken to the hospital, might with the premoni- 
tory symptoms of illness remove to another part of the 
city or to a another town thus forming a new centre 
of infection. If a strict quarantine had been kept on 
the first cases of small pox occurring in this part of the 
country during the summer and fall of 1893, it is fair to 
assume that Lowell and other cities might have escaped 
an outbreak of the disease. 

The expense of the quarantine consisted mostly of 
food and fuel for those quarantined, and their guards ; 
next for wages paid to the guards. On finding that the 
police department charged three days wages for each 
24 hours that it’s officers were at the quarantine station 
whether they were asleep or on duty, men were substi- 
tuted from the health department to do the same work 
at a less price. The cost of quarantine is approximately 
as follows :

The Board feels that the result justifies the expense, 
and when in the future, Lowell has a well equipped 
contagious hospital, recognized as such by those suffering 
from small pox, it may be safe to substitute daily inspec- 
tion for quarantine.

The number of deaths is less than for any year since 
1888. As shown by the foregoing tables this is largely 

due to a decrease in pulmonary diseases and in cholera 

infantum and other infantile disorders. The death rate 
based upon the estimate of population given by the State 
Board of Health, 90,613, is 19.69, the lowest rate since 
1879. If, however, as the number of names in the direc- 
tory would lead us to believe, there has been no material 
increase in population for the past two years, then the 

death rate, based on the estimated population of 1892, 

83,200, would be 21.33. Even with this estimate the 
death rate is lower than for any year since 1885.

REPORT. 


To His Honor the Mayor , and the Board of Aider- 
men of the City of Lowell : 

Gentlemen, — I have the honor to submit my 
fourth annual report as Inspector of Milk and 

Vinegar. 

The work of the department has been continued 
on the same lines as last year, by the chemical 
analysis of all samples of milk, vinegar, and but- 
ter taken, and many that have been brought in. 

There have also been many samples of water ana- 
lyzed ; the biological work has also been continued, 
and many samples of milk and water have been ex- 
amined for bacteria. 

The duties of the Inspector, as defined by 
statutes under which he acts, are the issuing of 

licenses, the registration of stores where milk or 
oleomargarine is sold, collection and inspection of 
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samples, and the enforcement of the law in the 
courts. 

The statistics of the office and the detail of the 
work performed will be found under the proper 
headings. 


LICENSES. 

The statutes require the Milk Inspector to 
license every person who conveys milk or oleomar- 
garine, in carriages or otherwise, for the purpose 
of selling the same, annually, on the first day of 
May, or within thirty days thereafter, and that they 
shall pay fifty cents for the use of the City. The 
statutes also require all stores, booths, stands, or 
market places, before selling milk or eleomargarine, 
to register in the books of the Inspector and pay 
fifty cents, which fee is paid but once. Licenses 
are issued only in the name of owners, and may 
not be sold, assigned, or transferred. Each license 
records the name, residence, place of business, num- 
ber of carriages or other vehicles used, the name 
and residence of every driver or other person en- 
gaged in the carrying or selling, and the number 
of the license. The licensee is required to cause 
his name, the number of his license, and his place 
of business, to be legibly placed on each outer 
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side of all carriages or vehicles used by him in 
the sale and conveyance of milk or oleomargarine, 
and to report to the Inspector any change of driv- 
er or other persons employed; for failure to com- 
ply with these requirements, or for selling or ex- 
posing for sale from carriages or other vehicles, 
without first being licensed, a fine of not less than 
thirty nor more than one hundred dollars may be 
imposed. Failure to register for the sale of milk 
or oleomargarine from store, booth, stand, or mar- 
ket place is punishable by a fine not exceeding 
twenty dollars.

INSPECTION. 

It is the duty of the Inspector to enter all 
places where milk is stored or kept for sale, and 
take samples for analysis. It is the custom of the 
Inspector to take samples from wagons and stores 
in about the same proportion. There are also a

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great many samples brought in by citizens which 
are analyzed free of charge. 

In most instances where milk taken from stores 
has not been up to the legal standard, warnings 
have been issued, and in almost every case they 
have caused an improvement in the quality of milk 
sold. It is the custom to pay for milk taken 
from stores, but not that taken from wagons.

COMPLAINTS. 

The statutes provide, penalties : 

For neglecting or refusing to license or register 
for sale of milk. 

For selling, or exposing for sale, adulterated 
milk, milk not of standard quality, milk to which 
water or any foreign substance has been added, 
milk produced from sick or diseased cows, or milk 
produced from cows fed on the refuse of distill- 
eries. 

For selling, or offering for sale, as pure milk, 
milk from which the whole or any part of the 
cream has been removed. 

For selling skimmed milk, unless from cans or 
other vessels marked as required by statute. 
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For selling, exposing for sale, or possessing with 
intent to sell, milk or skimmed milk which is not 
of standard quality, i. e., containing less than thir- 
teen per cent, of milk solids, in the case of whole 
milk ; or less than nine and three-tenths per cent, 
of milk solids, exclusive of fat, in case of skimmed 
milk. 

For obstructing in any manner the Milk Inspector 
or his assistants, in the performance of their 
duties. 

For neglecting or refusing to license or register 
for the sale of oleomargarine, butterine, etc. 

For selling, exposing for sale, or possessing with 
intent to sell, oleomargarine, butterine, imitation 
butter, or imitation cheese, unless marked as re- 
quired by statute. 

For selling, exposing for sale, or possessing with 
intent to sell, oleomargarine, butterine, etc., con- 
taining any coloring matter that causes it to look 
like butter. 

For the sale, or exposure for sale, as cider vine- 
gar, vinegar which is not made exclusively of apple 
cider. 

For the sale, or exposure for sale, of vinegar 
containing any artificial coloring matter, or con- 
taining any preparation of lead, copper, sulphuric 
acid, or any ingredient injurious to health. 
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For the sale of any vinegar not of standard 
quality, i. e., containing less than four and one- 
half per cent, of absolute acetic acid, or, in the 
case of cider vinegar, containing less than two per 
cent., by weight, of cider vinegar solids. 

It is the duty of the Inspector to make com- 
plaint for any of the offences thus enumerated, 
which may be brought to his notice as a result of 
his analysis of samples, or on the information of 
any person who lays before him satisfactory, evidence 
upon which to sustain such complaint.

SWILL MILK. 

o 

Since the arrest and conviction of parties two 
years ago, for feeding swill to milch cows, there 
has been very little, if any, fed in this vicinity. 
The Inspector has been watchful of all places 
where it was fed, but has not found any indication 
of swill feeding. 

STERILIZED OR PASTEURIZED MILK. 

The fact that many cows have been killed by 
the State Cattle Committee with a disease known 
as Tuberculosis, and many more are probably af- 
fected more or less with the disease, it is of great 
importance that the milk supply should be purified 
and the germs destroyed, especially if it is to be 
used in an uncooked state. 

The pasteurizing of milk can be done with very 
litttle trouble by any family. It is simply heating 
the milk to 167 degrees F., for a short time, say 
twenty or thirty minutes, and immediately cooled. 

The best method I know of doing the work, is 
by the Arnold Steam Sterilizer, now adapted for 
sterilizing at high or low temperature. It is made 
by the Wilmot Cattle Co., Rochester, N. Y., and can 
be had at almost any druggist’s in the city, at a 
very small cost. I do not know how I can better 
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describe the method and its effect on milk than by 
quoting from R. G. Freeman, M. D., in the 
Medical Record. He says : 

PASTEURIZING. 

“ Since attention has been directed to the large number 
of bacteria in the ordinary milk supply, some at least of 
which appear to be deleterious, efforts have been made to 
more or less completely . kill them by means of heat steril- 
ization. This has, until recently, been accomplished by 
exposing milk to a temperature of ioo degrees C. (212 de- 
grees F.) for a period varying from twenty minutes to an 
hour and a quarter. After an exerience of six years with 
milk so prepared, the general verdict of the profession is, I 
believe, that while sterilized milk is most valuable in the 
treatment of gastro-intestinal disorders, it is very often un- 
satisfactory when used as a regular food, seeming for some 
reason, not to fulfil the condition of perfect nutrition. Ana- 
lysis explain this, in a measure, by showing that various 
chemical changes take place in milk between 75 degrees 
C. (167 degrees F.) and ioo degreess C. (212 degrees 
F.) and that these changes become more marked as the 
temperature becomes higher. According to Leeds, steril- 
ization at the boiling point of water or 100 degrees C. 
(212 degrees F.) causes the following modifications in 
the milk. The starch liquefying ferment is destroyed 
and coagulated. A portion of the lactalbumin is coa- 
gulated. Caseine is rendered less coagulable by rennet 
and is acted on slowly and imperfectly by pepsin and 
pancreatin. Proteid matters attach themselves to fat- 
globules and probably bring about a less perfect assimila- 
tion of fat. Milk-sugar, by prolonged heating, is completely 


destroyed. According to Koplik, ‘ from the temperature of 
75 degrees Celsius upward there is a separation of the 
serum albumin of the milk ; the caseine loses its coagula- 
bility to rennet, and at 85 degrees C. amounts of rennet, 
which for the raw condition of milk are found sufficient 
to act, cease to be effective.’ Heuppe, quoted by Koplik, 
considered that, from a physiological standpoint, milk is 
best sterilized, if possible, under a temperature of 75 de- 
grees C. In the meantime it has been shown by inves- 
tigators that temperatures lower than 100 degrees C. (212 

degrees F.), if continued for a short time will destroy a 

very large proportion of the germs, and will destroy with 
certainty many pathogenic germs which find their way 
into milk either from the cow or as external contamina- 
tions.” 

The Inspector is of the opinion that if all the 

milk used in Lowell was pasteurized, the death 

rate, especially among children, would be very much 
reduced. 


VINEGAR. 

The quality of vinegar sold in Lowell is fully 
up to the legal standard. There have been no com- 
plaints and the samples analyzed have been of 
good quality. 

OLEOMARGARINE. 

By a decision of the Supreme Court of U. S. 
rendered in November, chapter 58 of the public 
statutes was sustained. It was in relation to the 
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color. The section referred to read as follows : 
Section r, “ No person, by himself, his agent or 
servants, shall render or manufacture, sell, offer for 
sale, take orders for future delivery of, or have 
in his possession with intent to sell, any article, 

product, or compound, made wholly or partly out 

* 

of any fat, oil, or oleagenous substance or com- 
pound thereof, not produced from unadulterated 
milk or cream from the same, which shall be in 
imitation of yellow butter produced from pure 
unadulterated milk or cream from the same. Pro- 
vided that nothing in this act shall be construed 
to prohibit the manufacture or sale of oleomargarine 
in a separate and distinct form, in such a man- 
ner as will advise the consumer of its real charac- 
ter, FREE FROM COLORING OR ANY INGREDIENT THAT 
CAUSES IT TO LOOK LIKE BUTTER. 

The oleomargarine sold in Lowell had been 
colored to look like butter, but after the decision 
the Inspector notified all the dealers, and they im- 
mediately stopped the sale of it. 

WATER. 

The Inspector has analyzed the following samples 
of water during the year for citizens, also samples 
for the Water Board, a report of which will be 
found in their report. 
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LABORATORY. 


The laboratory on the fourth floor of the new 
City Hall is supplied with modern appliances for 
the chemical examination of milk, butter, and water 
as well as the biological examination of them. 

Any citizen of Lowell can have his milk, water, 
etc., examined free of charge, and many have 
availed themselves of this opportunity during the 
past year. 

In the appendix may be found all the laws un- 
der which the department works, the latest de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court, and a digest of the 
more important decisions of previous years.

THE LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 

RELATING TO THE 

SALE AND INSPECTION OF MILK. 


[Chapter 57, Public Statutes] 

Section i. The mayor and aldermen of cities shall, and the 
selectmen of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to 
be inspectors of milk for their respective places, who shall be sworn 
before entering upon the duties of their office. Each inspector shall 
publish a notice of his appointment for two weeks in a newspaper 
published in his city or town, or, if no newspaper is published there- 
in, he shall post up such notice in two or more public places in such 
city or town. 

Sect. 2. (As amended by Section 1 of Chapter 318 of the Acts 
of 1886.) Such inspectors shall keep an office, and shall record in 
books kept for the purpose the names and places of business of all 
persons engaged in the sale of milk within their city or town. Said 
inspectors may, with the approval of the mayor or the selectmen, 
employ suitable persons to act as collectors of samples, who shall be 
sworn before entering upon their duties. Said inspectors, or the col- 
lectors employed and qualified as aforesaid, may enter all places 
where milk is stored or kept for sale, and all carriages used for the 
conveyance of milk, and the said inspectors or the collectors may 
take samples for analysis from all such places or carriages, and at 
the same time a portion of each sample so taken shall, if the person 
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taking the same be requested so to do, be sealed and delivered to the 
owner or person from whose possession the same is taken, and a 
receipt given therefor to the person taking the same. The inspectors 
shall cause the samples of milk so taken to be analyzed or otherwise 
satisfactorily tested ; the result of such analysis or test they shall 
record and preserve as evidence. The inspectors shall receive such 
compensation as the mayor or aldermen or selectmen may determine. 

Sect. 3. In all cities and in all towns in which there is an inspec- 
tor of milk, every person who conveys milk, in carriages or other- 
wise, for the purpose of selling the same in said city or town, shall 
annually, on the first day of May, or within thirty days thereafter, be 
licensed by the inspector or inspectors of milk of such city or town 
to sell milk within the limits thereof, and shall pay to such inspector 
or inspectors fifty cents each to the use of the city or town. The 
inspector 01 inspectors shall pay over monthly to the treasurer of 
such city or towns all sums collected by him or them. Licenses 
shall be issued only in the names of the owners of carriages or other 
vehicles, and shall, for the purposes of this chapter, be conclusive 
evidence of ownership. No license shall be sold, assigned, or trans- 
ferred. Each license shall record the name, residence, place of 
business, number of carriages or other vehicles used, the name and 
residence of every driver or other person engaged in carrying or 
selling said milk, and the number of the license. Each licensee 
shall, before engaging in the sale of milk, cause his name, the num- 
ber of his license, and his place of business to be legibly placed on 
each outer side of all carriages or vehicles used by him in the con- 
veyance and sale of milk, and he shall report to the inspector or 
inspectors any change of driver or other person employed by him 
which may occur during the time of his license. Whoever, without 
being first licensed under the provisions of this section, sells milk 
or exposes it for sale from carriages or other vehicles, or has it in 
his custody or possession with intent so to sell, and whoever violates 
any of the provisions of this section, shall, for a first offence, be 
punished by fine of not less than thirty nor more than one hundred 
dollars ; for a second offence, by fine of not less then fifty nor more 
than three hundred dollars ; and for a subsequent offence, by fine of 
fifty dollars and by imprisonment in the house of correction for not 
less than thirty nor more than sixty days. 

Sect. 4. Every person before selling milk or offering it^for sale 
in a store, booth, stand, or market-place in a city, or in a town in 
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which an inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, shall register 
in the books of such inspector or inspectors, and shall pay to him or 
them fifty cents to the use of such city or town ; and whoever neglects 
so to register shall be punished for each offence by fine not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars. 

Sect. 5. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 318 of the Acts 
of 1886.) Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, or as the 
servant or agent of another person, sells, exchanges, or delivers, or 
has in his custody or possession with intent to sell or exchange, or 
exposes or offers for sale or exchange, adulterated milk, or milk to 
which water or any foreign substance has been added, or milk pro- 
duced from cows fed on the refuse of distilleries, or from sick or 
diseased cows, or milk not of good standard quality, shall, for a first 
offence, be punished by fine of not less than fifty nor more than two 
hundred dollars ; for a second offence, by fine of not less than one 
hundred nor more than three hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in 
the house of correction for not less than thirty nor more than sixty 
days ; and for subsequent offence, by fine of fifty dollars and by 
imprisonment in the house of correction for not less than sixty nor 
more than ninety days. 

Sect. 6. Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, or as the 
servant or agent of any other person, sells, exchanges, or delivers, or 
has in his custody or possession with intent to sell or exchange, or 
exposes or offers for sale as pure milk, any milk from which the cream 
or a part thereof has been removed, shall be punished by the penal- 
ties provided in the preceding section. 

Sect. 7. (As amended by Chapter 352, Acts of 1885.) No 
dealer in milk, and no servant or agent of such a dealer, shall sell, 
exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody or possession with intent 
to sell, exchange, or deliver, milk from which the cream or any part 
thereof has been removed, unless in a conspicuous place above the 
centre upon the outside of every vessel, can, or package from or in 
which such milk is sold the words “SKBMIVUED MILK’* are 
distinctly marked in uncondensed Gothic letters not less than one inch 
in length. Whoever violates the provisions pi this section shall be 
punished by the penalties provided in section five. 

Sect. 8. (As amended by Chapter 310, Acts of 1884.) Any 
inspector of milk, and any servant or agent of an inspector, who wil- 
fully connives at or assists in a violation of the provisions of this 
chapter, and whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any way interferes 
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with any inspector of milk, or any servant or agent of an inspector, 
in the performance of his duty, shall be punished by fine of not less 
than one hundred nor more than three hundred dollars, or by impris- 
onment for not less than thirty nor more than sixty days. 

Sect. 9. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 318 of the Acts 
of 1886.) In all prosecutions under this chapter, if the milk is 
shown upon analysis to contain more than eighty-seven per cent, of 
watery fluid, or to contain less than thirteen per cent, of milk solids 
or to contain less than nine and three-tenths per cent, of milk solids, 
exclusive of fat, it shall be deemed for the purpose of this act to be 
not of good standard quality, except during the months of May and 
June, when milk containing less than twelve per cent, of milk solids 
shall be deemed to be not of good standard quality. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of every inspector to institute a 
complaint for a violation of any of the provisions of this chapter, on 
the information of any person who lays before him satisfactory evi- 
dence by which to sustain such complaint. 

Sect. ii. Each inspector shall cause the name and place of busi- 
ness of every person convicted of selling adulterated milk, or of 
having the same in his possession with intent to sell, to be published 
in two newspapers in the county in which the offence was committed. 

Sect. 12. (Section 8 of Chapter 352 of the Acts of 1885.) No 
person shall sell, exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody or pos- 
sion with intent to sell, exchange, or deliver, skimmed milk contain- 
ing less than nine and three-tenths per cent, of milk solids exclusive 
of fat. Whoever violates the provisions of this section shall be pun- 
ished by the penalties provided in section five of chapter fifty-seven 
of the Public Statutes. 

Sect. 13. (Section 3 of Chapter 318 of the Acts of 1886.) If the 
said inspector or collector, after being so requested, shall refuse or 
neglect to seal and deliver to the owner or person from whose posses- 
sion the same is taken, as provided in section two, a portion of the 
sample taken as aforesaid, no evidence shall be received in any court 
of the results of the analysis or test of the same, which may have 
been recorded and preserved as aforesaid. 

Sect. 14. (Section 4 of Chapter 318 of the Acts of 1886.) Who- 
ever makes, uses, or has in his possession any imitation or counter- 
feit of any seal used by any milk inspector or his agents, and whoever 
changes, or in any manner tampers with, any sample taken or sealed 
as provided in section two, shall be punished by fine not exceeding 
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fifty dollars, or by imprisonment in the house of correction not 
exceeding ninety days. 


[Chapter 425, Laws op 1894.] 

An Act relative to the inspection of milk. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

No producer of milk shall be liable to prosecution on the ground 
that the milk produced by him is not of good standard quality, unless 
the milk alleged not to be of such quality was taken upon the prem- 
ises or while in the possession or under the control of the producer, 
by an inspector of milk or by the agents of the dairy bureau, or State 
board of health, or collector of samples duly authoiized by such 
inspector, and a sealed sample of the same given to the producer. 


[Chapter 41, Acts of 1893.] 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Nothing in section two of chapter ninety-eight of the Public Stat- 
utes or acts amendatory thereof shall be held to prohibit the whole- 
sale or retail sale or delivering of milk on the Lord’s day.

[Sections 17, 18, 19, 20, and 21 of Chapter 56 of the Public

Section 17. (As amended by Section 1 of Chapter 317 of the 
Acts of 1886.) Whoever by himself or his agents, sells, exposes for 
sale, of has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, sub- 
stance, or compound made in imitation or semblance of butter or as 
a substitute for butter, and not made exclusively and wholly of milk 
or cream, or containing any fats, oils, or greese not produced from 
milk or cream, shall have the words “ I W8 ITATION BUTTER,” 
or if such substitute is the compound known as OLEO!¥!AR“ 
GARINE,” then the word “OLEOMARGARINE,” or, if 
it is known as ii BUTTERIME,” then the word “ BUTTER* 
INE,” stamped, labelled, or marked, in a straight line, in printed 
letters of plain, uncondensed Gothic type, not less than one-half inch 
in length, so that said words can not be easily defaced, upon the top, 
side, and bottom of every tub, firkin, box, or package containing any 
of the said article, substance or compound. The said stamp, label, 
or mark shall contain no other words. And whoever, by himself or 
his agents, exposes or offers for sale any of the said article, sub- 
stance, or compound not in the original package shall attach to the 
said article, substance, or compound, in a conspicuous place, a label 
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bearing the words “IMITATION BUTTER,” “OLEO- 
MARGARINE,” or “BUTTERINE,” as the article maybe, 
in printed letters of plain, uncondensed Gothic type, not less than 
one-half inch in length. And in cases of retail sales of any of said 
article, substance, or compound not in the original packages, the 
seller shall, by himself or his agents, attach to each package so sold, 
and shall deliver therewith to the purchaser, a label or wrapper bear- 
ing in a conspicuous place, upon the outside of the package, the 
words “IMITATION BUTTER,” “OLEOMARGA- 
RINE,’’ or “BUTTERINE,” and no other words, in printed 
letters, in a straight line of plain, uncondensed Gothic type, not less 
than one-half inch in length. 

Sect. 18. Whosoever, by himself or his agent, sells, exposes for 
sale, or has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, sub- 
stance, or compound made in imitation or semblance of cheese, as a 
substitute ,for cheese, and not made exclusively and wholly of milk 
or cream, or containing any fats, oils, or greese not produced from 
milk or cream, shall have the words “ I M ITATION CH E ESE,” 
stamped, labelled, or marked in printed letters of plain, uncondensed 
Gothic type not less than one inch in length, so that the words can 
not easily be defaced, upon the side of every cheese-cloth or band 
around the same, and upon the top and side of every tub, firkin, box, 
or package containing any of said article, substance, or compound. 
And in case of retail sales of any of said article, substance, or com- 
pound not in the original package, the seller shall, by himself or his 
agent, attach to each package so sold, and shall deliver therewith to 
the purchaser, a label or wrapper bearing in a conspicuous place 
upon the outside of the package the words “IMITATION 
CHEESE,” in printed letters of plain, uncondensed Gothic type, 
not less than one inch in length. 

Sect. 19. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 317 of the Acts 
of 1886). Whoever sells, exposes for sale, or has in his possession 
with intent to sell, any article, substance, or compound made in imi- 
tation or semblance of butter or cheese, or as a substitute for butter 
or cheese, except as provided in the two preceding sections, and 
whoever, with intent to deceive, defaces, erases, cancels, or removes 
any mark, stamp, brand, label, or wrapper provided for in such sec- 
tions, or in any manner shall falsely label, stamp, or mark any box, 
tub, article, or package marked, stamped, or labelled as aforesaid, 
shall for every such offence forfeit to the city or town where the 
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offence was committed one hundred dollars, and for a second and 
each subsequent offence two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 20. Inspectors of milk shall institute complaints for viola- 
tions of the provisions of the three preceding sections when they 
have reasonable cause to believe that such provisions have been vio- 
lated, and on the information of any person who lays before them 
satisfactory evidence by which to sustain such complaint. Said 
inspectors may enter all places where butter or cheese is stored or 
kept for sale, and said inspector shall also take specimens of sus- 
pected butter or cheese, and cause them to be analyzed or otherwise 
satisfactorily tested, the result of which analysis or test they shall 
record and preserve as evidence ; and a certificate of such results, 
sworn to by the analyzer, shall be admitted in evidence in all prose- 
cutions under this and three preceding sections. The expense of 
such analysis or test, not exceeding twenty dollars in any one case, 
may be included in the costs of such prosecutions. Whoever hinders, 
obstructs, or in any way interferes with any inspector, or any agent 
of an inspector, in the performance of his duty, shall be punished 
by a fine of fifty dollars for the first offence, and of one hundred 
dollars for each subsequeut offence. 

Sect. 2r. For the purpose of the four preceding sections the terms 
“ butter ” and “ cheese ” shall mean the products which are usually 
known by these names, and are manufactured exclusively from milk 
or cream, with salt and rennet, and with or without coloring-matter. 


[Chapter 317 of the Acts of 1886, as amended by Section i 
of Chapter 280 of the Laws of 1894.] 

Section 3. Whoever, by himself or his agents, sells, exposes for 
sale, or has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, substance, 
or compound made in imitation or semblance of butter, or as a sub- 
stitute for butter, and not made exclusively and wholly of milk or 
cream, or containing any fats, oils, or greese not produced from milk 
or cream, contained in any box, tub, article, or package marked or 
labelled with the word “dairy,” or the word “creamery,” or the name 
of any breed of dairy cattle, shall for every such offence forfeit to 
the city or town where the offence was committed one hundred 
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dollars, and for a second and each subsequent offence two hundred 
dollars. 

Sect. 4. Every person who conveys any imitation butter, oleo- 
margarine, or butterine in carriages or otherwise, for the purpose of 
selling the same in any city or town, shall, within thirty days of the 
passage of this act, and annually on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereafter, be licensed by the inspector or inspectors of 
milk of such city or town, to sell the same within the limits thereof, 
and shall pay to such inspector or inspectors fifty cents to the use of 
the city or town. The inspector or inspectors shall pay over monthly 
to the treasurer of such city or town all sums collected by him or 
them. In towns in which there is no inspector of milk, licenses shall 
be issued by the town clerk. Licenses shall be issued only in the 
names of the owners of carriages or other vehicles, and shall, for the 
purposes of this chapter, be conclusive evidence of ownership. No 
license shall be sold, assigned, or transferred. Each license shall 
record the name, residence, place of business, number of carriages 
or other vehicles used, the name and residence of every driver or 
other person engaged in carrying or selling imitation butter, oleomar- 
garine, or butterine, and the number of the license. Each licensee 
shall, before engaging in the sale of any of the articles as aforesaid, 
cause his name, the number of his license, his place of business, to 
be legibly placed on each outer side of all carriages or vehicles used 
by him in the conveyance and sale of the articles as aforesaid, in 
Gothic letters, not less than one inch in length, and he shall report 
to the inspector or inspectors any change of driver or other person 
employed by him which may occur during the term of his license. 
Whoever, without being first licensed under the provisions of this 
section, sells any of the articles as aforesaid, or exposes or offers 
them for sale from carriages or other vehicles, or has them in his 
custody or possession with intent so to sell, and whoever violates any 
of the provisions of this section, shall, for the first offence, be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than thirty nor more than one hundred 
dollars ; for a second offence, by a fine of not less than fifty nor more 
than three hundred dollars. 

Sect. 5. Every person, before selling or offering for sale any of 
the articles as aforesaid, in a store, booth, stand, or market-place, in 
a city or in a town in which an inspector or inspectors of milk are 
appointed, shall within thirty days of the passage of this act, and 
annually on the first day of May or within thirty days thereafter, 
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register in the books of such inspector or inspectors, or if there be 
no inspector, then in the books of the town clerk, and shall pay to 
him or them fifty cents to the use of such city or town ; and whoever 
neglects to so register shall be punished for each offence by a fine 
not exceeding twenty dollars.

An Act to prevent deception in the manufacture and sale of imita- 
tion butter. 

* 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section i. No person, by himself or his agents or servants, 
shall render or manufacture, sell, offer for sale, expose for sale, take 
orders for the future delivery of, or have in his possession with intent 
to sell, any article, product, or compound made wholly or partly out 
of any fat, oil, or oleaginous substance or compound thereof, not 
produced from unadulterated milk or cream from the same, which 
shall be in imitation of yellow butter produced from pure unadulter- 
ated milk or cream of the same : provided, that nothing in this act 
shall be construed to prohibit the manufacture or sale of oleomarga- 
rine in a separate and distinct form and in such manner as will advise 
the consumer of its real character, free from coloration or ingredient 
that causes it to look like butter. 

Sect. 2. Whoever violates any of the provisions of section one 
of this act shall be punished by a fine of not less than one hundred 
dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in 
the house of correction for a term not exceeding one year. 

Sect. 3. Inspectors of milk shall institute complaints for the 
violation of the provisions of this act when they have reasonable 
cause to believe that any of its provisions have been violated ; and 
on the information of any person who lays before them satisfactory 
evidence by which to sustain such complaint, said inspectors may 
enter all places where butter or imitations thereof are stored or kept 
for sale, and shall also take specimens of suspected butter and imita- 
tions thereof and cause them to be analyzed or otherwise satisfactor- 
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ily tested, the result of which analysis or test they shall record and 
preserve as evidence ; and a certificate of such result sworn to by the 
analyzer shall be admitted in evidence in all prosecutions under this 
act. The expense of such analysis or test, not exceeding twenty 
dollars in any one case, may be included in the costs of such prose- 
cutions. Whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any way interferes with 
any inspector in the performance of his duties shall be punished by 
a fine of fifty dollars for the first offence and of one hundred dollars 
for each subsequent offence. 

Sect. 4. This act shall not be construed to impair or prevent the 
prosecution and punishment of any violation of laws existing at the 
time of its passage and committed prior to its taking effect. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect on the first day of September 
next.

[Chapter 412, Laws of 1891, as amended by Chapter 280 of 

the Laws of 1894.] 

An Act to provide for the protection of dairy products and to estab- 
lish a State dairy bureau. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section i. Whoever, by himself or agents, sells or offers for 
sale, to any person who asks, sends, or inquires for butter, any oleo- 
margarine, butterine, or any substance made in imitation of or sem- 
blance of pure butter, not made entirely from the milk of cows, with 
or without coloring matter, shall be declared guilty of fraud and pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars for each offence. 
Sect. 2. Whoever exposes for sale oleomargarine, butterine, or 
any substance made in imitation or semblance of pure butter, not 
marked and distinguished by all the marks, words, and stamps 
required by existing laws, and not having in addition thereto, upon 
the exposed contents of every opened tub, package, or parcel thereof, 
a conspicuous placard with the word “ oleomargarine ” printed there- 
on in plain, uncondensed Gothic letters not less than one inch long, 
shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars for each offence. 
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Sect. 3. Whoever sells oleomargarine, butterine, or any other 
substance made in imitation or semblance of pure butter, from any 
dwelling, store, office, or public mart, shall have conspicuously posted 
thereon the placard or sign, in letters not less than four inches in 
length, “Oleomargarine sold here,” or “ Butterine sold here.” Said 
placard to be approved by the bureau hereinafter provided for by 
this act. Any person neglecting or failing to post the placard herein 
provided for shall be punished by a fine of not less than one hun- 
dred dollars for the first offence and one hundred dollars for each 
day’s neglect thereafter. 

Sect. 4. Whoever, by himself or agents, peddles, sells, solicits, 
orders for the future delivery of, or delivers from any cart, wagon, 
or other vehicle, oleomargarine, butterine, or any substance made in 
imitation or semblance of pure butter, not having on both sides of 
said cart, wagon, or other vehicle, the placard in uncondensed Gothic 
letters, not less than three inches in length, “ Licensed to sell oleo- 
margarine,” shall be punished by a fine not less than one hundred 
dollars or imprisonment for not less than thirty days for each offence. 

Sect. 5. Whoever furnishes, or causes to be furnished, in any 
hotel, restaurant, or at any lunch counter, oleomargarine or butterine 
to any guest or patron of such hotel, restaurant, or lunch counter, in 
the place or stead of butter, shall notify said guest or patron that the 
substance so furnished is not butter, and any party so furnishing 
without such notice shall be punished by a fine of not less than ten 
nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 6. The governor, by and with *the consent of the council, 
shall appoint an assistant to the secretary of the board of agriculture, 
at an annual salary of twelve hundred dollars, and expenses neces- 
sarily incurred in the discharge of his duties, to assist in the work 
prescribed in the eleventh section of this act. Said appointee shall 
hold office for two years, or till his successor is appointed, unless 
sooner removed from office, by the governor, and his successor shall 
be appointed as above provided for. 

Sect. 7. In order to secure the better enforcement of the provi- 
sions of this act and to promote the improvement of the products of 
the dairy, the governor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
council, shall appoint three members of the board of agriculture to 
constitute a dairy bureau of said board, one to serve for three years, 
one for two years, and one for one year, from the first day of July in 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety-one, or for such shorter terms 


respectively as they may continue to be members of said board of 
agriculture ; and, prior to the first day of July in each succeeding 
year, the governor shall appoint from said board one member of said 
bureau to serve for three years or for such shorter term, as aforesaid. 
No person shall continue to be a member of said bureau after he has 
ceased to be a member of said board, but on his ceasing to be a 
member of said board, his place on said bureau shall be filled by the 
appointment of another member of said board, as aforesaid. The 
secretary of said board shall be the executive officer of said bureau, 
subject to its control and direction, and said secretary shall, upon 
assuming said duties, receive, in addition to his present salary, five 
hundred dollars per annum. The governor may at any time termi- 
nate the service of any member of said board as a member of said 
bureau, and may appoint any other member of said board in his place 
as above provided. Members of said bureau shall serve without pay ? 
and shall have power to enforce all laws relating to dairy' products 
and imitations thereof, and to employ such agents, assistants, experts, 
chemists, or counsel, as may be necessary therefor. Said bureau, 
in the discharge of its duties, shall be subject to the general direc- 
tion and control of the board of agriculture. 

Sect. 8. The bureau may expend a sum not exceeding four 
thousand dollars in carrying forward the work of the bureau, and 
shall make annual reports in detail to the legislature, not later than 
the fifteenth day of January in each year, of the number of assist- 
ants, experts, chemists, agents, and counsel employed, and their 
expenses and disbursements, with such other information as shall be 
for the advantage of the dairy interests in the State, and they shall 
make full reports of all investigations made by them, with all cases 
prosecuted, and the results of such prosecution. They shall make 
detailed statements of the said expenses to the auditor of the Com- 
monwealth, on which payment shall be made to the extent of the 
appropriation. 

Sect. 9. Said bureau, and such agents and counsel as they shall 
duly authorize for that purpose, shall have access, ingress, and egress 
to and from all places of business, factories, buildings, carriages, and 
cars used in the manufacture and sale of any dairy products, or imi- 
tation dairy products, and shall have access to all vessels and cans 
used in such manufacture and sale, and shall have all the authority 
given by law to the State board of health and any officer thereof, and 
to the milk inspectors, in the enforcement of all laws relating to dairy 
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products or imitations thereof, and in the prosecutions of violations 
of said laws. Whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any way interferes 
with an officer or duly authorized agent of the dairy bureau in the 
performance of his duty shall be punished by a fine of one hundred 
dollars for the first offence, and of two hundred dollars for each 
subsequent offence. 

Sect. io. The said bureau may work in unison with the State 
board of health, and with inspectors of milk, but they shall not 
restrict, limit, or interfere with the duties of said officers. Nothing 
herein contained shall be held to circumscribe the rights of said 
bureau in the prosecution of offenders of the so-called dairy laws, or 
all laws relating to milk, butter, cheese, or any adulterations or imi- 
tations thereof, wherever found within the Commonwealth. 

Sect. ii. It shall be the duty of the said bureau to investigate 
all dairy products and imitation dairy products bought or sold within 
the Commonwealth ; and to enforce all laws for the manufacture, 
transfer, and sale of all dairy products and all imitation dairy prod- 
ucts within the Commonwealth, with all the powers needed for the 
same ; to investigate all methods of butter and cheese making in 
cheese factories or creameries, and to disseminate such information 
as shall be of service in producing a more uniform dairy product of 
higher grade and better quality. 

Sect. 12. All fines recovered under this act shall be payable to 
the treasury of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 13. This act shall take effect on the first day of September 
in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-one.

LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 

RELATIVE TO THE 

INSPECTION AND SALE OF VINEGAR. 


Public Statutes [Chapter 6o, Section 69, as amended by 
Chapter 257, Acts of 1883.] 

Section 69. Every person who manufactures for sale, or offers or 
exposes for sale as cider vineg ar, any vinegar not the legitimate pro- 
duct of pure apple juice, known as apple cider, or vinegar not made 
exclusively of said apple cider, or vinegar into which foreign sub- 
stances, drugs, or acids have been introduced, as may appear by 
proper tests, shall for each offence be punishable by fine of not less 
than fifty nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 70. Every person who manufactures for sale, or offers for 
sale, any vinegar found upon proper tests to contain any preparation 
of lead, copper, sulphuric acid, or other ingredient injurious to 
health, shall for each such offence be punished by fine not less than 
one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 71. The mayor and aldermen, of cities shall, and the se- 
lectmen of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to be 
inspectors of vinegar, who shall be sworn before entering upon their 
duties. 


[Chapter 307, Acts of 1884, as amended by Chapter 150, 

Acts of 1885.] 

Section i. No person shall by himself, his servant or agent, or 
as the servant or agent of any other person, sell, exchange, deliver, 
or have in his custody or possession with intent to sell or exchange, 
or expose or offer for sale or exchange, any adulterated vinegar, or 
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label, brand, or sell as cider vinegar, or as apple vinegar, any vine- 
gar not the legitimate product of pure apple juice, or not made ex- 
clusively from apple cider. 

Sect. 2. All vinegars shall be without artificial coloring-matter, 
and shall have an acidity equivalent to the presence of not less than 
four and one-half per cent, by weight of absolute acetic acid, and in 
the case of cider vinegar shall contain in addtion not less than two per 
cent, by weight of cider-vinegar solids upon full evaporation over boil- 
ing water ; and if any vinegar contains any artificial coloring-matter, 
or less than the above amount of acidity, or, in the case of cider-vine- 
gar, if it contains less than the above amount of acidity or of cider 
vinegar solids, it shall be deemed to be adulterated within the mean- 
ing of this act. 

Sect. 4. Whoever violates any of the provisions of this act shall 
be punished by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars.

Commonwealth v. Stewart. 

Suffolk, ss. May, 1893. 

Oleomargarine — Sale to Guest at Restaurant — Notice to Guest. 

This was a complaint charging the defendant with furnishing to 
one Quinn, a guest at defendant’s restaurant, “ oleomargarine in the 
place and stead of butter, without notifying the said Quinn that the 
said substance so furnished was not butter.” Quinn had ordered but- 
ter, but oleomargarine was given him, and no verbal notice was 
given him that it was oleomargarine. Upon the facts, which are 
stated in the opinion, the jury returned a verdict of guilty, and 
defendant excepted.

OPINION. 

Barker, j. The Stat. of 1891, Chap. 4x2, § 5, requires every per- 
son who furnishes, or causes to be furnished, to a guest in a restaur- 
ant or hotel, or at a lunch counter, oleomargarine or butterine in the 
place or stead of butter, to notify him that the substance furnished is 
not butter. No oral notice was given to him. There were signs in 
conspicuous places in the resteurant bearing the words, “ Butterine 
Used Only Here,” and on the tables were bills of fare on which were 
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printed the words, “Only Fine Butterine Used Here;” but Quinn 
saw neither of the signs, and did not examine the bill of fare, and so 
had no actual notice that the substance furnished him was not butter. 
If he had read the signs, or the statement printed on the bill of fare, 
he would have had sufficient notice ; for if knowledge that the sub- 
stance furnished is not butter is in any way effectually communicated 
to the guest, the law is complied with. The statute does not require 
a distinct statement, either oral or written, to be given to each guest 
on every occasion when he is furnished with oleomargarine or but- 
terine in the place or stead of butter, but is satisfied if, by any act of 
the person who furnishes it or causes it to be fnrnished, the guest is 
made aware of the fact that the substance furnished is not butter. 

The two counts allege offences on different days, while the state- 
ment of agreed facts, as printed, relates to but one occasion. If 
there was in fact but one occasion to which the statement relates, 
and the defendant was convicted on both counts, the error can be 
corrected in the court below. No question was raised at the argu- 
ment on this branch of the case.

Commonwealth v. William H. Warren. 

Suffolk. January 29, 1894. — February 27, 1894. 

Present : Field, C. J., Allen, Holmes, and Morton, J. J. 

Milk — Statute — “ Sale.” 

A person may de convicted of violating Stat. 1886, c. 318, § 2, 
whose servant in the course of his employment makes an inadvertent 
sale of milk “ not of good standard quality.” 

If milk is ordered by and delivered to a customer in a hotel as a 
part of his breakfast, for which he pays a round sum, it is a sale of 
the milk which, if the milk is “not of good standard quality,” will 
support a complaint on Stat. 1886, Chap 318, § 2. 

Complaint on the Stat. 1886, c. 318, § 2, alleging that the defend- 
ant, on August 26, 1893, at Boston, sold to Edward Kelly a certain 
quantity of milk “ not of good standard quality.” Trial in the 
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Superior Court, before Blodgett, J , who allowed a bill of exceptions, 
in substance as follows : 

The evidence for the government tended to show that in August, 
1893, one Edward Kelly, a collector of milk samples, in the employ, 
ment of the inspector of milk, called at a hotel known as the Bay 
State House, in Boston, and ordered a breakfast in the dining-hall of 
the hotel, which was a public house conducted by the defendant and 
his son on the American plan, so called ; that Kelly called for a glass 
of milk with his breakfast, which was furnished him by the girl who 
waited upon him ; and that a part of this glass of milk was taken 
away from the hotel in a bottle, and subsequently analyzed by a 
chemist, and found to contain less than thirteen per cent, of milk 
solids. 

Kelly testified that he paid thirty-five cents for his breakfast, and 
nothing for the milk as distinct from his breakfast ; that he paid the 
clerk in the hotel office ; and that neither the proprietors nor the 
clerk knew that he had ordered the glass of milk at the time he made 
the payment. 

The evidence for the defendant tended to show that he purchased 
for consumption in his hotel standard milk only, and all of it at 
standard prices, and no other quality of milk was used in the hotel, 
unless as stated ; that the defendant took his milk after it had stood 
for some hours and poured off the top of the milk in all the cans into 
small cans, for use on the tables in the dining-hall of the hotel, and 
saved the residue for use in the hotel kitchen, and instructed all his 
waiters and other help to allow no milk to be served for the table not 
taken from the small cans ; that the defendant offered no milk of any 
kind for sale, nor kept any for sale, distinct from his regular meals, 
and not a part thereof ; that he knew nothing of Kelly’s call at his 
hotel until the commencement of this prosecution ; that his regular 
price for a breakfast was thirty-five cents ; and that Kelly would have 
been charged the same price if he had not called for milk. The 
defendant’s bills of fare which were used in the hotel at the time of 
the alleged sale were produced, and no milk appeared thereon. 

The defendant contended, and asked the judge to rule, that, under 
a proper interpretation of the statute, he had sold no milk contrary 
to law, and was not amenable to the statute ; and that, if the table 
girl took milk from the cans designed for the use of the hotel kitchen 
contrary to his instructions, he was not answerable therefor under 
this complaint. 
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The judge declined to rule as requested, and instructed the jury 
that if the defendant’s servant, in the ordinary course of her employ- 
ment, acting in good faith and intending to obey the defendant’s 
instructions, delivered to Kelly upon his order the milk in question 
as a part of Kelly’s breakfast, for which breakfast Kelly paid thirty- 
five cents, and the milk was not of good standand quality, the 
defendant was responsible under the statute, notwithstanding the 
servant negligently and by mistake took the milk from a can which 
had been set apart for use in the kitchen ; but that the defendant was 
not responsible if his servant, in furnishing the milk upon Kelly’s 
order, intentionally acted in disobedience of the defendant’s instruc- 
tions. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty ; and the defendant alleged 
exceptions,

Morton J. The statute makes a party liable for a sale by him- 
self, or his agent or servant, of milk not of the standard quality. 
St. 1886, c. 318, § 2. No criminal intent on the part of the master 
or principal is necessary in order to render him liable for a sale in 
violation of the statute, and he may consequently be held liable for 
an inadvertant sale, in the course of his employment, on the part of 
his servant or agent, in violation of the statute. Commonwealth v. 
Gray, 150 Mass. 327. The instructions on this point were sufficiently 
favorable to the defendant. See Commonwealth v. Emmons, 98 
Mass. 6; Commonwealth v. Kelly, 140 Mass. 441. The milk bought 
by the witness, Kelly, was purchased by and delivered to him as a 
part of his breakfast, and was just as much a sale as if a specific 
price had been put upon it, or it had been bought and paid for by 
itself. Commonwealth v. Worcester, 126 Mass. 256. 

Exceptions overruled. 
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DIGEST OF SOME OF THE MORE IMPORTANT OPIN- 
IONS OF THE SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT IN 
RELATION TO THE LAWS GOVERNING THE IN- 
SPECTION AND SALE OF MILK AND OLEOMAR- 
GARINE. 

Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 2, so far as it authorizes inspectors of 
milk to enter all carriages used in the conveyance of milk, and, 
whenever they have reason to believe any milk found therein is adul- 
terated, to take specimens thereof for the purpose of analyzing or 
otherwise satisfactorily testing the same, is constitutional. 

Commonwealth v. Carter, 132 Mass. 12. 


1. A person may be convicted of selling adulterated milk, under 
Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Gen. Stats. Chap. 49, Sect. 151), 
although he did not know it to be adulterated ; and an averment in 
the indictment that he had such knowledge may be rejected as sur- 
plusage. 

2. It is not necessary in such indictment to aver that the milk was 
cow’s milk. 

3. An indictment alleging a sale of adulterated milk to a woman 
is not defeated by proof that she was married and was acting as 
agent for her husband, if the seller had no notice, express or implied, 
of these facts. 

4. An indictment under Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Gen. Stats. 
Chap. 49, Sect. 15 1), which charges that the defendant sold a certain 
quantity of “ adulterated milk, to which a large quantity — that is to 
say, four quarts — of water had been added,” is not bad for duplicity. 

Commonwealth v. Farren, 9 Allen, 489. 


1. An indictment which alleges that the defendant “did unlaw- 
fully keep, offer for sale, and sell ” adulterated milk charges but one 
offence. 

2. In support of such indictment, one who in a great many 
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instances has used a lactometer for the purpose of testing the quality 
and the purity of milk may testify to the result of an experiment 
made by him with the same lactometer upon the milk in question, 
although no evidence is offered as to the character of the instrument. 

Commonwealth v. Nichols, io Allen, 199. 


At the trial of an indictment on Rub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5 
(Statute of 1868, Chap. 263), for selling l< adulterated milk, there 
was evidence that the defendant [who was a son of the owner of a 
milk route], with a companion who was in the same employment with 
himself, knowingly adulterated milk on its way for distribution to his 
father’s customers, and then having charge, with his companion, of 
its distribution from the wagon on which it was conveyed upon the 
route, caused a can of it to be delivered to one of the customers by 
the hand of his companion. Held, that he had no ground of excep- 
tion to instructions to the jury ; that in the absence of proof of any 
previous contract to supply milk to the customer, the delivery might 
be deemed an act of sale ; nor to an instruction framed on a supposi- 
tion that the jury might find that he was in the employment of his 
father, although there was no averment in the indictment to that 
effect.” 

Commonwealth v. Haynes, 107 Mass. 194. 


A person may be convicted of selling adulterated milk, upon a 
complaint under Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Statute of 1880, Chap. 
209, Sect. 3), without allegation or proof that he knew it to be 
adulterated. 

Commonwealth v. Evans, 133 Mass. 11. 


A complaint under Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging that the 
defendant, at a time and place named, had in his possession a certain 
quantity, to wit, one pint of adulterated milk, containing less than 
thirteen per cent, of milk solids, with intent then and there unlaw- 
fully to sell the same, is sufficient, without further alleging that the 
milk was analyzed and found on analysis to contain less than thirteen 
per cent, of milk solids. At the trial of a complaint, under Pub. 
Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging that the defendant had in his pos- 
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session adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing less than thirteen 
per cent, of milk solids, with intent to sell the same, it is immaterial 
in what manner the quantity of milk solids has been reduced below 
thirteen per cent, if the intent is to sell the milk as pure milk, and 
not as skimmed milk. 

Commonwealth v. Bowers, 140 Mass. 483. 


Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 9 (Statute of 1880, Chap. 209, Sect. 
8), providing that “in all prosecutions under this act,” for selling 
adulterated milk, “ if the milk shall be shown upon analysis to con- 
tain more than eighty-seven per centum of watery fluid, or to contain 
less than thirteen per centum of milk solids, it shall be deemed for 
the purpose of this act to be adulterated,” is constitutional. 

Commonwealth v. Evans, 132 Mass. 11. 


A complaint under the Pub. Stat. Chap. 57, Sects. 5, 9, alleging 
that the defendant, at a time and place named, had in his custody 
and possession a certain quantity, to wit, one pint, of adulterated 
milk, to wit, milk then and there containing less than thirteen per 
cent, of milk solids, with intent then and there unlawfully to sell the 
same, is sufficient. 

Commonwealth v. Keenan, 139 Mass. 193. 


A complaint under the Pub. Stat. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging in one 
count that the defendant, at a time and place named, sold a certain 
quantity, to wit, one pint, of adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing 
less than thirteen per cent, of milk solids, and in another count 
alleging that the defendant, at the same time and place, had in his 
possession a certain quantity, to wit, one pint, of adulterated milk, 
to wit, milk containing less than thirteen per cent, of milk solids, 
with intent then and there unlawfully to sell the same, is sufficient, 
without further alleging that the milk was analyzed and found on 
analysis to contain less than thirteen per cent, of milk solids. 

The Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 10, do not prohibit any person not 
an inspector of milk from making a complaint for a violation of the 
provisions of the chapter. 

A complaint, under the Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging that 
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the defendant sold one pint of adulterated milk, to wit, milk contain- 
ing less than thirteen per cent, of milk solids, is not supported hy 
proof that he sold the milk as skimmed milk out of a tank marked 
as required by Sect. 7, although the milk was watered. 

A complaint under the Pub. Stat. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging a sale 
of adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing less than thirteen per 
cent, of milk solids, is supported by proof of a sale of milk which, 
by the removal of part of the cream, has been reduced in solids 
below thirteen per cent, unless the milk was sold as skimmed milk, 
and out of a vessel, can, or package marked as required by Sect. 7 ; 
and it is not necessary that a complaint charging such an offence 
should be drawn under Sect. 6. 

Commonwealth v. Tobias, 141 Mass. 129. 

V 

At the trial of an indictment on Pub. Stat. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, 
charging the defendant with having adulterated milk in his possession, 
with intent unlawfully to sell the same, an analyst in the employ of 
the inspector of milk may testify to the result of his analysis of the 
milk taken from the defendant from memory, using a memorandum 
made by him at the time of analysis to refresh his memory, without 
further proof that the requirements of the Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, 
Sect. 2, as amended by the Statute of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 3, have 
been complied with. 

Commonwealth v. Spear, 143 Mass. r72. 


At a trial of an indictment on the Pub. Stats. Sect. 5, charging 
the defendant with having adulterated milk in his possession, with 
intent to unlawfully sell the same, an analyst in the employ of the 
inspector of milk, who analyzed the milk taken from the defendant, 
testified that he received a portfon of the milk so taken, by putting 
it into a bottle, which he corked and sealed. A chemist, to whom 
the analyst delivered the portion of milk so reserved, testified, for 
the defendant, that the bottle was not sealed. The defendant asked 
the judge to rule that, if the bottle was corked only, it was not a com- 
pliance with the requirement of the Statute of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 
4, as to the sealing of such reserved portion. The judge declined so 
to rule, and instructed the jury that they might consider the evidence 
as bearing upon the ci edibility of the government witness. 
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Held, that the defendant had no ground of exception. 

If, at the trial of an indictment on the Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 
5, charging the defendant with having adulterated milk in his posses- 
sion, with intent unlawfully to sell the same, an analyst in the 
employ of the inspector of milk of a city testifies that he added, for 
the purpose of preserving it, a few drops of carbolic acid to the sam- 
ple reserved from milk delivered to him for analysis, it is a question 
of fact for the jury whether the reservation of the sample was in 
accordance with the requirement of the Stab of 1884, Chap. 310, 
Sect. 4. 

Commonwealth v. Spear, 143, Mass. 172. 


At the trial of a complaint, under Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, 
alleging that the defendant had in his possession 'adulterated milk, 
with intent unlawfully to sell the same, the evidence showed that a 
wagon with the defendant’s name and number on it was standing 
upon a public street in a city at an early hour in the morning; that 
the defendant’s servant was on the wagon, and there were several 
eight-quart cans in the wagon ; that a collector of samples in the 
employ of the inspector of milk for the city took a sample of milk 
from onfe of the cans, which was not marked “ skimmed milk,” and 
that an analysis of the milk taken showed that it was below the legal 
standard. 

Held, that there was evidence of an intent on the part of the 
defendant to sell the milk, which was properly submitted to the jury. 

Commonwealth v. Smith, 143 Mass. 169. 


A complaint on the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, alleging that 
on the first day of July, 1886, the defendant had in his possession 
“ one pint of milk not of good standard quality, that is to say, milk 
containing less than thirteen per cent, of milk solids, with intent then 
and there unlawfully to sell the same within this Commonwealth,” 
is sufficient, without negativing the exception of the months of May 
and June. 

The Stat. of 1885, Chap. 352, Sect. 6, provides that Sect. 9 of the 
Pub. Stats. Chap. 57 (which relates to the sale of adulterated milk), 
“ is hereby amended so as to read as follows.” The Stat. of 1886, 
Chap. 318, Sect. 2, provides that Sect. 9 of the Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, 
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“ is hereby amended so as to read as follows.” In each section after 
the words quoted, there follows a sentence which covers the whole 
subject of the original section. 

Held, that the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2 was a valid enact- 
ment. 

The Stat. of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4, providing for the reserva- 
tion and sealing, before commencing the analysis, of a portion of the 
sample of milk taken for analysis, is impliedly repealed by the Stat. 
of 1886, Chap. 318, Sects. 1 and 3. 

Commonwealth v. Kenneson, 143, Mass. 418. 

The Stat. of 1885, Chap. 352, Sect. 8, provides that no person 
shall sell, or have in his possession with intent to sell, skimmed milk 
below a certain standard, and enacts that whoever violates the pro- 
visions of this section shall be punished by the penalties provided in 
the Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5. 

Held, on a complaint made under the Stat. of 1885, Chap. 352, 
Sect. 8, for an offence committed after the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, 
Sect. 2 took effect, that, even if the last-named statute repealed by 
implication the Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, the complaint could be 
maintained. 

Commonwealth v. Kendall, 144 Mass. 357. 


Placing wax upon the top of the cork in a bottle containing a por- 
tion reserved from a sample of milk taken for analysis, and not 
extending the wax over the mouth of the bottle and thus rendering 
the bottle air tight, is not a sufficient compliance with the require- 
ment of the Stat. of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4, that such reserved 
portion shall be “ sealed.” 

Commonwealth v. Lockhardt, 144 Mass. 152. 

An indictment on the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, alleging 
that the defendant had in his “ possession milk to which a certain 
foreign substance had been added, to wit, annatto coloring-matter,” 
with intent unlawfully to sell the same, is sufficient without naming 
the quantity. 

Evidence offered at the trial of such an indictment as to two sam- 
ples of milk taken from the defendant’s possession at substantially 
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the same time is competent, and the government cannot be required • 
at the same time of the offer, if ever, to elect which sample it will 
rely on. 

The addition of the annatto coloring-matter, whether injurious to 
health or not, is punishable under the statute. 

Evidence that the “ milk was of low grade ” is competent, although 
it may tend to prove another offence. 

Commonwealth v. Shaffner, 146 Mass. 512. 

An averment in a complaint under the milk acts, that the defend- 
ants were “partners,” is mere surplusage, and need not be proved. 

On such a complaint, evidence that the defendant was on a wagon 
with a license number on it and containing milk cans, from one of 
which was taken adulterated milk, is competent on the issue that he 
was in possession of the milk to sell it. 

Commonwealth v. Rowell, 146 Mass. 128. 


On a complaint for the sale of milk not of good standard quality, 
evidence that the milk was delivered under a special contract is 
immaterial. 

If a buyer of milk takes a portion to a milk inspector, the latter 
may testify on the trial of such a complaint as to the results of his 
analysis. 

Commonwealth v. Holt, 146 Mass. 38. 


Oleomargarine was exposed for sale in the original package, namely, 
a tub, the top of the cover of which had been duly marked, as well 
as the side and bottom, but from which the cover had been removed, 
disclosing the superficial surface of the oleomargarine without any 
mark. 

Held, that the terms of the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 317, Sect. 1, had 
been complied with. 

Commonwealth v. Bean, 148 Mass. 172. 


At the tiial of a complaint, on the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 
2, for selling milk not of the standard quality, there being evidence 
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that the milk was skimmed milk, and sold from a measure duly 
marked, the jury were instructed that the defendant would be liable 
unless he sold the milk not as pure milk, but as skimmed milk, and 
further, that he would be liable unless the buyer had notice or knowl- 
edge that the milk was skimmed milk. 

Held, that the instruction was erroneous. 

Commonwealth v. Smith, 149 Mass. 9. 


A complaint on the Stats, of 1886, Chap. 317, Sect. 1, charging the 
defendant with selling imitation butter at retail without a descriptive 
wrapper, need not allege that the sale was actually made by the 
defendant’s agent. 

At the trial of such a complaint there was evidence that the sale 
was made by the defendant’s agent, acting within the scope of his 
employment, and that he was supplied with wrappers properly marked 
for covering the article sold ; and the presiding judge refused to 
instruct the jury, as requested by the defendant, that if the agent’s 
failures to use the wrappers was the result of inadvertence on his 
part, and not intentional, the jury would not be justified in convict- 
ing the defendant. 

Held, that the defendant had no ground of exception. 

Commonwealth v. Gray, 150 Mass. 327. 


Under the Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sec. 5, as amended by the Stats, 
of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, relating to the adulteration of “ milk,” 
it is equally and offence to have in one’s possession skimmed milk 
containing a foreign substance with intent unlawfully to sell the same. 

Commonwealth v. Wetherbee, 155 Mass. 


The provisions of Sect. 2, Chap. 318, Stat. of 1886, apply to the 
keeper of a hotel who supplies milk to his guests to be drunk by 
them on the premises. 

A principal is reponsible under the statute for a sale made by his 
servant, although he was not present and did not consent to or know 
of the particular sale, the servant not acting in violation of orders. 

Commonwealth v. Vieth, 155 Mass. 
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Upon a writ of habeas corpus, the court will not ordinarily con- 
sider questions arising in a criminal case which might be brought up 
by a bill of exceptions ; but under special circumtances such ques- 
tions were entertained, the court saying that, with reference to the 
mode of procedure, the case was not to be deemed a precedent for 
future cases. 

The Stat. of 1891, Chap 58, which makes a distinction between 
oleomargarine which is an imitation of yellow butter and that which 
is not, and which statute is directed only towards oleomargarine of 
the former class, is not repealed by the Stat. of 1891, Chap. 412, 
Sect. 1, which is directed to the distinct traud of selling or offering to 
persons calling for butter something besides butter. 

The fact that two statutes, similar in their nature and purpose, 
were both passed at the same session of the Legislature, and took 
effect on the same day, is strong evidence that they were intended to 
stand together. 

The enactment of a statute which forbids the manufacture and sale 
of eleomargarine which is made in imitation of yellow butter, though 
such oleomargarine has been imported from another State, is a valid 
exercise of the police power which remains in the several States, and 
it is not in violation of the constitutional provision giving to Congress 
the power to regulate commerce among the several States. Knowl- 
ton and Lathrop, JJ., dissenting. 

Commonwealth v. Huntley. 

Commonwealth v. Plumley, 156 Mass. 236 


On a complaint under the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 317, Sect. 1, charg- 
ing the defendant with having in his possession, with intent to sell, 
oleomargarine in a tub not marked as required by that section, the ex- 
ceptions recited that the tub “ was not, on the date of the offence al- 
leged in the complaint, exposed for sale, nor was it so situated that it 
could be seen by customers of the defendant,” and that it also ap- 
peared “ that the defendant had bought said package for the purpose 
and with the intention of selling the said oleomargarine contained 
therein at retail in said store, but that he did not intend to sell the 
oleomargarine contained in this tub, or expose the same for sale, until 
the marks had been examined, and if not marked in accordance with 
law, to mark the tub before opening the same.” 

Held, that these facts showed that the defendant had no intention 
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of selling the oleomargarine in the form in which it was, but was stor- 
ing it with the intention of properly marking the package, if it was 
not already properly marked, before he offered the oleomargarine for 
sale or intended to sell it, and that the jury were not warranted in 
finding the defendant guilty. 

Because of the absolute prohibition against selling intoxicating 
liquor without a license, the intent to sell may be often inferred from 
facts which would not warrant the inference of an intent to sell other 
merchandise in the form in which it was found, when the person hav- 
ing it in his possession had a right to sell it, if it was properly marked, 
and had the right to so mark it after receiving it, and before he 
exposed it for sale or intended to sell it. 

Commonwealth v. Mills, 157 Mass. 405. 

V 

If a complaint charges a person with having in his possession, with 
intent to sell, oleomargarine in a tub not marked as required by law, 
he connot be convicted, if the exceptions show that he had no intent 
to sell it without having so marked. 

It is not to be inferred that the Legislature, merely by making it 
the duty of certain officers to enforce penal laws of general applica- 
tion, intended that the enforcement should be dependent upon these 
officers ; and a complaint charging a person with having in his posses- 
sion, with intent to sell, oleomargarine contrary to the requirements 
of the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 317, Sect. 1, is not defective because made 
by an inspector of the State board of health, instead of by an in- 
spector of milk, or by the treasurer of the town in which the offence 
was committed. 

Commonwealth v. McDonnell, 157 Mass. 407. 


The fact that a collector of samples of milk, who was not acting 
under the authority of the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, made a purchase 
of milk in a restaurant and retained a portion thereof for analysis 
without disclosing that he was such a collector, and without giving to 
the person from whom it was purchased an opportunity to ask for a 
sealed sample, will not render evidence incompetent to show that the 
milk so purchased was below the legal standard. 

Commonwealth v. Coleman, 157 Mass. 460. 
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If a person has for sale in his shop oleomargarine colored in imita- 
tion of yellow butter which is kept in a closed and covered refrigera- 
tar and cannot be seen by customers, although he has a sign in his 
shop to the effect that oleomargarine is sold there, he does not “ ex- 
pose for sale ” such oleomargarine within the meaning of the Stat. of 
1891, Chap. 58, Sect. 1. 

Commonwealth v. Byrnes, 158, Mass. 172. 


A complaint under the Stat. of 1891 Chap. 412, § 4, for selling 
oleomargarine from a wagon, at a time and place named, the defend- 
ant “ not having then and there on both sides of said vehicle the 
placard in uncondensed Gothic letters not less than three inches in 
length ‘ Licensed to sell Oleomargarine/ ” is supported by proof that 
the defendant’s wagon was a covered one with the front and rear ends 
open; that on the inside of the cover on each side was a placard, in 
form and size such as the statute requires ; that these placards could 
be seen from the front and rear of the wagon, but could not be seen 
from the sides thereof, and that there were no placards on the outer 
sides of the wagon. 

At the trial of a complaint under the Stat, of 1891, c. 412, § 4, for 
selling oleomargarine from a wagon at a time and place named, the 
defendant “not having then and there on both sides of said vehicle 
the placard, in uncondensed Gothic letters not less than three inches 
in length ‘Licensed to sell oleomargarine/” the defendant has no 
ground of exception to the refusal of the judge to rule that this sec- 
tion of the statute “ is in conflict with the act of Congress of August 
2, 1886, and the rules and regulations of the commissioner of internal 
revenue thereunder, and is therefore, unconstitutional and void.” 

Commonwealth v. Crane, 158 Mass. 218. 


A complaint under Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, charging the de- 
fendant with having in his possession, with intent to sell, milk to 
which a foreign substance had been added, is sustained by proof of 
posession, with that intent, of cream to which boracic acid had been 
added. 

A complaint under Pub. Stats. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, charging the de- 
fendant with having in his possession, with intent to sell, milk to 
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which a foreign substance had been added, was heard on an “ agreed 
statement of facts,” which was not a case stated in writing and filed, 
but an admission of facts from which the jury were at liberty to draw 
inferences. Held, that the jury might infer the offence charged from 
a sale by the defendant from his restaurant. 

Commonwealth v. Cordon, 159 Mass. 8.

REPORT OF TIIE 


REMARKS. 

In submitting this report I desire to take the 
opportunity to make a few recommendations which, 
in my opinion, would, be of value and beneficial 
to the city’s interest. 


STREETS. 

Another year’s experience still more convinces 
me of the utility of doing more paving and less 
macadamizing of our streets, more particularly the 
business portion of the city. 

Several streets which were macadamized and in 
good condition have become badly rutted and almost 
impossible to keep in proper repair since double 
track have been constructed where single tracks 
formerly existed, solely on account of the travel 
naturally going in one channel on each side of 
the street, and ruts are the result. Nothing short 
of granite block paving can stand the wear and 
tear, and it is a waste of time and money to try 
and keep macadam or concrete in proper repair. 

The upper part of Gorham Street, which has 
been in a very bad condition for years, has been 
sewered and is now ready for permanent repairs, 
and sidewalks and catch basins should be con- 
structed the coming year. 


SUPERINTENDENT OE STREETS. 
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BRIDGES. 

The bridges, with the exception of the one on 
Lawrence Street near the Lowell Cemetery, are in 
good condition, and with the ordinary amount of 
patching and replanking will stand the test for 
another season. New walks have been laid on 
Central Bridge, and Cabot Street Bridge, with the 
exception of the foundation, has been entirely 
rebuilt of heavy timbers suitable to allow steam 
rollers or electric cars to cross with safety. The 
new bridge on East Merrimack Street over Con- 
cord River is finished, and nothing remains to 
complete the undertaking but the replacing of the 
paving and other minor matters. The bridge is of 
the girder pattern and is one of the strongest 
and best in the state. 

A loan of seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000) 
has been placed to be used in constructing a new 
bridge at the head of Moody Street, across the 
Canal and Merrimack River, and the matter is 
in the hands of the Street Committee to further 
or complete the work. 

STREET WATERING. 

The street watering has been continued with 
the same amount of teams as last year and gives 
general satisfaction. 

The addition to the City Stables has proved 
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to be a great advantage^ as the horses are now 
kept in permanent stables instead of old sheds as 
formerly, and I would recommend that wagon 
sheds be constructed, as the sprinklers are still 
exposed to the sun and storms, and naturally the 
decay is more costly than the interest of money 
expended for proper sheds would amount to.

STREET NUMBERING. 

The i enumbering of the streets has been com- 

pleted and is a great improvement over the 

V 

former condition ; and I would again recommend 
that action be taken doing away with duplicate 

names of streets or avenues and also names of a 
great similarity. 

SIDEWALKS. 

Over twenty-one thousand (21,000) lineal feet of 
edgestones and sidewalks were laid last year, and 
the quality furnished was good. 

Special stone was laid around the new City 

Hall lot and the walk was made of crushed stone 
and cement, the first one in the city to be so 

constructed, and it gives indications of proving 
satisfactory. 


PAWTUCKET BOULEVARD- 

This beautiful place has received much care and 
attention, but owing to a lack of a proper appro- 
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priation, as much construction could not be accom- 
plished as was intended. Considerable wall was 

built along the river front, and numerous trees and 

shrubs were set out, and I would recommend that 
drinking fountains and settees be placed in position 
as soon as possible. 


PAVING. 


As stated in my former report, I believe granite 
block paving to be the most substantial and 

economical to use in the construction of streets 

in our city, and I might remark that the granite 
block paving costs less per yard to the City of 
Lowell than any other city in the State, as will 
be seen by referring to the figures of the report, 
that the total cost of fourteen thousand six hun- 

dred and twenty-six and four tenths (14,626.4) 
square yards was twenty-seven thousand five hun- 
dred and fifteen and 10-100 dollars ($27,515.10) or 
about one and 88-100 dollars ($1.88) per square yard. 

SEWERS. 

Almost three and one-fourth (3 1-4) miles of 
sewers were built the past year, including the 
completion of the Chelmsford Street sewer, the 

Westford Street sewer, and one thousand two 
hundred and twenty-nine (1,229) feet of the Central- 
ville main sewer. The average depth of the last 
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named sewer is over sixteen (16) feet, and it was 
necessary to remove three thousand three hundred 
and seventy-eight (3,378) cubic yards of ledge. On 
Westford Street one thousand five hundred (1,500) 
cubic yards of ledge were removed. The cost of 
completing the Centralville main sewer will be 
small compared to what has been expended, as the 
deepest sections have been completed. 

The portion of city known as the Oaklands is 
badly in need of sewerage and a complete system 
will be necessary in order to provide for a section 
of the city which is rapidly growing and must be 
taken care of. 

The sum of twelve thousand dollars ($12,000) 
has been appropriated to build a sewer in Gorham 
and Thorndike Streets for the purpose of relieving 
Hale’s Brook of the sewerage now emptying into 
it from that vicinity, and a similar sum will be 
necessary for the same object in building an exten- 
sion of the Tanner Street sewer. 

The health of the city depends largely on its 
sewerage, and many streets sadly need sewers, which 
should be constructed the coming year. 

The building of the Centralville main sewer 
makes it easy to drain a section of the city which 
it was formerly unable to do, and we have had 
many requests to construct sewers on streets adja- 
cent to the line of the main sewer. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS. 
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CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion, I wish to return my sincere 
thanks to His Honor the Mayor, and Members of 
the City Council, for their assistance and approval, 
especially to the City Engineer and his assistants, 
to the Committee on Streets and Sewers for their 
ready assistance and advice. My relations with the 
heads of the different departments have been most 
pleasant and agreeable. 

I also desire in this manner to say a word of 
praise to my assistants, foreman and other employ- 
ees of the several departments for their hearty co- 
operation for the city’s best interests.

Gentlemen: — In accordance with the require- 
ments governing the Fire Department, it becomes 
my duty, as Chief Engineer, to present to you the 
annual report of the Fire Department of the City 
of Lowell, for the year ending December 31, 1894. 

The report will be found to contain statements 
in detail, embracing the amount of expenditures, a 
register of the department, with the age, residence 
and occupation of each member, a record of all 
fires and alarms which have occurred during the 
year and the cause thereof, with the names of the 
owners and occupants, the loss and insurance, as 
nearly as could be ascertained, with the number 
and location of the fire-alarm boxes; also, an in- 
ventory of all property of the department, in charge 
of the several companies, and such other informa- 
tion as is thought proper for your consideration.

The apparatus is kept in the best possible con- 
dition, and consists at present of six Engines, four 
two-horse Reels, six one-horse and one two-horse 
Hose Wagons, one Babcock Aerial and three trucks 
of other patterns, two Chemical Engines, one Hale 
Water Tower, sixteen Fire Extinguishers, v one Patrol 
Wagon and Sleigh, fully equipped, six Hose Pungs 
on runners, seven Fuel Wagons, three Wagons and 
one Sleigh for use on fire alarm, one Wagon and 
Sleigh for Chief’s use. In reserve there are one 
two-horse and one one-horse Hose Reels. 

The Hale Water Tower should have better quar- 
ters than at present. It is stored in the stable of 
Engine 4, on High street, and in case it is needed 
it will take some time to get it into service. 
While we have had no occasion for its use during: 
the past year, yet there are a number of fires 
(one was the Davis & Sargent fire, September 18th, 
where the tower was placed in position but not 
used, as the fire was under control,) which, if they 
had gained a better start, would surely have called 
for the services of the rower, and for that reason 
I believe it should be placed where it can be 
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reached more readily. I would recommend that a 
house be built on the City lot, on Middle street, 
for its reception. 


FIRE-ALARM. 

This branch of the service has been maintained 
in most excellent condition by the Operator, Mr. 
George B. Whitney, and has given perfect alarms 
during the past year. 

There have been one hundred and twenty-seven 
first and three second alarms given from signal 
boxes; and the No-School signal has been given 
ten times during the past year. 

Two new boxes have been placed in circuit the 
past year, numbered and located as follows: 

184 — Stevens Street, corner of Marginal Street. 

325 — Fenwick Street, near Suffolk Street. 

Connected with the circuit there is one ten- 
circuit non-interfering repeater, one ten-circuit cut- 
out and testing switch board, eleven galvanometers, 
ten bell strikers, fifteen large gongs for engine 
houses, eighteen small gongs, seventeen indicators, 
one line-tester, sixteen electro-magnets and connec- 
tions for opening small doors, twenty-three electric 
light current protectors, ninety-seven public and five 
private signal boxes, ninety-three miles of wire, the 
whole supplied by a gravity battery of four hundred' 
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cups. There is also one large gong and indicator 
combined, in the Police Station, one large gong at 
the Pumping Station, Merrimack Square and Tower’s 
Corner. 


TELEPHONE. 

There are connected with this system nineteen 
stations, consisting of transmitter, telephone, bell and 
battery ; there are also twenty-two extension bells 
for the rooms of the engine houses, and about forty 
miles of wire owned by the city and\ under the 
care of the fire-alarm operator, except the transmit- 
ters and telephones, which are leased from the Tel- 
ephone Company. The ringing line has been 
changed from the magneto to the tap-bell system. 

HORSES AND HARNESSES. 

There are sixty-one horses in the service of the 
department, eleven of which belong to the Street 
Watering Department, and are used in bad weather 
by the Fire Department for their keeping. The 
horses now are in good condition, but the service 
required of them, by the enforced idleness that they 
are compelled to endure, and when called upon to 
respond to alarms, is calculated to soon break them 
down and render them unfit for use in this depart- 
ment. There are twelve sets of double, ten sets

HYDRANTS. 

During the year forty-seven new post hydrants 
have been added, making a total of nine hundred 
and eighty-five, for which this department is charged 
twelve ($12.00) dollars each, annually. 

The hydrants added are located as follows : 
Varnum Avenue six, High Street four, Canton, 
Warwick, and Westford Streets, Old Meadow Road, 
Western Avenue, Belvidere Woolen Mill No. 1 and 
Belvidere Woolen Mill No. 2 two each, Belmont, 
Clifford, Concord, Crowley, Colburn, D, Lamb, London, 
Marginal, Marlborough, Merrimack, Payton, Pine, 
Plain, Prince and Wall Streets, Coburn Lane, Decatur, 
Eighth, Livingston, Whitney and Gershom Avenues, 
and Lowell Hosiery one each. 


PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

This department is maintained by the city, and 
consists of five permanent men. This company 
has again demonstrated its usefulness in saving prop- 
erty from damage at fires, and has been of great 
assistance in subduing small fires with its extin- 
guishers during the past year, It has spread three 
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hundred and e’ghty-seven covers, has used one hun- 
dred and thirty-seven extinguishers, and has been in 
service two hundred and sixty-two hours the past 
year. 

Chemical Engine C, attached to Truck 2, used 
thirty-eight tanks. Chemical Engine B, attached to 
Truck 3, used forty-six tanks. 


HOUSES. 

The houses of the department are in very good 
repair, and, having been improved from year to year, 
they are provided- with every requisite for the com- 
fort and convenience of the men and ample accom- 
modations for horses and apparatus. The inside 
of the Palmer Street engine house has been papered 
and painted the past year. 


FIRES AND LOSSES. 

The whole number of fires that occurred during 
the year ending December 31. 1894, was three hun- 
dred and six. One hundred and twenty-seven first 
and three second alarms were given from signal 
boxes, forty-four by telephone, one hundred and 
twenty-four still alarms and eight automatic, to every 
one of which some part of the department re- 
sponded. There have also been a number of small 
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fires extinguished by the police and other citizens, 
where the department was not called. 

There has been a decrease of three alarms over 
last year. The whole amount of losses that have 
been settled, as near as could be ascertained, was 
$120,174.74; the amount of insurance, $833,921.95; 
the amount of insurance paid was $106,497.74; 
making the net amount of loss above insurance, 
$13,677.00. 

There have been two incendiary fires and only 
three others that were supposed to be incendiary, 
and only one false alarm the past year. The nota- 
ble fires were F. G. Mitchell, January 9; A. L. 
Brooks & Co., April 11; Cook & Taylor, May 17; 
J. Gates & Sons, June 23; M. Doyle, June 24; Cord 
Mill, July 6; Davis & Sargent’s, July 11; White 
Bros.’ Tannery, July 30; Davis & Sargent’s, Sept. 
18; J. S. Ludlam, Sept. 19; U. S. Bunting Co., Nov. 
16; Kitson Machine Co., Nov. 28; and the old tan- 
nery buildings of Haworth & Watson. The loss 
on eleven of these fires (the Bunting Co. and the 
old tannery not yet settled) was $101,966.51; In- 
surance, $449,596.00; Insurance paid, $89,466.51. 
For further particulars in regard to fires and losses 
I refer you to the table annexed to this report. 

The department has responded to five calls out 
of the city — twice in Dracut, twice in Tewksbury 
and once in Boston. Two engines and two wagons 
with horses, were loaded in response to the call 
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from Boston, but, before starting, a message was re* 
ceived that our services were not needed.

During the year the department has been called 
upon to mourn the loss of three of its members. 
March 4, G. M. Cleary Engine Company No. 

1, and March 10, L. A. Brainard of Engine Com- 

pany No. 3, died from the effects of \ colds taken 
while performing their duty at a fire in the box 

shop of J. P. Thompson, Feb. 24. E. M. Foster 
of Engine Company No. 2, after a severe illness 
of two or three months duration, died Dec. 17. A 
delegation from the department paid the last trib- 
ute of respect at their funerals. 

Several casualities have occurred to members of 
the department during the past year, but fortu- 
nately none resulted fatally. The injured were A. 
C. Stearns and Morrison of Engine Company No. 

2, M. Connors and J. P. Smith of Engine Com- 

pany No. 4, A. E. Dearth, F. Roark and George 
T. Halstead of Engine Company No. 3, J. Con- 

very and L. S. Kimball of Hose 8, G. A. 

Dickey and C. A. Thompson of Truck No. 2, W. 

P. Maker of Truck No 3, W. H. Halstead of 
Patrol Company, and H. B. Sanders, Chief’s Driver, 
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There have been five deaths by burning the 
past year as follows: May n, J. Leppers, a three- 
year-old boy, playing with matches; May 14, J. 
Boyle’s three-year-old boy, playing with matches ; 
June 18, W. Ryan, a cook for Barn urn’s circus, 
caused by kerosene oil He was taken to the hos- 
pital and died June 28; Nov. 18, Miss Annie 
Joyce. Her clothes took fire by the dropping of a 
kerosene oil lamp on the floor; Nov. 22, Marietta, 
the three-year-old daughter of Eugene Sweeney, 
clothes caught fire 'from a hot stove.

Should a 
second or third alarm be not received within thirty minutes, the 
officer in command will have the roll call and dismiss his men. 
If the recall is sounded before the stipulated time above, 
the officer will dismiss the men. After a second alarm 
has been given the members of the companies not re- 
sponding to it will remain on duty at their respective 
houses until the recall is sounded. If their are no companies 
remaining in quarters that respond to alarms given from other 
boxes after the first alarm has been given and before the recall is 
struck, one engine, one truck, chemical and two hose companies 
remaining in quarters nearest to the box giving the alarm will 
respond immediately. This article applies to all alarms of fire 
except in case of telephone or still alarms the engine will respond. 
After a second alarm is given, all companies remaining in quarters 
will respond immediately before the recall is sounded. 

In case where two alarms may have been given from the 
different boxes, the second box having struck before the recall 
from the first box, the recall from the first box will be two blows 
from the second box one blow. 

The all out or recall signal will be given by striking two blows 
with an interval of ten seconds between the blows. 

Second alarms will be given by striking two blows followed by 
one round of the box giving the first alarm. 

Third or general alarm will be given by striking three blows 
followed immediately by one round of the box, when all companies 
will respond immediately.

Alarms are to be given from boxes nearest the location of the 

fire. 

Upon the discovery or positive information of a fire you will 
unlock the box, pull down the slide or hook, once only, and let go. 

If you hear no sound from the bell, pull again; if you fail the 
second time, go to the next nearest box and do the same. Also be 
particular to remain at the box until the arrival of the Engineer, 
who will release the key. '• 

Each box contains a small bell which if heard indicates that 
the alarm has been given from another box. In such a case do not 
pull the box until the alarm has been completed. 

Never signal for a fire seen at a distance. Never touch the 
hook except to give an alarm of fire. Give an alarm for no cause 
other than an actual fire. 

Second alarm for the same fire will be given only by the 
Engineer. 

Never let the key out of your possession unless called for by 
the Chief Engineer. If you change your place of business or 
residence where the key is kept return it to the Chief Engineer. 

Keys to the boxes are in the hands of responsible persons in 
the vicinity of the boxes; also in the hands of the Police. 

Citizens are requested to inform themselves where the keys of 
signal boxes are kept. A large number of boxes have been 
furnished with a key in an iron box with a glass front, which in a 
few cases had to be taken out on account of boys breaking the 
glass.

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REPORT. 


Lowell, January 1, 1895. 

To the Mayor and Board of Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — Herein is submitted the Annual 
Report of the Superintendent of Street Lights for 
the year ending December 31, 1894. The working 
force under the direction of the Superintendent 
(Chief of the Fire Department) consists of thirteen 
men, one of whom acts as foreman. They have 
in addition to their regular duties of lighting and 
cleaning the gas lamps, set up and fitted 56 gas 
and 61 gasoline posts, have removed 65 gas and 
22 gasoline posts on account of the electric lights. 
They have replaced 2 gas and 1 1 gasoline posts 
that have been broken, replaced 6 lantern frames, 
removed 13 gas posts and plugged the mains, re- 
placed 15 gasoline posts with gas posts, set 912 
lights of glass and 42 globes. 

There are at present 778 gas lamps ; in addition 
there are 39 lights owned by the different corpora- 
tions, the city paying for the gas consumed. These 
lights are lighted and put out according to the 
time designated by a card issued by the Superin- 
tendent monthly. These lights average about seven 
hours a night, and burn 4, 6, 12 and 18 feet 
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per hour according to location. There have been 
56 new gas lights added and 65 discontinued on 
account of electric lights the past year. 

The locations of the gas lights added the past 
year are as follows: Perry Street 4, Clare and D 
Streets 3 each, Gates, Marlborough, Beech, Sayles, 
Crowley and Walker Streets and Parkview Avenue 
2 each, Belmont, Lyon, Sargent, Eliot, Otis, How- 
ard, Durant, Auburn, Shaw. Powell, Barclay, Mill, 
Arlington, Kinsman, Floyd, Bellevue, So. Highland, 

Butman, Rogers, Exeter, Swift, Stevens, Twelfth, 
Warwick, West Sixth and New School Streets, 
Lakeview, Clinton, Aiken and Barton Avenues, 

Bacheiler’s Court and Mammoth Road 1 each. 

The Globe Gas Light Company of Boston, 
agrees by contract to furnish all lanterns and glass 

and keep and maintain their lights in good order 

with a light equal to a five feet burner, at 6 

cents per light per night, they to have no less 
than twenty-five nights per month and to burn 
until one o’clock. These lights, as a rule, are 

located on streets where there are no gas mains, 
and are replaced with gas as soon as the gas 

mains are laid. 

There are 535 gasoline lights at present, 61 

new ones having been added and 37 replaced by 

gas and electric lights the past year. 

The new ones are located as follows: Stead- 
man Street 8, Westford Street and Aiken Avenue 
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5 each, Dublin Lane and Gibson Street 4 each, 
Eighteenth, Bye, Baldwin, Foster and Plain Streets 

3 each, Ennel Street, Holyrood Avenue and rear 
Worthen Street 2 each, Cambridge, West Man- 
chester, Exeter, Clare, Humphry and West L 
Streets, Noble, Brown and Hadley Courts, Demp- 
sey Place, Alley off Davidson Street, rear Worth- 
en Street and Elmwood Avenue 1 each. 

The Committee of 1893 ordered and located 
1 19 electric lights, 69 of them were put in and 
used that year, the other have been put in the 
past year and are located as follows : Gorham 
Street 6, Pleasant, Pawtucket and Middlesex Streets 

4 each, Varnum Avenues, Moody and Hildreth 
Streets 3 each, Mammoth road, Fletcher and 
Mount Vernon Streets 2 each, Branch, Dummer, 
Appleton, Hale, Elm, Andover, Andrews, Third, 
Crosby, Dutton, Stackpole, Meadowcroft, Beach, 
Blossom and Pine Streets, Broadway and Second 
Avenue 1 each. 

There were 24 electric lights ordered and 
located as follows: Chelmsford Street 6, Westford 
Street 4, South Common 2, Loring, Appleton, 
Worthen, Merrimack, Moody, Stevens, East Merri- 
mack, Middlesex, Jackson, Whipple and Lawrence 
Streets and Lakeview Avenue 1 each. In addition 
there were 8 lights burning on Fort Hill Park 
during the months of July, August and September 
there are at present 410 lights for which the City 
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pays 35 cents each per night every night in the 
year, with a rebate of three and one-half cents per 
hour for every light reported by the Police not 
burning. 

“ The contract with the Lowell Electric Light 
Corporation expired a year ago last August, a new 
contract was made for five years. The following is 
a copy of the said contract : 

“THIS AGREEMENT, made and entered into 
this thirtieth day of August, A. D., 1893, by and 
between the City of Lowell, a municipal corporation 
in the Commonwealth of Massachussetts, and the 

y 

Lowell Electric Light Corporation, duly established 
by Law and doing business in said city of Lowell, 

“ WITNESSETH 

“ That the said Lowell Electric Light Corpora- 
tion, in consideration of the agreements and 
promises of said city hereinafter contained, and of 

other valuable considerations by it received from 

said city, hereby covenants and agrees with the 
said city that it will furnish for a period of five 

years from the first day of August, A. D. 1893, 

325 electric arc lamps as are now located in said 

city, also all the arc lamps situated in Huntington 
and Jackson Halls, in said city, a,nd as many 

more arc lamps, both in said city and halls, as 
the Committee on Lighting of said city, during 

the continuance of this contract shall order; such 
additional arc lamps to be located in said city at 
such points and places as the said committee may 

order and direct, and the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen approve ; that during such period it shall 
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furnish all poles, wires, apparatus and fixtures re- 
quired for said lamps, and such additional lamps 
if any, and provide and maintain said lamps, repair, 
paint and maintain the lamp poles and all support- 
ing poles, hoods and supports for the lamps, and 
operate, clean and care for said lamps in all 
respects in strict conformity with the following 
conditions, which are made a part of this agree- 
ment, and to be observed and performed by the 
said Lowell Electric Light Corporation. 

CONDITIONS. 

“The said lamp or lamps shall be what is 
commonly known as a two-thousand-candle-power 
light, of such candle power as will be obtained 
when each and every lamp in all the circuits in 
the service of said city shall give from nine and 
six-tenths to ten amperes or electrical units, from 
forty-five to fifty volts of electrical pressure; but at 
no time shall the electrical power of each lamp be 
less than four hundred and fifty watts; and it is 
understood and agreed that in case the “World’s 
Electrical Congress ” should at any time during the 
continuance of this contract adopt as the standard 
for arc lights a number of watts greater than that 
specified, then the said corporation shall immediately 
furnish the number of amperes, or electrical units 
and increase the electrical pressure in each lamp 
in the service of the city, to the number of volts 
necessary to produce the number of watts adopted 
as the standard for arc lights by the Electrical 
Congress aforesaid. 
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“ Each and every arc lamp furnished under this 
contract shall be supplied by said corporation with 
carbons of the best quality and of the sine best 
adapted to give the highest candle power, with 
globes of clear glass free from spots or rings, said 
globes to be kept clean and whole, free from dust 
and dirt, and said lamps to give a clear, steady, 
white light without undue flickering or hissing. 

“ The lamps shall be operated continuously each 
and every night during the continuance of this 
agreement, and shall be started thirty minutes after 
sunset and kept in operation until thirty minutes 
before sunrise; in case of unusual darkness due to 
storm or otherwise, said lamps shall be started at 
sunset and kept in operation until sunrise, and the 
time of sunset or sunrise for the purposes of this 
contract shall be determined by the Old Farmer’s 
Almanac; globes that may become broken shall 
be replaced by sound ones each day before starting 
the lights. If the said committee shall request any 
of the globes changed, such change shall be made 
at once and the positions, manners of hanging, 
height above pavement shall be determined by said 
Committee on Lighting, and all lamps, wires and 
other conductors shall be thoroughly insulated and 
so placed as not to expose the public or property 
to danger, or to unnecessarily interfere with the 
work of the Fire Department in case of fire. 

In case the Superitendent of Streets shall 
determine that any of the lamp posts, supporting 
posts or apparatus connected therewith, require 
repairing, owing to an unsightly or dangerous con- 
dition, the same shall be repaired at once or within 
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twenty-four hours after notice from the Superintend- 
ent; and if not so repaired, said Superintendent 
may make the repairs, and the expense thereof 
shall be deducted from any amount due hereunder, 

“ And the said Lowell Electric Light Corpora- 
tion further agrees to indemnify and save harmless 
the said city from any and all loss, cost or dam- 
age that it may suffer by reason of any infringe- 
ment suits, or by reason of any infringement of 
any patent right, in the use of said lamps and 
lights or the apparatus, fixtures, machinery, or 
methods connected or used in connection therewith, 
and from all claims, liability, or demands, that shall 
be caused by the erection, maintenance or use of 
said lamps, or the poles, wires, or appurtenances 
connected therewith, or from any defect therein or 
by the carelessness of said corporation, its agents 
or servants, in the operation or management of 
said lamps ; if the said city shall relocate any of 
the poles or lamps, the expense of the labor shall 
be paid by said city, but not of the materials and 
other expenses in making such change. 

“ And the said City of Lowell upon its part 
covenants and agrees to pay said Lowell Electric 
Light Corporation, in the event that said Cor- 
poration furnishes according to the terms of this 
agreement the number of lights herein before men- 
tioned, and such number in excess thereof as the 
Committee on Lighting with the approval of the 
Mayor and Aldermen, may determine, at the rate 
of thirty-six cents per light for and during the first 
year of this agreement, and thirty-five cents per 
light for the four succeeding years thereafter, for 
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every whole night that the lamps are lighted, and 
to male payment on the tenth day of each and 

every month of the sum due for the calendar 

month next preceding; and it is understood and 
agreed that if any of the lights fail to burn for 

any of the time they should be lighted, a pro rata 
allowance shall be made for such time as shall be 
reported by the prime or Superintendent of Light- 
ing as not burnir such sums to be deducted 
from the am mnt due the said Corporation. 

“ It is further agreed that the said Committee 
on Lighting, or the Superintendent of Lighting, is 
hereby authcrL I to make such tests to determine 

the electrical v *wer of the lamps furnished under 
this agreem-nt they or he may deem necessary; 
and it is furthei understood and agreed that should 
any two consecutive tests made by such Com- 
mittee or Superintendent in any one month, show 
a less number of volts, amperes or watts in any 
circuit in the service of said city, than is herein 

provided, the said city may deduct such a sum 
from the amount due to said corporation for the 

lights in such circuit for the month in which the 
said deficiency is found, as shall be proportionate to 
the shortage in the volts, amperes or watt found by 
the said tests when compared with the standard 
volts, amperes or watts herein provided. 

‘•IN WITTNESS WHEREOF, the City of

To His Honor the Mayor , and Gentlemen of the City 
Council of the City of Lowell : 

Gentlemen : — 

In compliance with the requirements of chapter 
five, section two, of the City Ordinances, I respect- 
fully submit the following report of the department 
under my charge, for the year ending December 
20, 1894 : 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 

HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 

Although this building was occupied in 1893 
by the School Board, the grounds and part of the 
interior were not finished until this year. The 
laboratory has had new tables added to the room, 
and the grounds have been laid out with new curb- 
ings, etc. The amount expended on this building 
for the year was $3,571.51. 
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ABRAHAM LINCOLN SCHOOL. 

This building has been completed, and is now 
occupied, the School Board taking possession at the 
beginning of the fall term. It is an"[eight-room 
school, with all the modern conveniences, and has 
filled a much needed want, as the schools in this 
vicinity have been crowded for a number of years. 
The total amount expended on this building for the 
year was $12,881.23, making a total cost of land 
and building to date of $53,467 33.

ADDITION TO BUTLER SCHOOL. 

The addition to the Butler School has been 
completed, and was occupied in September. This is 
a four-room addition put onto the old^ building, 
making it now a twelve-room school. The building 
is now full, and the school committee are asking 
for more room. The total amount expended on the 
addition this year has been $10,615.17, making a 
total cost to date of $20,101.90. 

There have been two new buildings started this 
year, one on Middlesex Street at the corner of 
Cornell Street, and the other on Billings Street. 
They are both four room primary buildings heated 
by steam, and have the Fuller & Warren Sanitary 
Cremating Closets and Urinals. These schools have 
been needed for a long time, as the outlying districts 
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are growing very fast and the smaller children have 
been obliged to travel a long distance to reach a 
school. These buildings are now being plastered 
and will be ready for occupancy at the September 
term. 


REPAIRS ON SCHOOL HOUSES. 

There has been the usual amount of repairs on 
the old buildings the past year, and they are in as 
good condition, if not better, than they have been 
since I have been connected with the department. 

The Central Street School has been painted 
throughout. 

The West Sixth Street School has been painted; 
also a new fence has been built around the buildings 
and new outside steps put in. 

The Tenth Street School has been painted and 
a new fence built, and there have been two new 
entrances put in, thus enabling the children to enter 
the basement without going through the main 
hallway. 

The Varnum School has had new windows, also 
a new fence. 

The Cottage Street School has been painted 

i 

throughout. 

At the Lakeview Avenue School there has been 
a new fence and outside steps. 

The Chapel Street School has been painted. 
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At the new Moody School the grounds have 
been laid out and a fence built. 

The Weed Street School has been painted 
inside and outside. 

At the Highland School there have been new 
floors laid in four rooms, and slate blackboards put 
in the eight rooms of the old part, and the old 
part has been varnished, the room repaired and a 
new skylight put on. 

By order of the State Inspector the stoves have 
been removed from the Pond Street School, a new 
furnace put in, a stack built, and the building 
furnished with a system of heating and ventilation. 
This does away with most of the stoves in our 
public schools, and I hope that what few remain 
may be replaced with proper heating apparatus in 
the near future. The repairs on the other school 
buildings have been of a minor nature. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

We have built new sheds for the Water Works 
Department at the Pumping Station and have made 
such repairs there as were necessary, the expense 
of the same being paid from the appropriation for 
Water Works. 

New doors have been put in at Hose No. 8 
House.

The walls and ceilings of the Lawrence Street 
Engine House have been painted. 

At the Palmer Street Engine House the ceilings 
have been painted, the house varnished inside and the 
Chief’s office has been papered. 

The Pawtucketville Engine House has had the 
walls and ceilings painted. 

The Engine House on Fletcher Street (Hose 
No. 7) has been varnished inside and the walls and 
ceilings painted. 

'I he largest expenditure on any one public 
building for the year has been at the ward room 
on Branch Street in Ward Four. The room has 
not been large enough to accommodate the voters 
at their caucuses and elections, and the committee 
voted to enlarge it by removing the rear partition 
and taking the room formerly used by the fire 
department, 'this has made a great improvement, 
much to the satisfaction of the voters of the w’ard. 
The total cost of this improvement with other 
repairs on the building has amounted to $1,294.62. 

There has been built an addition to the City 
Stables, 140x40 ft., two stories high, with a flat 
roof. This has made accommodations for fifty more 
horses on the first floor, and has given a large 
amount of store room on the second floor, which 
was greatly needed. The total cost of the addition 
was $9,027.36, the balance of the buildings have 
received such repairs as were necessary. I submit 
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herewith a table of receipts and expenditures on 
the buildings under my charge :

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

There should be a stable built for the Health 
Department immediately. The stable they now use 
is in the city yard, and is in a very dilapidated 

condition. They keep about thirty horses there, and 
if a private individual in the city should keep his 
horses in such a building I think the Board of 
Health would order them to vacate immediately. 

The city owns a lot of land on Broadway which 

would make a very available place for a stable for 

this department. 

There will have to be some provisions made 

for the heating of Huntington Hall, as the building is 
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now heated from the boilers of the old City Hall, 
and the carrying of heat so long a distance makes 
it very expensive and unreliable, as there is more 
than one half of the heat lost transmitting it If 
arrangements could be made with the Boston & 
Lowell Railroad Company there could be a boiler 
house erected on Shattuck street and the heating 
of the building made more satisfactory. 

I would most earnestly recommend that a new 
school be built this year to take the place of the 
old Bartlett School. The building is in a very 

depleted condition, with no system of ventilation, 
and is totally unfit for use. 

There is need of more room at the Carter 
Street Schools. These are separate buildings and 
the lots join each other, and the land could be 

used to better advantage by removing the old 
buildings and erecting a four or eight room school 
on the lot. 

In conclusion, I desire to call the attention of 
the City Council to the great necessity of new 

building laws to govern the construction of buildings 
in our city. The laws now in force are very crude, 
and are not adequate for a city of this size. New 

ordinances, governing the construction of building, 
have been prepared in this office and were presented 
to the City Council of 1894, and that body referr- 
ing them to the committee on ordinance and 
legislation ; but the latter committee did not report 
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on them, and I earnestly request that they may be 
taken up and acted upon by this year’s government.

Annual Report. 


Office Chief of Police, 1 

Lowell, Dec. 1, 1894. j 

To the Honorable the Mayor and the City Council of 
the City of Lowell. 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to submit for your 
consideration my first Annual Report of the Police De- 
partment for the year ending November 30, 1894, and, 
believing that such a report is principally valuable as 
showing in a concise form statistical tables of the work 
done as a matter of record and reference, and the 
changes made in the personnel of the force, I shall con- 
fine myself principally to such details. I was elected 
March 6, to complete the unexpired term occasioned 
by the death of my respected predecessor, Chief Charles 
Howard, and my report as Chief covers only the period 
of a little more than seven months that have expired 
since my election. From the time that he was obliged 
on accouut of illness to relinquish the duties of his 
office until the vacancy was filled, the department was 
conducted by Acting Chief McQuade under the super- 
vision of the Committee on Police, and upon assuming 
my position I found it in such excellent condition as in 
my judgment to demand no material change from the 
policy which had previously prevailed. 
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A GENERAL REVIEW. 

« 

There are at present on the pay-roll of the depart- 
ment, all told, one hundred and two persons, but as they 
are all included in the roster in the latter part of this 
report they need not be enumerated here. 

Finding that the Police Telegraph service of the 
department was lacking in efficiency from the fact that 
the wagon duty was performed day and night by offi- 
cers detailed consecutively, thus leaving one. beat open 
day and night, a change has been effected in this partic- 
ular by detailing Officers Chester E. Ryder and Hugh 
Downey for permanent duty as wagon men. Although 
this means the appointment of two more officers to the 
regular force, its advantages to the service is sufficient 
to warrant the outlay, as it provides officers for this duty 
whose constant service increases their efficiency. 

The Police Telegraph is now operated upon an 
entirely independent basis, and its value as an auxiliary 
to the department more than justifies the wisdom of its 
projectors in introducing it and the Game well system, 
adopted by the Police Committee of 1889, continues to 
give such perfect satisfaction as to prove that the com- 
mittee made no mistake in selecting it. 

John W. Tilton, who was appointed driver when the 
system was introduced, having been appointed a proba- 
tionary officer of the patrol force, James W. Kilburn, 
the former hostler, has been appointed to succeed him, 
and George L. Dobson succeeds Mr. Kilburn as hostler. 

The system grows, of course, with the city’s growth, 
and we already need at least three more signal boxes to 
cover important out-lying districts, that are at present 
inadequately provided for by the stations now in use. 
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During the year Thomas E. Allen, who was detailed 
for duty as inspector upon the death of Inspector Hayes, 
has been confirmed as inspector to assist Inspector 
Laflamme, and I desire at this time to acknowledge the 
faithful and efficient service these officers have per- 
formed in bringing criminals to justice and recovering 
stolen property. William B. Moffatt has been appointed 
deputy chief in charge of the night force, the seizure 
force has been reduced from three to two members by 
detailing Officer Redmond Welch to the patrol force, 
and William G. Bumps has been made warrant officer in 
place of Officer Peter Cawley, who has been assigned to 
duty as patrolman. 

During mj^ term of service I have not found it nec- 
essary except in one or two instances to reprimand an 
officer for dereliction of duty, which is a substantial 
compliment to the discipline of the force. Cases have 
been reported to me which have been impartially inves- 
tigated, and in the instances in which I have deemed it 
necessary to reprimand the officers, my action has been 
indorsed by the Committee on Police. 

I may perhaps be pardoned for alluding to a prac- 
tice which has become altogether too common in this 
city within the past few years Many citizens who see 
or hear of instances which, induces them to assume 1i 
neglect or violation of duty on the part of an officer, 
instead of reporting the same to headquarters as should 
be done, either send an anonymous communication to 
the Chief or make the matter public through the columns 
of the press in an anonymous manner, closing generally, 
with an insinuation at the lamentable lack of efficiency 
in the department. To all such citizens I desire to say 
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that any definite complaint or charge of conduct unbe- 
coming an officer, if made in good faith at this office by 
any respectable citizen, will be reported to the Commit- 
tee on Police and thoroughly investigated, but no atten- 
tion will be paid to anonymous communications. It is 
my purpose to maintain the efficiency of this department 
to the highest degree, and all law-abiding citizens, desir^ 
ing to co-operate in the attainment of this object, should 
make their complaints in person, and not resort to 
methods which afford no tangible ground for investi- 
gation. 

I believe the enforcement of the laws and Ordinances 
generally during the past year has been such as to man- 
ifest a commendable desire by the subordinate officers 
and rank and file of the department, to preserve the 
peace of the city. The inspectors detailed for duty in 
enforcing the liquor law have been vigilant in their 
efforts with encouraging results. Sunday selling, the 
feature of the traffic which is most difficult to suppress, 
is carried on less generally, I believe, than it has been 
heretofore. Tenement houses appear to be the places 
most common, at present, for the transaction of this 
illegal traffic, and they are the most difficult to get at. 
Liquor is purchased during the week and dealt out to 
customers on Sundays. In a large block where all the 
tenants have a common entrance it is difficult to tell 
in which kitchen the liquor is being dispensed, and to 
make matters worse, lookouts are posted outside to notify 
the inmates of the approach of the officers. But not- 
withstanding the difficulties that stand in the way, the 
inspectors have been remarkably successful in breaking 
up these kitchen bar-rooms, and the Sunday arrests have 
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been largely decreased. Intoxicated persons taken from 
these disreputable dives get their liquor from purchases 
made from regular bar-rooms during the week. 

During the short time that the License Commission 
has been organized, I have been consulted by them fre- 
quently upon several matters upon which they desired 
information, and our relations have been harmonious and 
co-operative. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I believe that the proper way to present for your 
consideration any changes in the service which come 
within your province, is to do so through the Committee 
on Police as the emergency may arise, but there are some 
matters which it seems proper to refer to at this time. 
Some months ago, at my suggestion and with the ap- 
proval of the Committee on Police, an ordinance was 
introduced to the City Council creating the office of 
public prosecutor, to prosecute cases before the Police 
Court, a duty now performed by the Chief, or in his 
absence the Deputy Chief. That ordinance was referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances and Legislation, and 
there it has lain dormant until recently, when the com- 
mittee voted to recommend that action upon it be indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

I believe the demand for such an official to be 
urgent. The business before the Police Court has in- 
creased to such an extent, as to require more time in the 
preparation and prosecution of cases than the Chief can 
give, without infringing upon his legitimate duties, and 
the advantage of having a trained attorney to represent 
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the government need not be enlarged upon. The salary 
of such an official would be largely, if not wholly, pro- 
vided for by fines, and no material demand would be 
made upon the city treasury. I shall renew my petition 
to the incoming City Council, and earnestly hope it will 
receive more favorable consideration. 

My predecessor, in his last annual report, recom- 
mended the appointment of a police surgeon. While I 
am not of the opinion that the time has come for the 
appointment of such an official whose time should be de- 
voted exclusively to this department, I hope the day is 
not far distant when the ambulance service will be 
located nearer to the police station, with a surgeon con- 
stantly in attendance, who would be ready at all times to 
respond to emergency calls from this department. There 
are many cases during the year when officers or prison- 
ers are so badly injured as to require immediate surgical 
aid, and as the city physician is not accessible at all 
times, it frequently becomes necessary to call an outside 
surgeon to treat the case. The ambulance is so often 
called upon to co-operate with us in transporting the 
insane and attending cases of injury within the purview 
of this department, that I believe a still closer communi- 
cation upon the plan suggested would be a step in the 
right direction. I consequently recommend the matter 
to the serious consideration of the City Council. 

I also wish to repeat the recommendation of my 
predecessor, that mounted officers be detailed for service 
in the suburban districts during the summer months, to 
protect the residents in those sections from fruit thieves, 
and lawless strollers from the city, who infest those dis- 
tricts at that time of the year. The male members of 
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the family are usually absent during the day, leaving the 
premises in charge of females, whose interference is met 
with derisive insult, to say nothing of the constant lia- 
bility of assault to which they are subjected from the 
most depraved of these marauders. Complaints from 
these sections are increasing every year and the protec- 
tion asked for is certainly no more than the citizens 
have a right to demand and expect. 

I also believe we need an additional day officer in 
the upper portion of Ward Four, another to patrol Paw- 
tucketville, exclusively, and one in the first part of the 
night in that portion of Centralville east of Bridge 
Street where there is but one at present. Another will 
very soon be needed in the Oaklands district of Ward 
Six. The population in these sections is constantly in- 
creasing and extending, and it cannot be expected that 
they can be properly guarded unless the force increases 
as the territory enlarges. 

Tramps continue to be an unmitigated and unwhole- 
some nuisance to this department. During cold weather 
we have from twenty-five to fifty applications for lodg- 
ings from this class of individuals nightly. We have 
but one room, in the basement, about twenty-five feet 
square for their accommodation, and they are frequently 
huddled in there so thickly that it is impossible for them 
all to find room to lie down, and the odor that emanates 
from this aggregation of dirty humanity permeates 
every portion of the building, even to the court room 
on the second floor, and is not only offensive but posi- 
tively dangerous from a sanitary point of view. Some 
years ago they were obliged to saw wood to pay for 
their lodging but since the removal of the wood-yard 
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from the rear of the station it has not been convenient 
to enforce this regulation. It could be again enforced, 
however, were some accommodation made for them at 
the City Yard, where there is always wood to saw, and 
they could be housed in an isolated building. I most 
seriously urge this change and recommend it to your 
serious consideration. 


CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion I desire to express my obligations to 
Honorable S. P. Hadley, justice of the Police Court, 
James F. Savage, clerk, Edward W. Trull, assistant, 
and John F. Frye, associate judge, for substantial favors 
and assistance rendered. To the Committee on Police — 
Aldermen Westall, Stanley, and S. J. Johnson — I am 
greatly indebted for the impartial manner in which they 
have considered every suggestion of mine, and for their 
hearty co-operation in every project that promised im- 
provement in the service. To Mayor Pickman and 
other city officials with whom I have come in contact I 
have received the most courteous treatment, for which 
I embrace this opportunity to acknowledge my sincere 
and cordial appreciation.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


Lowell, Mass., Dec. 31, 1894. 


To the Honorable City Council of the City of Lowell : 

The Trustees of the City Library of Lowell 
respectfully submit the following report for the year 
1894: 

The fiftieth year in the history of the library, 
just passed, has been uneventful, but that it has 
been an important one in the growth of the library 
the following statistics will show:

The years 1891 and 1893 are omitted in the 
above comparison as they were not full years, 
owing to the closing of the library on account 
of fire in the former . year and on account of 
moving the library in the latter. 

These figures show a large increase in the 
circulation of books in our new quarters. There 
has been, too, a marked increase in the use of 
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REPORT OF THE 


the Reference Department and Reading Rooms. 
No record of the character and extent of this use 
is kept, but it should be borne in mind in estimat- 
ing the appreciation and usefulness of the library. 
There has been a growing interest in the study 
of special subjects by literary and other clubs. 
This increase in the more solid departments of 
reading is very gratifying, and we are anxious to 
encourage it. To this end an information desk has 
been established during the year. Besides this the 
Librarian, in the Trustees’ Room and the Assistant 
Librarian, in the smaller Reference Room are always 
available, and ready at any time to answer ques- 
tions and to assist in the investigation of special 
subjects by indicating the sources of information 
as far as the library contains them. 

We have begun this year to place the new 
books on a shelf in the Reference Room, where 
they may be freely examined. To better under- 
stand the needs of readers we would invite 
suggestions as to new books, and will give such 
suggestions our best attention. Recommendation 
slips for this purpose may be obtained at the 
delivery desk. 

That the people of Lowell take pride in the 
library is proved by the many who have visited 
it. It has, too, attracted many strangers, and has 
been much admired by them. 


TRUSTEES OF THE CITY LIBRARY. 
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In April the Massachusetts Library Club held 
an important and enjoyable meeting in Memorial 
Hall and were entertained by the library. About 
one hundred and fifty members were present, and 
much was said in praise of the library and its 
accommodations. 

Besides the standing which our library is 
gaining among other libraries, we need not dwell 
on the advantage to our city in having one of 
the first and most attractive libraries in the State. 

The new registration which began in June, 1893, 
showed December 20, 1894, 8,938 persons entitled 
to draw books from the library, besides the many 
who enjoy the privileges of the Reference and 
Reading Rooms. 

From the experience of this year we find, as 
figures elsewhere will show, that $15,000 will be 
required to pay the actual running expenses of the 

library, and we would respectfully ask your honor- 

able body for this sum. 

For the purchase of new books we shall 
depend, as heretofore, on the Dog Tax, and on 
whatever is available for this purpose from the 
unexpended balance of the money paid the library 

on account of its loss by fire in April, 1891. 

Appended are the usual tables of the growth 
and use of the library and a full list of donors. 
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The following financial statement will show the 
amount and sources of the receipts for the library, 
and also the direction in which they were 
expended :

REPORT. 


Office of City Solicitor, 

Lowell, Mass., Feb. 28, 1895. 

Gentlemen of the City Council , — 

I herewith submit my report as required by the 

City Ordinances, and in doing so it must be un- 

derstood that it is not a full and complete one of 
all business transacted, but is limited to a brief state- 
ment of the cases brought in favor of or against the 
City, and the actual number disposed of during the 
past year. 

I have also made some references to Grade 
Crossings, State Highways and such other matters 

as I deemed would be interesting to the public. 

Lyman W. Field v. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought to recover as damages the sum 
of $3,000 for injuries sustained by falling on a defective sidewalk on 
Gorham Street, in front of Butler’s mill. The injuries received were

an original hernia and the wrenching and straining of the right hip. 
The cause alleged in the plaintiff’s declaration was the defective con- 
dition and construction of the sidewalk, together with an accumula- 
tion of ice and snow thereon. The case was tried before a jury at 
the March term of the Superior Court, and a verdict given for the 
defendant. 


Edward D. McVey v. City of Lowell. 

Action of tort brought to recover the sum of $ 1,200 dollars for 
work and labor performed in 1891 in the revision and codification of 
the City Ordinances, while acting as clerk for the joint committee 
of ordinances and legislation, who were duly authorized by the City 
Council. \ 

This case involving many details was referred by agreement to C. 
E. Grinnell, Esq., as Auditor. A trial was had and judgment entered 
for the plaintiff in the sum of three hundred dollars. 


Ired B. Hall v. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought to recover as damages the sum 
of $600 dollars on account of the killing of the plaintiff’s horse by a 
live electric wire, which it was claimed the City negligently per. 
mitted to exist and remain on Lawrence Street, near the corner of 
Watson, on October 5, 1892. The Lowell Electric Light Co. was 
sued jointly with the City. I filed a demurrer to the plaintiff’s 
writ and declaration alleging therein the City could not be sued 
jointly with the Electric Light Co. The demurrer was heard and 
argued before Sheldon, Judge, and it was sustained; whereupon 
plaintiff elected to proceed against the other defendant and the case 
as against the City was dismissed. 


Annie Ovington v. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought to recover the sum of $30,000 
as damages for injuries received by the plaintiff, a child about four 
years of age, who was injured while walking on the sidewalk on 
Lakeview Avenue, near Varley’s Court, on Feb. 23. 1893. The 
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plaintiff was knocked down by a runaway horse and sleigh, and it 
was alleged that the cause of the runaway was the accumulation, 
piling and permitting of large quantities of snow on said Lakeview 
Avenue near Aiken Street. The Lowell and Suburban Street Rail- 
way and the parties driving the sleigh were sued jointly with the City. 
I demurred to the plaintiff’s writ and declaration alleging the City 
and the Lowell and Suburban Street Railway could not be sued as 
joint tort feasors. After hearing before Sheldon, Judge, in the case 
of Hall v. City of Lowell, wherein the same question was raised and 
allowed by the Court, the plaintiff dismissed the case as against the 
City and elected to proceed against the Lowell and Suburban Street 
Railway. 


Francis Burns v. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought to recover the sum of $30,000 
as damages for injuries received by the plaintiff on May 16th, 1891, 
by coming in contact with a live electric wire on Merrimack Street at 
or in front of the store of James W. Cassidy. This case was tried 
before Sheldon, Judge, and the defendant contended it had not 
received proper notice of the time, place, and cause of the accident 
as required by the Public Statutes. The Court sustained the defend- 
ant’s contention and entered judgment therefor. 


Francis C. Wilson v. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought to recover the sum of $3,000 
for injuries received by the plaintiff on the sidewalk near Worthen 
Street on November 30th, 1892, by reason of the defective condition 
of the sidewalk and the accumulation of snow and ice thereon. On 
investigation the sidewalk was found to be defective, and as the 
plaintiff was severely injured in the ankle and knee of the right leg 
and unable to work for a long period of time, I settled the case for 
$400 in full of all damages and costs. 


Margaret Driscoll v. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought to recover $4 000 damages for 
injuries received by the plaintiff by falling down on an icy sidewalk 
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on March ist, 1893, in front of the premises numbered 80 and 81 
Tilden Street. The plaintiff offered to settle for $75 in full of dam- 
ages and costs, and as it would cost more to try the case I considered 
it economy to settle for that sum. 


Mary Spillane v. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought to recover $ 4,000 for injuries 
sustained by the plaintiff by falling into a hole -in which ice had 
formed and accumulafed in Maiden Lane, off Merrimack Street, on 
Feb. 3, 1894. The City denied its liability, and alleged said Lane 
was not a public highway which the City was bound to keep in repair, 
and the plaintiff having become satisfied thereof dismissed the action. 


John McKenzie v. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought to recover the sum of $5,000 
for injuries received by the plaintiff on Jan. 13, 1894, by falling on 
an icy and defective sidewalk on Bridge Street nearly in front of the 
premises of A. H. Cluer and breaking his leg. This case was tried 
before a jury and the evidence showed that the plaintiff was badly 
injured. The City defended on the ground that there was no liabil- 
ity, and although many witnesses were presented on both sides on 
the question of whether a defect existed or not, the jury returned a 
verdict for the defendant. 


Sadie Bicknell v. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought to recover the sum of $4,000 
for injuries received by the plaintiff on Dec. 2, 1893, by reason of a 
defect on Westford Street in the vacant lot next westerly of the 
Armory lot. The defect consisted of want of railings or barriers. 
There was no question of the liability of the City in this case, but 
the owner of the lot, Alfred Bibeault, was liable over to the City, and 
I notified him to defend the suit as the City would hold him respon- 
sible. The City afterwards purchased the Bibeault lot as an exten- 
sion to the Armory lot, and part of the trade was the City should fix 
up this suit, and I did so, and paid $400 in full settlement. 
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Etta F. Knowlton v. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought to recover the sum of $5,000 
for injuries received on Mt. Vernon Street on Jan. 13, 1889. The 
defect complained of was an accumulation of ice and snow on the 
sidewalk on said street. This case was on motion disposed of in 
favor of the City. 


Solomon Bachman v. City of Lowell. 

This was a petition alleging that the respondent City widened and 
straightened Riverside Street and thereby injured the petitioner by 
the taking of about 100,230 square feet, and that the award of one 
cent was insufficient. The City never actually took the land and 
therefore the petition was on motion dismissed. 


John H. Holden v. City of Lowell. 

This was also a petition for damages by reason of widening and 
straightening Riverside Street, and was dismissed for the reasons 
stated in Bachman v. City of Lowell. 


Jessie Gelston v. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought to recover the sum of $ 4,000 
for injuries received on Jan. 13, 1893, by falling down on an icy and 
defective sidewalk on Lincoln Street, whereby the plaintiff broke her 
wrist. I settled this suit by paying $75 in full of damages and costs, 
and consider it a favorable settlement for the city. 


James H. Monahan v. City of Lowell. 

/ 

This was an action of tort brought to recover the sum of $ 1,000 
for injuries to plaintiff’s horse and buggy on May 1, 1892, by a defect 
on East Merrimack Street, opposite the Prescott Mills. The City 
claimed the Lowell and Suburban Street Railway and the Boston and 
Maine Railroad created this defect, and were liable, as the hole was 
in the planking where the steam railroad crossed the tracks of the 
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street railway on said street. The case was finally settled by the 
Boston and Maine Railroad for $250, of which sum the City contrib- 
uted $50. 


Edwin and Barbara Brelsford v. Redmond Welch, Jr., 
David J. Donaldson, Frank Goodwin, William R. Kew. 

This was an action of tort brought against the above defendants, 
police officers of the City of Lowell. The declaration alleged that 
defendants, at divers times previous to July 24th, broke and entered 
the store of plaintiffs at No. 14 Hale Street, without any lawful 
right or authority. The defendants justified their entry by virtue of 
a warrant issued by the Police Court of Lowell. This case was on 
the trial list, and by agreement of' counsel was disposed of in favor 
of defendants. \ 


City of Lowell v. Middlesex North Agricultural Society. 

This was an action of tort brought to recover the amount of an 
assessment due the city. The case was disposed of without trial by 
judgment being entered for the plaintiff for $291.37. 

Interest Cases. 

Boott Cotton Mills v. City of Lowell. 

Merrimack Manufacturing Co. v. City of Lowell. 

Massachusetts Cotton Mills v. City of Lowell. 

Tremont and Suffolk Mills v. City of Lowell. 


All these suits involve the same questions and 
were brought to recover interest on the various sums 
of money abated by the County Commissioners 
from the time of payment to the Collector of Taxes 
to time of repayment to corporations, in the sev- 
eral tax cases tried and disposed of. 
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The amount claimed was as follows :

The case of the Boott Cotton Mills was tried in 
the Superior Court before Hopkins, J., in Septem- 
ber, 1892; and after hearing and argument the Court 
ruled the plaintiffs were entitled to interest from 
the time of abatement by the County Commissioners 
and not from the time the money was paid to the 
Collector of Taxes, and entered judgment for the 
plaintiffs in the sum of $1,212.47. I deemed it 
best to have the Supreme Judicial Court pass on 
the questions and settle the law ; therefore, at my 
request the case was reported to that Court. 

The Supreme Judicial Court has since rendered a 
decision and ordered the above verdict to be set 
aside, ruling that the corporations were entitled to, 
interest only after demand made on the City sub- 
sequently to time of abatements made by the County 
Commissioners. 

All these cases were finally settled in accordance 
with the law as declared by the Supreme Judicial 
Court, and the City paid out the following sums :

If we deduct this sum from $10,170.88, the bal- 
ance $9,861.31 is the sum saved to the City in 
these interest tax cases. 

The petitions of the Tremont and Suffolk Mills 
for abatement of taxes assessed May 1st, '1888, 1889, 
1890, 1891, and 1892 are still unsettled. The peti- 
tion for the year 1888 was heard by the County 
Commissioners, and they have had the matter under 
consideration since August last, and have rendered 
no decision as yet. The petition for 1889 was 
heard before Richardson, J., in the Superior Court 
in accordance with the provision of Chap. 127 of 
the laws of the Commonwealth for 1890 which pro- 
vide that any party agrieved may appeal to the 
Superior Court. The Court granted an abatement, 
and ruled that the method of the assessors assess- 
ing the real estate of said mills was illogical, and led 
to an error in the assessment. The City contended 
that the assessors’ method was a proper and reliable 
one, and took exceptions to the judge’s ruling. A 
hearing and argument was had in the Supreme 


Judicial Court in January last on the legal questions 
raised, and a decision is awaited with interest. 

Petition of Charles E. Adams et a/s. to the 
Board of Assessors of the City of Lowell for abate- 
ment of taxes assessed May ist, 1889. A hearing 
was had on these petitions before the Board of 
Assessors, and they refused to make an abatement. 
An appeal was taken by the petitioners to the 
County Commissioners and a hearing is expected 
in a few weeks. 

Petition of the Mayor and Board of Aldermen 
to the Superior Court asking for the appointment 
of a commission to consider the advisability of a 
change of grade where the railroads now operated 
and controlled by the Boston and Maine Railroad 
cross the following streets, at grade, viz: George, 
Taylor, Church, Rogers, Lawrence, and Pawtucket. 

The following Commission was apointed : George 
W. Wiggin of Franklin, John W. Ellis of Woon- 
socket, R. I., and Samuel L. Minot of Boston. A 
hearing on these petitions was had in Lowell at 
City Hall, occupying several days. The Boston and 
Maine Railroad was represented by Hon. George 
F. Richardson, and many witnesses were heard on 
both sides. The Commission have reported in 
favor of the abolition of the Pawtucket Street grade- 
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crossing, and have approved a plan whereby the 
highway shall be carried over the tracks. This plan 
was entirely acceptable to the City. 

With regard to the crossings on the Lowell and 
Andover Railroad, the Commission found that they 
were all dangerous and inconvenient ; but the esti- 
mates showed it would cost in round numbers 
about $ 300,000 to abolish the crossings by a separa- 
tion of the grades. A method of eliminating the 
dangers and inconveniences to the public was sug- 
gested whereby all passenger and freight trains, ex- 
cept such freight necessary for the corporations and 
parties along the line of the railroad, might come 
into Middlesex Street depot and the freight yards 
of the Boston and Maine; and the Commission 
favored this plan, and recommended legislation be 
obtained to permit it. The City has petitioned the 
Legislature for the necessary legislation, and it is 
hoped it may -be granted. 

The City has reason to congratulate itself on its 
success thus far. The abolition of grade-crossings 
has been discussed and agitated since 1890, and I 
am pleased to record that we have been successful. 

By Acts of the Legislature passed in 1893 and 
1894, a Highway Commission was appointed to build 
and establish state highways. Two petitions were 
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filed by citizens of Lowell with a view of extending 
the boulevard to Tyngsborough Bridge in that town, 
and the extending of Princeton Street westerly to 
the junction of the Westford and Tyngsborough 
roads in North Chelmsford. The City endorsed the 
Princeton Street extension, and several hearings were 
had by the Commission in this City ; and it is 
expected the Commission will establish the extension 
of Princeton Street as a state highway. 

The committee on claims who were empowered 
by the City Council to settle claims at a sum not 
exceeding two hundred dollars have rendered much 
valuable aid and assistance to this department. 
A great many claims where suits had not been 
brought where passed upon and adjusted by them.

RESOL VED by the Board of Aldermen and Common 
Council of the City of Lowell , in City Council 
assembled , as follows : — 

The salaries of the several city officers for the 
year beginning on the first day of January and end- 
ing on the thirty-first day of December, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-fiye, shall be at the rate 
herein mentioned ; to be paid monthly, unless herein 
otherwise ordered. 

Section i. The salary of the Mayor shall be at Mayor, 
the rate of twenty-five hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect. 2. The salary of the City Clerk shall becitycierk. 
at the rate of eighteen hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect. 3. The salary of the City Treasurer shall city Treasurer, 
be at the rate of twenty-seven hundred dollars per 
annum for performing the duties of City Treasurer 
and Collector] of J Taxes. He shall annually give a

and sufficient sureties, satisfactory to the Mayor and 
Aldermen, for the faithful performance of his duties, 
and to account for all sums of money received in 
the sales of Water Bonds, and the collection of Water 
Rates, and in the capacity of City Treasurer and 
Collector of Taxes.

Sect. 30. The salary of the Inspector of Pro- 
visions and Animals, ‘ appointed under Chap. 491 of 
the Acts of 1894, shall be at the rate of five hun- 
dred dollars per annum; payable equally in the months 
of April, July, October, and January.
